The  Class  of  '84  assembled  to  register  in  Cambridge  on 
October  4,  1880,  entering  243  members. 

During  the  freshman  year,  38  members  left,  leaving  at 
the  beginning  of  the  sophomore  year  205.  During  the  sopho- 
more year  there  were  admitted  12  members  and  25  members 
left,  leaving  at  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year  192  members. 
During  the  junior  year  17  members  were  admitted  and  12 
left,  leaving  at  the  beginning  of  the  senior  year  197  members. 
During  the  senior  year  there  were  admitted  12  members  and 
13  members  left,  leaving  196  members  who  received  the  de- 
gree of  A.B.  at  Commencement  on  June  25,  1884. 

Three  members  received  their  degrees  at  Commencement, 
1885,  as  of  the  Class  of  '84,  bringing  the  list  of  graduate 
members  to  a  total  of  199.  Since  that  time  Appleton,  Atkin- 
son, Billings,  Latham,  Guild,  and  H.  C.  Shaw  have  received 
degrees  out  of  course,  making  the  total  205.  Of  these  32 
have  died,  leaving  173,  and,  as  the  result  of  petitions  of  the 
Class,  Bean,  Blodgett,  Frenkel,  Hudgens,  King,  Nye,  Payson, 
and  Wakefield  have  had  degrees  of  A.B.  voted  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Fellows  of  the  College,  to  be  conferred  upon  them  on 
Commencement  Day,  1909,  so' that  the  total  number  of  living 
graduate  members  is  now  181. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  members  on  the  list  at  the  time 
of  graduation,  there  were  82  men  connected  with  the  Class 
temporarily  at  one  time  or  another  during  the  college  course. 
Of  these  the  17  recipients  of  degrees  out  of  course  have  been 
transferred  to  the  regular  list;  the  names  of  14  men  who 
were  members  of  other  classes  have  been  dropped  from  the 
list,  as  have  the  names  of  18  men  who  are  more  closely  iden- 
tified with  other  classes  or  who  have  persistently  declined 
to  pay  any  attention  to  communications  or  to  furnish  any 
information  concerning  themselves.  There  have  been  added 
to  the  list  of  temporary  members  of  the  Class,  as  associate 
members,  the  names  of  Outram  Bangs,   Chester  W.   Bliss, 
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William  L.  Green,  William  R.  Mercer,  Jr.,  and  Henry  N. 
Richards,  who,  although  special  students  in  the  college,  were 
identified  socially  with  the  Class;  also  that  of  William  F. 
Booth,  who  received  the  degree  of  C.E.  in  1884,  and  that  of 
Robert  T.  Jackson,  who  received  the  degree  of  S.B.  in  the 
same  year. 

Of  the  temporary  and  associate  members  16  have  died, 
leaving  24  now  appearing  on  the  list. 

The  aggregate  of  living  regular,  temporary,  and  associate 
members  at  the  present  time  is  therefore  205. 

Of  biographies  of  living  regular  members  all  but  seven 
have  been  contributed  by  the  members  themselves.  Four 
members  have  persistently  declined  to  respond  to  the  fre- 
quent and  urgent  appeals  of  the  secretary  and  other  fellow- 
members  of  the  Class  who  have  made  interested  efforts  to 
persuade  them ;  one,  Fishback,  is  untraceable  even  by  the 
secretary  of  the  Class  of  '85,  with  which  class  he  was  socially 
affiliated;  and  sketches  of  the  two  remaining  were  con- 
tributed by  their  brothers,  illness  having  prevented  them  from 
writing  them  themselves.  Of  all  of  these  sufficient  data 
have  been  obtainable  to  form  fairly  complete  records  of  their 
lives  since  graduation. 

Biographical  sketches  have  been  contributed  by  all  of  the 
24  temporary  and  associate  members  now  appearing  on  the  list. 

There  have  been  reproduced,  in  connection  with  the  bio- 
graphical sketches,  photographs  taken  at  the  time  of  gradua- 
tion of  all  but  one  of  the  present  living  members  on  the  regular 
list  at  that  time  and  of  12  of  those  afterward  transferred 
to  the  regular  list  (97  per  cent)  ;  also  of  12  of  the  tem- 
porary members  at  present  on  the  list  (50  per  cent).  To 
accompany  these  there  have  been  reproduced  photographs  of 
the  present  day  of  all  but  seven  of  the  living  regular  mem- 
bers (96  per  cent),  and  of  all  but  one  of  the  members  appear- 
ing at  present  on  the  list  of  temporary  members  (95  per  cent). 

Of  the  32  deceased  regular  members,  photographs  have 
been  reproduced  of  all  but  one  (Latham),  and  of  the  remain- 
ing 31  two  photographs  each  have  been  reproduced  of  20 
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members  and  one  each  of  ii  members.  Of  the  i6  deceased 
temporary  members  photographs  have  been  obtainable  of 
but  four;    of  one,  Noble,  two  having  been  obtained. 

The  secretary  has  been  obliged  to  rely  largely  upon  the 
members  themselves  for  lists  of  their  publications;  and  the 
schedule  thereof,  published  later  in  the  report,  has  been  made 
as  complete  as  possible  under  these  circumstances.

On  January  i6,  1906,  Edward  Andress  Hibbard,  who  was 
elected  secretary  of  the  Class  at  the  meeting  held  November 
12,  1883,  ^^d  who  had  faithfully  served  the  Class  in  that 
capacity  for  twenty-three  years,  died  in  Brooklyn,  New  York. 
The  Class  Committee  appointed  to  serve  as  secretary  in  the 
interim  preceding  the  next  meeting  of  the  Class  Thomas 
Kittredge  Cummins.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Class  held  on 
Commencement  Day,  June  27,  1906,  the  temporary  appoint- 
ment was  made  permanent  by  vote  of  the  Class.  At  the  same 
meeting  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  C.  R.  Clapp, 
F.  H.  Darling,  and  T.  L.  Frothingham,  to  frame  resolutions 
upon  the  death  of  E.  A.  Hibbard.  The  resolutions  submitted 
by  them  and  accepted  by  the  Class  appear  later  in  this  report 
in  connection  with  the  records  of  Class  meetings. 


The  Class  Committee  has  considered  it  desirable  that  this 
report  should  be  issued  at  the  time  of  the  celebration  of  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  at  the  Commencement  season,  1909, 
believing  that  the  exclusion  of  the  account  of  the  celebration 
of  the  anniversary  necessitated  thereby  would  be  compensated 
for  by  the  added  satisfaction  that  would  be  afforded  to  mem- 
bers by  the  publication  of  the  report  at  the  time  of  the  anni- 
versary itself. 


A  detailed  account  of  the  celebration  of  the  Twenty-fifth 
Anniversary  of  the  Class  will  be  given  in  a  subsequent  report.

GORDON    ABBOTT 

Son  of  Jeremiah  and  Ellen  (Bangs)  Abbott.  Born  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  January  i8,  1863.  Prepared  for  college 
at  Miss  Adams'  and  G.  W.  C.  Noble's  schools,  Boston. 

He  writes :  "  I  passed  my  first  summer  after  graduation, 
that  of  1884,  in  recovering  from  a  severe  illness,  which  came 
upon  me  the  day  after  graduation.  In  the  autumn  I  went 
to  work  with  the  firm  of  which  my  father  was  then  the  head, 
Abbott,  Wheelock  &  Company.  The  firm  imported  and  ex- 
ported metals  of  various  kinds,  and  during  the  years  from  1884 
to  1890  I  was  kept  very  busy  by  numerous  trips  to  Europe. 
During  the  existence  of  the  copper  corner,  so  called,  I  passed 
a  couple  of  years  in  Paris.  On  returning  from  Paris  in  1890 
I  settled  down  in  New  York,  still  in  the  same  business,  and 
lived  there  for  the  next  three  years.  Early  in  1893  ^  was 
asked  by  our  classmate,  Coolidge,  to  come  back  to  Boston 
and  become  vice-president  of  the  Old  Colony  Trust  Company, 
which  he  had  founded  three  years  before.  I  entered  the 
Trust  Company  early  in  July,  1893,  and  have  been  one  of 
its  officers  ever  since.  For  seven  years  I  was  vice-president 
and  in  1900  was  elected  president,  Coolidge  becoming  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  directors.  My  connection  with  the  Trust 
Company  has  brought  me  into  connection  with  a  good  many 
other  corporations,  and  I  am  at  the  present  time  an  officer 
or  director  in  the  following  companies,  many  of  which  are 
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connected,  in  one  way  or  another,  with  electricity  and  its 
apphcations :  Old  Colony  Trust  Company ;  Bay  State  Trust 
Company ;  Chicago  Junction  Railways  and  Union  Stockyards 
Company ;  Dallas  Electric  Corporation ;  Esterbrook  Steel 
Pen  Manufacturing  Company;  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company; 
Fore  River  Shipbuilding  Company;  General  Electric  Com- 
pany ;  Massachusetts  Electric  Companies ;  New  England  Mu- 
tual Life  Insurance  Company;  Provident  Institution  for 
Savings ;  State  National  Bank  of  Boston ;  Statistic  Trustees, 
City  of  Boston ;  Tacoma  Railway  and  Power  Company ; 
United  Electric  Securities  Company.  Beside  my  business 
work  I  have  for  some  years  been  treasurer  of  the  Children's 
Hospital  of  Boston.  I  have  done  no  literary  or  scientific  work, 
and  my  political  work  has  been  confined  to  voting  and  to  act- 
ing as  inspector  of  election  on  various  different  occasions. 
My  only  public  service  has  consisted  in  being  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Statistics  of  the  city  of  Boston,  if  that  can  be 
properly  considered  a  public  office.  I  belong  to  the  following 
clubs :  The  Somerset  Club  in  Boston ;  the  New  England 
Kennel  Club;  the  Eastern  Yacht  Club,  of  which  I  was  com- 
modore for  one  year;  the  Knickerbocker  Club,  the  Brook 
Club,  and  the  New  York  Yacht  Club  in  New  York ;  also  the 
Canaveral  Club  of  Florida  and  the  False  Cape  Club  of  Vir- 
ginia, the  two  latter  being  shooting  clubs."

GEORGE    RUSSELL    AGASSIZ 

Son  of  Alexander  and  Anna  (Russell)  Agassiz,  Born  in 
Nahant,  Massachusetts,  July  21,  1862.  Prepared  for  college  at 
the  Cambridge  High  School. 

After  graduation  spent  some  time  at  the  Calumet  and 
Hecla  mine  in  Michigan.  Later  was  a  ranchman  in  Arizona 
and  "  served  a  short  time  as  croupier  for  Messrs.  Lee,  Hig- 
ginson  &  Company  of  Boston."     Spent  a  number  of  years  in 
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travel  and  since  his  marriage  has  lived  chiefly  in  California. 
Has  lately  been  associated  with  Mr.  Percival  Lowell  in  the 
study  of  Mars  and  has  written  and  lectured  somewhat  on  the 
subject. 

He  was  married  in  Yarmouthport,  Massachusetts,  June 
2y,  1902,  to  Mabel,  daughter  of  John  and  Ruth  (Sears) 
Simpkins  of  Yarmouthport. 

CHARLES    FRANCIS    AIKEN 

Son  of  Albert  and  Maria  (Murphy)  Aiken.  Born  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  April  8,  1863.  Prepared  for  college  at 
Prescott  Grammar  School,  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  and  Som- 
erznlle  High  School. 

Having  spent  two  years  as  instructor  in  classics  in  the 
Heathcote  School,  Buffalo,  New  York,  entered  St.  John's 
Theological  Seminary,  Brighton,  Massachusetts,  in  the  fall 
of  1886,  where  he  gave  four  years  to  the  study  of  philosophy 
and  theology.  In  September,  1890,  he  was  matriculated  in 
the  Catholic  University,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia, 
and  there  spent  two  years  in  higher  theological  studies.  He 
was  ordained  priest  in  December,  1890.  Appointed  assist- 
ant pastor  in  St,  Patrick's  Church,  Roxbury,  Massachusetts, 
in  June,  1892,  he  was  engaged  in  the  practical  work  of  min- 
istry until  the  spring  of  1895,  when  he  accepted  a  call  to 
prepare  himself  for  the  chair  of  Apologetics  in  the  Catholic 
University.  He  at  once  went  abroad  and  for  a  year  and  a 
half  improved  himself  by  courses  of  study  taken  in  the  uni- 
versities of  Louvain,  Berlin,  and  Tiibingen.  In  the  fall  of 
1897  he  opened  his  first  course  of  lectures  in  the  Catholic  Uni- 
versity. He  obtained  the  doctorate  in  theology  in  1900  and 
was  promoted  successively  to  the  grades  of  Associate  Pro- 
fessor and  Professor  in  Apologetics,  which  position  he  still 
holds.  He  is  the  author  of  a  book  entitled  "  The  Dhamma  of 
Gotama  the  Buddha  and  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  the  Christ," 
jMarlier  &  Co.,  Boston,  1900.  A  French  translation  by  the 
Abbe  Collin  was  published  by  Lethielleux  of  Paris  in  1903. 
He  has  also  published  the  following  articles :  "  The  Avesta 
and  the  Bible,"  Catholic  University  Bulletin,  July,  1897; 
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"  The  Origin  of  Religion,"  ibid.,  April,  1899;  "  The  Ancient 
Christian  Monument  of  Hsi-an  Fu,"  ibid.,  April,  1902; 
"  Traces  of  Penance  in  Non-Revealed  Religions,"  ibid.,  July, 
1905 ;  "  The  Testimony  of  St.  Paul  to  the  Fact  of  the  Resur- 
rection," American  Ecclesiastical  Reviezv,  April,  1905 ;  "  The 
Testimony  of  the  Original  Apostles  to  the  Fact  of  the  Resur- 
rection," American  Catholic  Quarterly,  April,  1905.  He 
has  contributed  lengthy  articles  to  the  Catholic  Encyclopedia 
on  Apologetics,  Buddhism,  Brahmanism,  and  Confucianism. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Harvard  Catholic  Alumni  Associa- 
tion and  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia. 

CHARLES    COLEMAN   ALLEN 

Son  of  Henry  Ware  and  Pamela  (Hale)  Allen.  Born  in 
Troy,  Ohio,  December  17,  1858.  Prepared  for  college  at  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire. 

He  writes:  "After  leaving  college,  I  spent  several  years 
in  the  Southwest  looking  after  some  cattle  and  other  interests. 
I  returned  to  my  native  place  on  account  of  ill  health  and 
remained  there  several  years,  making  occasional  trips  to  the 
West  until  all  interests  there  were  disposed  of.  After  regain- 
ing health,  I  became  interested  in  the  gas  business  and  have 
continued  in  that  ever  since,  nearly  twenty  years,  as  the  local 
manager  of  a  large  corporation  supplying  gas  to  many  towns 
and  cities  from  one  large  pipe  line.  No  travels  except  occa- 
sional trips  to  Florida  in  winter  and  short  trips  in  summer." 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  and 
some  local  clubs.

EDWARD    ELLIS    ALLEN 

Son  of  James  Theodore  and  Caroline  Augusta  (Kit- 
tredge)  Allen.    Born  in  West  Newton,  Massachusetts,  August 
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I,  1861.    Prepared  for  college  at  Newton,  Massachusetts,  Eng- 
lish and  Classical  School. 

He  writes :  "  I  was  born  in  West  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
August  I,  1 86 1,  being  of  the  eighth  generation  from  James 
Allen  who  settled  in  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  in  1649-52. 
Through  my  maternal  grandfather  I  can  trace  back  to  Gov- 
ernor Bradford,  and  through  my  paternal  grandfather,  to 
Elder  Brewster.  My  great-grandfather  was  a  soldier  of  the 
American  Revolution.  My  father's  early  education  was  that 
of  a  farmer's  son  of  the  time,  but,  wishing  to  teach,  he 
was  graduated  from  the  Bridgewater  Normal  School,  taught 
district  school  for  several  years  and  travelled  extensively 
abroad.  He  was  afterwards  graduated  from  the  Rensselaer 
Polytechnic  Institute,  where  he  was  for  a  short  time  pro- 
fessor, resigning  to  become  associate  principal  of  the  West 
Newton  (Massachusetts)  English  and  Classical  School.  This 
position  he  retained  until  his  death  in  1900.  Into  this  Eng- 
lish and  Classical  School  I  was  born  and  raised  and  pre- 
pared for  college.  It  was  a  home  boarding-school  and 
brought  me  into  contact  with  very  many  boys,  but  through 
my  mother's  influence,  I  lived  out  of  doors  a  great  deal, 
my  interests  being  attached  to  the  care  of  domestic  ani- 
mals, to  bee-keeping  and  gardening.  Such  employment  has 
been  my  avocation  ever  since;  in  fact,  I  consider  myself 
quite  an  expert  in  amateur  bee-keeping.  I  was  always  strong 
and  well  and  took  part  in  the  usual  games  of  youth,  including 
football,  in  which  game  my  ambitions  for  college  distinction 
were  dashed  by  an  injury  to  the  knee  in  my  eighteenth  year. 
For  the  two  years,  1872  and  1874,  my  father  having  taken  us 
all  abroad,  I  travelled  somewhat,  attended  private  school  in 
Switzerland,  and  acquired  a  writing  and  speaking  knowledge 
of  German.  Since  then  I  have  attended  summer  schools,  three 
times  at  Amherst  for  French  and  German,  twice  at  Clark 
University  for  child  study,  and  once  at  Harvard  for  physical 
education.  During  college  I  came  gradually  to  specialize  more 
and  more  in  biology,  intending  then  to  become  a  physician; 
for  many  of  my  Kittredge  ancestors  had  been  such.  In  fact, 
I  attended  the  Harvard  Medical  School,  1884-85,  with  the  ex- 
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pectation  of  completing  the  course.  In  the  summer  of  1885 
an  opportunity  came  of  reHeving  my  father  of  my  continued 
support,  for  with  other  children  to  go  to  college  he  felt  that 
my  expenses  had  become  difficult  to  bear  longer.  A  cousin 
of  ours  coming  from  Europe  with  Dr.  Campbell  of  the  Royal 
Normal  College,  London,  England,  learned  that  the  latter 
was  in  search  of  a  young  man  to  teach  for  him  and  mentioned 
the  matter  to  my  father.  We  called  at  once  upon  Dr.  Camp- 
bell in  Boston,  and  I  engaged  to  teach  for  him  for  at  least 
one  year.  I  taught  for  him  three  and  became  so  much  inter- 
ested that  I  resolved  to  make  the  education  of  the  blind  my 
life  work.  Before  leaving  London  I  accepted  the  position  of 
head  master  in  the  boys'  school  of  the  Perkins  Institution  of 
Boston,  which  position  I  held  for  the  two  school  years  of 
1889-90.  The  superintendency  of  the  Pennsylvania  School 
for  the  Blind  becoming  vacant,  I  applied  for  and  obtained 
it  and  went  to  live  in  Philadelphia  in  August,  1890;  there  I 
remained  seventeen  years.  The  Pennsylvania  Institution  for 
the  Blind  is  one  of  our  pioneer  schools.  Up  to  1899  it  was 
located  in  the  midst  of  the  city,  but  in  that  year  we  removed 
to  brand  new  quarters,  situated  in  Overbrook,  a  suburb  of 
Philadelphia.  It  was  my  privilege  to  help  shape  the  new 
structures,  costing  in  themselves  over  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  and  erected  in  spacious  grounds  worth  nearly  as  much 
again.  There,  indeed,  our  theory  was  put  to  the  test  that 
young  people,  shut  in  by  blindness,  can  rarely  hope  to  achieve 
efficiency  unless  they  live  and  work  while  at  school  in  an 
environment  of  beauty  and  happiness,  which  only  a  benefi- 
cent expansion,  such  as  Overbrook  came  to  be,  could  supply. 
I  had  studied  much,  travelled  far,  observed  the  workings  of 
many  schools,  and  it  seemed  as  if  I  knew.  The  experience 
of  Overbrook  proved  the  theory  true.  No  school  for  the 
blind  has  ever  sprung  so  rapidly  to  the  forefront  as  that  school 
did.  To-day  there  is  no  grander  institution  of  its  kind  in  all 
the  world;  its  recent  results  are  unmatched;  its  graduates 
have  been  called  to  teach  in  similar  schools  all  over  the  Union. 
Such  was  the  state  of  affairs  there  when,  my  chief  labor 
done,  I  had  begun  to  look  forward  to  many  years  of  serene 
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usefulness  among  my  people.  I  had  been  married  sixteen 
years  and  rejoiced  with  Mrs.  Allen  in  a  beautiful  home  and 
three  children.  Then,  in  1906,  came  the  sudden  death  of 
Director  Anagnos  of  the  Perkins  Institution  and  Massachu- 
setts School  for  the  Blind  in  Boston.  An  invitation  followed 
to  me  to  become  director  there.  At  first  I  could  not  think  of 
accepting;  but  finally,  in  1907,  resigning  my  beautiful  school 
and  home  at  Overbrook,  I  have  come  back  to  New  England, 
partly  to  live  in  this  atmosphere  again,  but  chiefly  to  embrace 
the  opportunity  and  privilege  accorded  me  of  being  of  great- 
est use  to  my  chosen  work.  In  other  words,  the  good  old 
Perkins  Institution,  now  so  imperfectly  housed  and  narrowly 
inclosed  at  South  Boston,  as  it  is,  must  also  experience  benefi- 
cent expansion  —  must  be  reconstructed  in  the  suburbs ;  and 
I  have  been  called  to  help  do  it.  It  is  seldom  given  to  one 
man  to  do  such  work  twice :  the  privilege  of  the  opportunity 
is  very  great.  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  following:  the 
Massachusetts  Schoolmasters'  Club,  the  Harvard  Club  of 
Philadelphia,  the  New  England  Club  of  Philadelphia,  the 
Contemporary  Club  of  Philadelphia,  the  Browning  Society 
of  Philadelphia,  the  Unitarian  Club  of  Philadelphia,  of  which 
I  was  for  two  years  president,  the  Historical  Society  of  Penn- 
sylvania, the  Public  Education  Association  of  Philadelphia, 
the  advisory  board  of  the  educational  section  of  the  New 
Century  Club  of  Philadelphia,  the  Sociological  Club  of  Phila- 
delphia, the  Monday  Evening  Club  of  Boston,  the  Twentieth 
Century  Club  of  Boston,  the  Feeble-Minded  Club  of  Vine- 
land,  New  Jersey,  the  American  School  Hygiene  Association. 
My  published  writings  have  been :  seventeen  annual  reports 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Blind,  one  annual 
report  of  the  Perkins  Institution  for  the  Blind,  *  The  Edu- 
cation of  Defectives,'  a  monograph  contributed  to  Nich- 
olas Murray  Butler's  '  Education  in  the  United  States,'  and 
appearing  also  in  the  '  Encyclopedia  Americana,'  and  the  fol- 
lowing papers  :  '  Library  Work  for  the  Blind,'  '  The  Physical 
Education  of  the  Blind,'  '  Backward  Children  in  the  Public 
Schools,'  *  The  True  Character  and  Just  Status  of  Schools 
for  the  Blind,'  *  Should  the  Use  of  Tobacco  be  Interdicted  in 
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Schools  for  the  Blind?'  'The  Tangible  Writing  of  the 
Blind,'  *  General  Statistics  on  the  Education  of  the  Blind  in 
America,'  published  in  German  in  Mell's  '  Handbuch  des 
Blindenwesens.'  I  have  written  but  few  papers  on  other 
topics.  Among  these  are  the  following  for  the  Browning 
Society  of  Philadelphia :  *  Chivalry,'  *  The  Function  of  Music/ 
'  The  Relative  Position  of  Rossetti  among  the  Pre-Raphael- 
ites.'  I  have  spoken  before  many  and  various  clubs  and  or- 
ganizations, always  on  some  subject  connected  with  my  work. 
The  only  distinctive  public  service  which  I  have  given  (out- 
side of  my  work  which  is  one  of  public  service)  was  being 
member  for  a  while  of  one  of  Philadelphia's  sectional  school 
boards  and  helping  the  starting  of  a  new  public  school  there." 
On  December  30,  1908,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Guild 
a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Commission  for  the  Blind  for 
the  period  ending  in  July,  1913.

BRAINARD    ALGER    ANDREWS 

Son  of  Edward  Newell  and  Louisa  (Stone)  Andrews. 
Born  in  Manchester,  Massachusetts,  November  20,  i8jp.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  the  Harvard  Grammar  School  and  Charles- 
town  High  School,  Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School,  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

After  graduating,  until  1890,  he  was  visiting  officer  for 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  Lunacy,  and  Charity  of  Massa- 
chusetts, being  chiefly  engaged  in  the  care  of  the  sick  and 
insane  wards  of  the  Commonwealth.  During  that  period, 
he  was  studying  medicine  and  surgery  under  private  tutors. 
In  1890  he  entered  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  graduating  in  1893.  During  the  following 
year  he  took  post-graduate  courses  at  the  Harvard  Medical 
School.    In  1893  he  began  the  active  practice  of  medicine  in 
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Revere,  Massachusetts,  where  he  still  remains,  having,  as 
he  expresses  it,  "  the  usual  experiences  of  a  hard-working 
general  practitioner."  He  served  for  three  years  on  the 
Board  of  Health  of  Revere,  and  during  the  years  1898  to 
1903  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  during  the  last  year  as 
chairman.

Son  of  Daniel  Fuller  and  Julia  Montrose  (Randolph) 
Appleton.  Born  in  Stat  en  Island,  New  York,  January  4,  1S62. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Gibbons  and  Beach  School,  New  York 
City,  and  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire. 

He  received  the  degree  of  A.B.  with  the  Class  of  '87,  which 
was  made  as  of  the  Class  of  '84  by  the  President  and  Fellows 
of  the  college  in  1904,  upon  petition  by  the  Class.  He  writes : 
"After  leaving  college,  I  began  the  study  of  law  in  New  York, 
in  the  office  of  Abbott  &  Fuller,  and  in  the  autumn  of  that  year 
entered  the  Columbia  Law  School,  from  which  I  graduated 
in  1887,  and  was  shortly  afterwards  admitted  to  the  Bar  in 
the  State  of  New  York  and  entered  the  office  of  Scudder  & 
Carter,  New  York  City.  I  gave  up  the  law  in  1889,  and  have 
lived  mostly  in  the  country  at  Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  ever 
since.  On  May  20,  1898,  I  received  a  commission  as  Second

I  live  during  the  summer  with  my  children  at 
home  at  Waldingfield,  Ipswich,  and  in  the  winter  I  vegetate 
as  far  away  from  that  climate  as  is  possible  and  wait  for 
the  summer  to  come,  and  up  to  date  it  has  never  disap- 
pointed me."

Son  of  John  Himes  and  Lois  (Anthony)  Arnold.  Born 
in  Portsmouth,  Rhode  Island,  March  2^,  186^.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Cambridge  Latin  (Harvard  Grammar)  School,  Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. 

He  writes:  "  Since  1884  I  have  been  a  schoolmaster  except 
for  a  year  in  business.  I  spent  a  year  in  connection  with  the 
Boston  Book  Company.  Since  then  I  have  held  positions  as 
teacher  as  follows:  1886-87,  assistant  principal  of  Maple- 
wood  Institute,  Concord ville,  Pennsylvania;  1887-90,  head- 
master of  Milford  Classical  School,  Milford,  Delaware; 
1890-92,  headmaster  of  Trinity  Hall,  Washington,  Penn- 
sylvania; 1892-93,  headmaster  of  Rexleigh  School,  Salem, 
New  York;  1893-1902,  headmaster  of  Carteret  School,  Short 
Hills,  New  Jersey;  1902-7,  owner  and  headmaster  of  the 
School  of  the  Lackawanna,  Scranton,  Pennsylvania;  1907-8, 
head  of  Greek  Department  in  Pomfret  School,  Pomfret, 
Connecticut;  1908,  director  and  headmaster  of  Phillips 
Brooks  School,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.

Left  college  at  the  end  of  his  sophomore  year  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  up  a  business  career.  The  degree  of  A.B., 
out  of  course,  as  of  the  Class  of  '84,  was  conferred  upon 
him  by  Harvard  University  at  Commencement,  1908,  upon 
petition  by  the  Class.  After  passing  some  time  in  ranch- 
ing and  in  the  cotton  business  he  went  to  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
in  1886,  where  he  continued  the  cotton  business  for  three 
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years.  In  1889  he  organized  the  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust 
Company  of  Atlanta,  of  which  he  is  now  president.  Later 
he  became  interested  in  the  Georgia  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany, which  he  eventually  took  over  entirely.

After  graduation,  he  was  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  law 
publishing  business,  principally  in  the  employ  of  Charles  C. 
Soule  of  Boston.  He  travelled  in  the  interest  of  this  firm  in 
New  England,  the  Middle  and  Southern  States,  and  the  mari- 
time provinces;  in  fact,  from  Prince  Edward  Island  to  San 
Antonio,  Texas.  In  September,  1889,  he  joined  the  repor- 
torial  staff  of  the  Boston  Post,  during  the  regime  of  Edwin 
]\I.  Bacon,  doing  general  reporting,  and  at  intervals  covering

Son  of  Benjamin  Edward  and  Sarah  Chapman  (Gilbert) 
Bates.  Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  December  2/,  1862. 
Prepared  for  college  at  J.  P.  Hopkinson's  School,  Boston.  Died 
in  Brookline,  Massachusetts,  May  14,  jpo6. 

During  his  early  education  at  Hopkinson's  Classical  School 
he  was  the  first  scholar  of  the  school,  and  later  on  he  stood  well 
towards  the  head  of  the  Class  at  Harvard.  Upon  graduation 
from  the  Law  School  in  1887  he  received  beside  the  degree  of 
LL.B.  that  of  A.M.  for  distinguished  scholarship.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  Suffolk  Bar  and  took  up  the  practice  of  the 
law,  being  at  first  a  partner  of  Dana  and  then  continuing  in 
independent  practice.  He  was  an  unusually  able  lawyer,  pro- 
found in  learning  and  sound  in  judgment.  He  applied  himself 
chiefly  to  a  corporate  and  real  estate  business,  but  there  were 
few  departments  of  the  law  in  which  he  did  not  excel.  Such 
was  his  integrity  of  character,  his  impartiality  of  mind,  his 
sense  of  right,  that  he  would  have  proved  an  impartial  judge 
of  his  own  cause.  Withal,  he  was  one  of  the  most  modest 
and  companionable  of  men.  Generous  and  sympathetic,  he 
drew  around  him  a  host  of  friends,  whom  he  attached  to 
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himself  by  his  kindHness  of  manner  and  quaint  humor.  He 
was  a  member  of  several  clubs,  among  others  the  Chestnut 
Hill  Club,  the  Eastern  Yacht  Club,  and  the  Abstract  Club. 
He  was  at  one  time  a  member  of  the  naval  militia.  For 
several  years  before  his  death  he  had  been  a  trustee  of  Bates 
College,  of  which  his  father  was  the  founder.  He  left  two 
sisters,  Sarah  F.,  wife  of  Arthur  Herschel,  and  Lilian,  un- 
married. While  he  never  held  any  political  office,  he  took  a 
keen  interest  in  public  affairs  and  had  fixed  ideas  in  regard 
to  national,  State,  and  municipal  politics.  For  a  considerable 
period  before  his  death  he  was  aware  that  he  probably  could 
not  live,  but  he  retained  the  same  rugged  courage  to  the  last. 
He  is  another  member  of  our  Class  who  has  been  taken  away 
in  his  prime  and  has  left  his  promise  but  half  fulfilled.  A 
better  citizen,  a  better  friend,  a  better  brother,  there  could 
not  be;  and  he  will  hold  always  an  affectionate  place  in  the 
hearts  of  all  who  knew  his  purity  of  life,  his  high  ideals,  his 
thorough  genuineness,  and  who  loved  him,  and  still  love  him, 
for  these  noble  traits.

Prepared  for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy. 

He  writes :  *'  Very  soon  after  leaving  college  I  entered  the 
freight  department  of  the  Erie  Railroad,  and  spent  the  greater 
portion  of  a  year  at  Elmira,  New  York,  and  later  in  the 
general  offices  of  the  company  in  New  York  City,  filling  the 
position  of  chief  clerk  and  assistant  general  freight  agent. 
In  November,  1889,  I  gave  up  this  position  and  moved  my 
residence  to  Boston.

Since  1886  he  has  been  practising  law  in  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, and  for  twenty  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  Miller  &  Bonsai.  He  has  continued  to  take  considerable 
interest  as  an  independent  Democrat  in  political  campaigns 
in  Maryland,  in  several  of  these  campaigns  making  a  number 
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of  speeches.  In  1905  he  was  chairman  of  the  Independent 
Democratic  Organization  which  was  largely  instrumental  in 
causing  the  defeat,  by  thirty  thousand  votes,  of  the  late  Sena- 
tor Gorman's  disfranchising  amendment  to  the  Maryland 
constitution.  He  has  been  for  a  number  of  years  president 
of  the  Jail  Board  of  Baltimore,  which  manages  that  institu- 
tion where  over  nine  hundred  prisoners  are  confined.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  commission  appointed  by  Governor 
Warfield  to  report  on  the  advisability  of  introducing  into 
Maryland  the  Indeterminate  Sentence  System.  He  has  been 
for  many  years  treasurer  of  the  trustees  of  Aged  Women's 
and  Aged  Men's  Homes;  treasurer  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Benevolent  Society,  and  treasurer  of  the  vestry  of  St.  Paul's 
Parish,  and  has  been  connected  with  a  number  of  other  sim- 
ilar institutions.

Born  in 
Oneida,  New  York,  June  26,  i8§q.  Prepared  for  college  at 
LeRoy  Academy,  LeRoy,  New  York.  Died  in  Brookline,  Massa- 
chusetts, December  4,  1^04. 

He  was  connected  with  the  Class  in  the  senior  year  only. 
Immediately  after  graduation  he  became  stenographer  and 
private  secretary  to  Henry  Minot,  Esquire,  of  Boston,  where 
he  remained  a  year.  For  several  years  thereafter  he  was 
the  manager  of  Bridge's  Teachers'  Agency  in  Boston.  In 
1 89 1  he  engaged  in  the  security  and  bond  business  in  Bos- 
ton, under  the  firm  name  of  Noyes  &  Bridge.  His  partner- 
ship was  dissolved  in  1893  and  he  became  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  J,  Ransom  Bridge  &  Company,  purchasing  a  seat 
in  the  Boston  Stock  Exchange  and  engaging  in  a  general 
stock  and  bond  business.

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He  writes:  "After  my  graduation  in  1884,  I  spent  the 
summer  tutoring  at  Mount  Desert.  I  entered  the  Harvard 
Law  School  in  the  fall  of  1884  and  graduated  in  June,  1887. 
The  next  twelve  months  I  spent  in  Europe  as  tutor.  I  came 
to  Chicago  in  1888  and  entered  the  law  office  of  Dexter, 
Herrick  &  Allen,  where  I  stayed  two  years.  In  1890  I 
began  practice  for  myself,  and  have  continued  as  a  lawyer 
in  general  practice  since.  A  large  part  of  my  time  has  been 
spent  in  practice  concerning  real  estate,  that  is,  in  fore- 
closing mortgages,  condemnation  suits,  and  special  assess- 
ments. I  have  held  no  public  office,  and  have  devoted  very 
little  time  to  literary,  scientific,  or  political  work.

ROME    G     BROWN 

Son  of  Andrew  Chandler  and  Lucia  A.  (Greene)  Brown. 
Born  in  Montpelicr,  Vermont,  June  75,  1862.  Prepared  for  col- 
lege at  Montpelier,  Vermont,  High  School,  and  at  J.  P.  Hopkin- 
son's  School  in  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

After  graduation  he  studied  law  for  three  years  in  the  office 
of  Hon.  B.  F.  Fifield,  Montpelier,  Vermont,  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  at  Montpelier  October  24,  1887.  He  re- 
moved to  Minneapolis  two  months  later,  where  he  has  since 
been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession.  He  was  at 
first  in  the  law  office  of  Benton  &  Roberts  ( Reuben  C.  Benton 
and  William  P.  Roberts)  and  on  January  i,  1890,  was  taken 
into  partnership  by  them  with  the  firm  name  of  Benton,  Rob- 
erts &  Brown,  which  firm  was  dissolved  on  January  5,  1895, 
by  the  death  of  Colonel  Benton.

His  practice  and  that  of  his 
firms  has  always  been  and  still  is  general,  but  he  represents 
many  well  known  corporate  and  business  interests.  He  has 
been  for  many  years  one  of  the  attorneys  for  the  Great  North- 
ern Railway  System,  and  since  September  i,  1903,  beside 
other  general  legal  work  for  the  same  interests,  he  has  had 
general  charge  of  the  legal  business  of  the  Great  Northern 
System  in  five  counties  of  Minnesota,  which  include  Minne- 
apolis and  Hennepin  County.

WILLIAM    SOHIER    BRYANT 

Son  of  Henry  and  Elizabeth  Brimmer  (Sohier)  Bryant. 
Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  May  15,  1861.  Prepared  for 
college  at  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord,  Nezv  Hampshire,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  Dean  LeBaron  R.  Briggs,  Professor  John  Wil- 
liams White,  Rev.  William  I.  Nichols,  and  Simeon  G.  Cros- 
well,  Esquire. 

He  writes :  "  After  graduation  the  summer  was  spent  trav- 
elling in  Europe.  The  decision  as  to  what  I  should  do  next 
was  not  a  difficult  one.  My  inclination  had  always  been 
toward  a  zoological  career.  This  was  given  up,  however,  be- 
cause it  seemed  wiser  to  follow  a  more  practical  calling  which 
might  be  relied  on  as  a  livelihood,  should  the  vicissitudes  of 
fortune  demand  it.  I  finally  followed  my  father's  example 
and  entered  the  Medical  School.  In  the  autumn  of  1884  I 
entered  the  Harvard  Medical  School.  The  degree  of  M.D. 
was  given  me  in  1888  together  with  an  A.M.  for  original  ana- 
tomical work.  I  immediately  took  up  the  study  of  otology 
as  a  specialty,  because  it  appeared  to  be  a  small  and  com- 
paratively unexplored  field.  I  commenced  work  in  the  Bos- 
ton ear  clinics,  together  with  work  in  the  anatomical  and 
otological  departments  at  the  Medical  School.  In  1897  I 
resigned  the  position  of  assistant  at  the  Medical  School  and 
assistant  aural  surgeon  at  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary.  In  1898,  at  the  breaking  out 
of  the  Spanish-American  War,  Governor  Wolcott  commis- 
sioned me  First  Lieutenant  and  Assistant  Surgeon  in  the 
1st  Massachusetts  Regiment  Heavy  Artillery.  This  regiment 
was  soon  mustered  into  the  United  States  Volunteer  ser- 
vice. We  were  stationed  at  Fort  Warren,  Boston  Harbor, 
until  all  the  Spanish  ghosts  had  vanished  from  our  coasts. 
In  July,  through  the  help  of  political  friends,  President  Mc- 
Kinley  recognized  my  hidden  merit  by  a  commission  as  Major 
and  Brigadier-Surgeon.  My  merit  had  a  narrow  escape, 
however,  for  the  commission  was  one  of  the  three  last  issued. 
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I  was  assigned  to  duty  with  the  7th  Army  Corps  commanded 
by  Major-General  Fitzhugh  Lee  in  camp  at  Jacksonville, 
Florida,  and  attached  to  the  staff  of  General  Wm.  A.  Bancroft. 
I  continued  with  the  7th  Army  Corps  and  went  with  them  to 
Havana.  During  my  military  service  I  filled  various  med- 
ical positions,  Brigadier-Surgeon  of  many  brigades,  Com- 
mandant of  Division  Hospital,  and  Chief  Surgeon  of  Division 
and  United  States  forces  at  Savannah  until  I  was  discharged 
from  the  service  after  my  Massachusetts  commission.  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  serving  on  the  staffs  of  many  distinguished 
general  officers,  among  whom  was  General  Wheaton.  This 
year  spent  in  the  service  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  delight- 
ful years  of  my  life.  To  me  the  fascination  of  a  military  camp 
surpasses  everything.  By  January,  1903,  I  had  succeeded  in 
separating  myself  from  my  portion  of  the  estate  of  my  grand- 
father, John  Bryant.  His  considerable  estate  had  been  accu- 
mulated by  a  penniless  boy  who  became  an  East  Indian  mer- 
chant and  founder  of  the  firm  of  Bryant  &  Sturges.  My 
friends  advised  me  to  take  up  the  practice  of  medicine  for  a 
livelihood.  Encouraged  by  our  classmate,  John  B.  Walker, 
New  York  was  selected  for  the  field  of  work.  Further  encour- 
aged by  all  our  classmates  in  the  city  of  New  York,  my  shingle 
was  hung  out  in  the  autumn  of  1903,  and  the  practice  of  the 
specialty  otology,  rhinology,  and  laryngology  was  begun. 
The  venture  bids  fair  to  be  as  successful  as  my  well-wishers 
predicted,  but  as  yet  has  not  provided  sufficient  room  in  New 
York  for  my  family,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  my  health  re- 
mains excellent  and  capacity  for  work  constantly  increases. 
The  family,  now  nearly  all  grown  up,  continue  to  reside  in 
the  old  homestead  at  Cohasset,  Massachusetts.  The  only  re- 
laxation I  have  had  since  coming  to  New  York,  other  than  the 
practice  of  my  profession,  has  been  genealogical  research,  of 
which  I  am  very  fond,  along  the  line  of  my  paternal  ancestry. 
Since  coming  to  New  York  I  have  joined  the  Harvard  Club 
and  the  Masonic  Order.  I  am  chairman  of  the  Section  on 
Laryngology  and  Otology  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion and  president  of  the  Harvard  Medical  Society  of  New 
York.

Prepared  for  college  at  Friend's  Academy,  New  Bedford, 
Massachusetts. 

He  graduated  from  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1887,  spent 
one  year  in  Europe  and  one  year  in  New  York,  and  then  be- 
gan the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  in  New  Bedford, 
where  he  has  since  continued  in  active  practice.  In  1890  he 
was  appointed  on  the  surgical  staff  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and 
is  still  one  of  the  visiting  surgeons,  being  on  duty  four  months 
out  of  every  ten.  In  1891  and  1892  he  was  physician  to  the 
Poor  Department.  In  1896  he  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Health  of  New  Bedford  and  continued  to  hold 
that  office  for  eight  years,  acting  for  the  greater  part  of  that 
time  as  quarantine  physician.  In  1895  he  was  appointed  As- 
sociate Medical  Examiner  for  Bristol  County  and  is  still 
serving  in  that  capacity.  He  was  a  director  of  the  Rotch 
Spinning  Company  before  its  absorption  into  the  New  Eng- 
land Cotton  Yarn  Company  and  for  some  years  has  been  a 
director  in  the  Potomska  Mills,  the  Pierce  Manufacturing 
Company,  and  the  Pairpoint  Corporation ;  he  is  also  a  trustee 
of  Friend's  Academy,  New  Bedford.  He  was  much  inter- 
ested in  helping  to  form  the  Country  Club  of  New  Bedford, 
which  is  having  a  successful  career,  and  was  its  president  for 
the  first  five  years  of  its  existence.

Son  of  James  Cox  and  Thirza  Lincoln  (Hooper)  Bunker. 
Born  in  Cambridge,  Maine,  September  20,  18 j/.  Self-prepared 
for  college  with  the  assistance  in  Latin  and  Greek  of  the  local 
physician  in  Cambridge,  Maine.  Died  in  Lowell,  Massachusetts, 
January  jo,  igoo. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

Our  classmate's  boyhood  and  youth  were  spent  on  a  farm 
in  Cambridge,  Maine,  and  circumstances  did  not  permit 
him  to  begin  his  college  preparatory  course  until  he  reached 
the  age  of  twenty.  He  began  the  study  of  Latin  and  Greek 
under  the  local  physician  at  Cambridge,  Maine,  and  after 
three  years  of  hard  work  entered  Harvard  with  the  Class 
of  '84.  He  was  a  very  faithful  and  assiduous  student,  and 
took  high  rank  from  the  beginning  of  the  course.  In  his 
freshman  year  he  was  the  recipient  of  a  detur,  and  he  grad- 
uated the  fifth  man  in  rank  for  the  course,  being  entitled  to 
deliver  an  oration  at  Commencement.  He  received  his  degree 
summa  cum  laude,  and  was  awarded  honorable  mention  in 
natural  history.  He  belonged  to  no  college  societies  at  any 
time  during  the  course.  A  hard  worker  and  faithful  student, 
interested  in  Harvard  and  all  that  affected  its  welfare  at 
heart,  he  yet,  at  times,  professed  indifference  to  much  that 
interested  his  classmates.  He  entered  the  Harvard  Medical 
School  in  the  fall  of  1884,  and  completed  a  four  years'  course 
there  in  three  years.  He  received  an  appointment  to  the 
Boston  City  Hospital,  remaining  there  for  some  eighteen 
months.  Upon  the  completion  of  his  term  of  service  there, 
being  very  much  broken  down  by  hard  work,  he  went  to  his 
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old  home  at  Cambridge  for  a  much  needed  rest,  with  the  in- 
tention of  locating  in  the  West  in  a  few  months,  but  he  acci- 
dentally drifted  into  practice  and  continued  his  profession 
there  until  February,  1893,  when  a  favorable  opportunity  for 
entering  practice  at  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  presented 
itself,  and  he  removed  to  that  city;  but  in  the  autumn  of 
the  same  year  it  soon  became  evident  to  him  that  his  old 
pulmonary  trouble  was  coming  back  upon  him,  and  in  No- 
vember he  returned  to  his  home  at  Cambridge,  the  only 
place  where  he  felt  perfectly  well,  with  the  intention  of  re- 
maining there  indefinitely.  He  later  practised  medicine  for 
a  time  at  East  Eddington,  Maine,  and  subsequently  re- 
moved to  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  where,  about  a  year  later, 
he  died  of  cancer  of  the  stomach  after  an  illness  of  some 
time.  He  had  been  married,  on  November  15,  1894,  to 
Miss  Efifie  Albert  Brown,  who  survives  him.  Bunker  was 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  members  of  the  Class.  A  hard 
worker,  gifted  by  nature  with  a  capacity  for  application  and 
assimilation  of  knowledge  such  as  is  the  endowment  of  very 
few,  he  was  thoroughly  equipped  intellectually  to  take  a  fore- 
most rank  in  his  profession.  He  was  frequently  in  the  habit 
of  inquiring  about  various  members  of  the  Class,  what  they 
were  doing,  where  they  were  living,  and  just  how  they  were 
succeeding,  and  often  expressed  his  wish  that  they  might 
prosper.  Of  class  feeling,  as  the  term  is  commonly  used,  he 
had  very  little.  He  could  never  understand  why  his  class- 
mates desired  to  know  what  he  was  doing.  In  a  letter  written 
over  six  years  before  his  death,  supplying  some  of  the  in- 
formation that  is  contained  in  this  account  of  his  life,  and 
telling  much  more  about  himself  that  should  not  be  published 
now,  he  uses  the  following  language :  "  These  things  I  write 
you  because  you  have  often  requested  me  to  do  so,  but  I  do 
not  see  how  they  can  favorably  interest  any  one  except 
myself."  And  that  expresses  exactly  how  he  felt  about  his 
own  life.  Reticent,  extremely  modest,  he  never  cared  to 
obtrude  his  own  personality  in  the  foreground.  He  was 
ambitious  to  acquire  knowledge,  not  for  the  reputation  or 
prominence  it  would  give  to  him,   but   for  the  service  to 
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humanity  he  could  render  by  means  of  it.  His  death  is 
another  sad  reminder  to  the  Class  of  the  losses  it  has  suffered 
from  among  its  leading  students. 

WINTHROP    BURR 

Son  of  Isaac  Tucker  and  Anne  Frances  (Hardon)  Burr. 
Born  in  Newton,  Massachusetts,  July  2^,  1861.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Newton  High  School. 

After  graduation  he  became  engaged  in  banking,  and  from 
1889  to  March,  1892,  he  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Put- 
nam, Messervy  &  Company  in  Boston,  He  retired  from  that 
firm  to  become  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Parkinson  &  Burr 
of  Boston  and  New  York,  making  his  headquarters  in  New 
York,  where  he  has  remained  ever  since  that  time.  He  writes : 
"  Before  I  left  Boston  I  was  a  member  of  the  Somerset  Club, 
the  Puritan  Club,  the  Boston  Athletic  Club,  the  Eastern 
Yacht  Club,  the  Nahant  Club,  and  the  Brookline  Country 
Club.  Since  moving  to  New  York  I  have  joined  and  am 
still  a  member  of  the  following  clubs  and  associations: 
the  Harvard  Club,  the  University  Club,  the  Union  Club,  the 
Brook,  the  Racquet  and  Tennis  Club,  the  Riding  Club,  the 
Rockaway  Hunting  Club,  the  Turf  and  Field  Club,  the  New 
England  Society,  and  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
I  have  held  no  public  office.  I  have  been  a  governor  of  the 
New  York  Stock  Exchange  since  1901,  and  I  am  one  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Society  for  the  Reformation  of 
Juvenile  Delinquents  in  the  city  of  New  York  at  Randall's 
Island.  As  I  hold  a  club  office  in  addition  to  these,  beside 
being  an  officer  in  several  local  organizations  on  Long  Island, 
I  am  as  busy  as  I  care  to  be  most  of  the  time.  My  house  is 
at  Lawrence,  Long  Island,  but  I  live  in  New  York  for  about 
five  months  of  the  year."

Son  of  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Ellen  Granville  (Parker) 
Butler.  Born  in  Morristozvn,  New  Jersey,  June  /j,  1862.  Pre^ 
pared  for  college  at  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire. 
Died  in  New  York  City,  May  21,  1888. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  Ill :  — 

He  was  the  grandson,  on  his  father's  side,  of  Benjamin 
Franklin  Butler,  once  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States, 
and  on  his  mother's  side,  of  Willard  Parker,  a  gradu- 
ate of  Harvard  in  the  Class  of  '26.  He  was  the  fourth 
child  of  a  family  of  eight  children.  After  spending  four 
years  at  a  private  school  in  New  York  City,  and  one  year 
with  a  private  tutor,  he  entered  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord, 
New  Hampshire,  and  remained  there  two  years.  He  became 
connected  with  our  Class  in  the  sophomore  year.  While  in 
college  he  was  a  member  of  the  Institute  of  1770,  of  the 
A  A  O,  and  also  of  the  Hasty  Pudding  Club  and  the  O.  K. 
He  was  connected  with  the  college  press  almost  all  the  course ; 
was  chosen  an  editor  of  the  Crimson  in  February,  1882,  and 
in  the  succeeding  year  became  President  of  the  Crimson 
board  of  editors ;  and  on  the  consolidation  of  the  Herald  and 
Crimson  became  President  of  the  Herald-Crimson.  In  the 
fall  of  1884  he  entered  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons in  New  York  City,  and  graduated  with  honor  in  1887, 
securing  an  appointment  at  Roosevelt  Hospital.  He  had 
finished  two  of  the  three  courses  there  and  was  just  about 
to  enter  on  the  third  as  House  Physician  when  he  was  sud- 
denly smitten  with  peritonitis,  and  died  on  May  21,  1888. 
The  same  bright  and  genial  qualities  which  endeared  him  to 
so  many  of  his  classmates  had  won  for  him  in  his  professional 
career  the  esteem  and  affection  of  all  who  came  in  contact 
with  him.  We  who  knew  him  so  well  could  only  forget  our 
loss  in  sympathy  for  those  still  nearer  and  dearer  to  him.

Son  of  Henry  Grafton  and  Eleanor  (Jay)  Chapman. 
Born  in  New  York  City  on  March  2,  1862.  He  attended 
for  a  year  and  a  half  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  thereafter  prepared  for  college  at  home  in  New  York. 

After  graduation  he  travelled  abroad  for  fifteen  months 
and  in  the  autumn  of  1885  entered  the  Harvard  Law  School, 
where  he  remained  until  March,  1887,  when  he  went  to 
New  York  City.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  of  the  State 
of  New  York  in  December,  1888,  and  has  been  practising 
law  in  New  York  City  since  that  time.

He  writes :  "  Graduated  from  Harvard  Medical  School, 
June,  1887;  practised  medicine  in  Brighton  from  August, 
1887,  to  April,  1888;  from  then  till  June,  1900,  had  an  office 
on  Chambers  Street,  Boston,  practising  general  medicine,  see- 
ing a  great  variety  of  diseases  and  conditions  among  people 
of  many  different  races,  nationalities,  and  religions  —  a  broad- 
ening experience.

Son  of  Charles  Rufus  and  Ann  Frances  (Ross)  Conant. 
Born  in  Dudley,  Massachusetts,  September  ii,  iS^y.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Nichols  Academy,  Dudley,  Massachusetts,  and 
with  private  tutors. 

He  writes:  "After  graduating  from  college  in  1884,  I  at- 
tended Johns  Hopkins  University  and  the  Maryland  Law 
School  in  Baltimore  for  two  years  and  then  returned  to  Cam- 
bridge, where  I  attended  the  Law  School  and  received  the 
degrees  of  A.M.  and  LL.B.  in  1889.  During  my  term  at  the 
Law  School  I  was  instructor  in  English  in  college  and,  later, 
after  being  in  New  York  for  some  years,  I  was  instructor  in 
Law  and  lecturer  on  International  Law  for  two  years.  At 
the  same  time,  I  lectured  in  the  Harvard  Law  School  on  New 
York  practice.  I  came  to  New  York  in  1889  and  since  that 
time  have  constantly  had  an  office  in  New  York  for  the  prac- 
tice of  law.  During  a  portion  of  that  time  I  have  had  part- 
ners, but  for  the  greater  part  of  the  time  have  practised  alone. 
In  the  autumn  of  1898,  immediately  after  the  cessation  of 
hostilities  in  the  Spanish  War,  I  went  to  Havana  on  a  quasi- 
public  duty,  expecting  to  remain  in  Havana  about  three 
months.  Circumstances,  which  I  did  not  seek  to  control,  kept 
me  a  resident  of  Havana  for  some  seven  years,  during  all  of 
which  time  I  was  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law.  I  was  not,

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on  the  financial  condition  of  the  city  of  Havana.  I  was  also 
a  member  of  the  Havana  Charter  Commission  which  pre- 
pared a  new  charter  for  that  city.  I  was  special  fiscal  or 
prosecuting  attorney  in  the  Cuban  postoffice  fraud  case  in  the 
year  1901.  During  my  residence  in  Havana,  I  was  much  in 
the  North,  never  remaining  the  entire  year  in  Cuba.  In 
1899,  the  American  military  authorities  offered  me  the  gov- 
ernorship of  the  Province  of  Havana  and  other  appointments 
which,  on  account  of  my  personal  business,  I  felt  obliged  to 
decline.  In  1899  also  I  was  offered  by  Attorney-General 
Griggs  an  appointment  as  Assistant  Attorney-General  of  the 
United  States.  This  also  I  felt  obliged  to  decline,  so  that  I 
have  never  held  any  public  office.  Since  I  resumed  my  resi- 
dence in  New  York,  I  have  continued  the  practice  of  law,  in 
which  I  have  specialized  in  Mexican,  Cuban,  and  other  Span- 
ish-American matters.  I  am  a  member  of  the  University  Club 
and  various  smaller  clubs.  I  am  married  and  have  no  children. 
I  lead  a  quiet  life  and  try  to  cultivate  a  cheerful  external 
demeanor  and  a  philosophical  internal  habit  of  mind,  and  so 
ends  my  brief  autobiography.  I  have  a  country  home  at  New 
Canaan,  Connecticut,  and  my  business  address  is  32  Nassau 
Street,  New  York."

*CHARLES    HENRY    CONVERSE 

Son  of  Edmund  Winchester  and  Charlotte  (Shepard) 
Converse.  Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  May  /j,  1862.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  Newton  High  School,  Newton,  Massachu- 
setts.   Died  in  New  York  City,  June  ip,  i8pp. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI:  — 

There  were  few  men  in  the  Class  more  generally  liked 
than  Converse.  A  quiet  and  attractive  presence,  a  frank 
but  modest  address,  and  a  kindly  and  sympathetic  man- 
ner won  him  a  host  of  acquaintances  in  college,  among 
whom  he  found  a  few  warm  friends  and  never  an  enemy. 
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He  received  his  school  training  in  the  pubhc  schools  of  New- 
ton, to  which  place  his  family  removed  during  his  early- 
boyhood,  and  he  grew  up  with  a  group  of  about  a  dozen 
classmates  with  whom  he  was  thrown  into  the  peculiar  inti- 
macy of  school  life  in  a  typical  New  England  town.  He  had 
the  same  characteristics  as  a  school  boy  that  he  showed  in 
college  and  in  later  life,  —  an  even  temper,  a  kind  heart,  and  a 
courteous  manner.  He  was  liked  by  all  who  knew  him,  and 
in  the  high  school  was  the  president  of  his  class.  By  reason 
of  family  tradition  he  was  sent  to  Amherst  College,  where 
he  entered  with  the  Class  of  '84,  but  he  himself  always  wanted 
to  go  to  Harvard  and  to  graduate  with  his  classmates  there, 
and  at  the  end  of  his  freshman  year  he  left  Amherst  for 
Cambridge.  He  necessarily  entered  with  the  Class  of  '85, 
but  socially  was  always  an  '84  man,  entering  our  sophomore 
societies  and  becoming  a  regular  member  of  the  Class  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Although  a  sociable  man  and  an  agreeable 
companion,  —  a  member  of  the  Institute,  the  A  K  E,  and  the 
Hasty  Pudding  Club,  and  of  some  smaller  informal  organi- 
zations, —  he  had  singularly  few  intimate  friends,  and  led  a 
very  quiet  and  retiring  college  life,  easy-going,  fairly  studious, 
and  particularly  happy.  Without  aggressive  ambition,  with 
delicate  health,  and  with  a  comfortable  competence,  he  de- 
voted his  life  after  leaving  college  to  travel  and  to  study. 
He  studied  architecture  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology,  in  Paris,  and  with  Hartwell  &  Richardson  in 
Boston,  and  made  a  fair  attempt  to  take  an  active  part  in 
life,  but  his  health  broke  down  and  he  had  to  give  it  up,  and 
thereafter  lived,  partly  in  England  and  partly  at  home,  very 
much  the  same  sort  of  life  as  in  college.  He  was  married  in 
1893  to  Mary  Hannington,  of  London,  England,  and  his 
widow  and  one  child,  Mary  Christine,  survive  him.  After 
graduation  his  college  friends  rarely,  if  ever,  saw  him;  but 
he  bore  his  ill-health  and  a  long  illness  bravely  and  patiently, 
and  remained  to  the  end  a  thoroughly  honest,  simple,  kind- 
hearted,  and  kindly  mannered  gentleman.  His  memory  is  a 
pleasant  one. 
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JOHN    GARDNER    COOLIDGE 

Son  of  Joseph  Randolph  and  Julia  (Gardner)  Coolidge. 
Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  July  4,  1863.  Prepared  for  col- 
lege in  Geneva,  Switzerland,  and  at  G.  W.  C.  Noble's  School, 
Boston. 

After  graduation  and  further  study  he  left  the  United 
States  in  1887  and  spent  three  years  travelHng  extensively 
in  the  far  East;  then  four  years  in  residence  and  travel  in 
Brazil  and  the  next  four  years  mainly  in  Europe.  Was  in 
Cuba  in  July,  1898,  and  in  the  Philippines  in  the  earlier  part 
of  1899;  then  travelled  in  the  South  Sea  Islands  and  via 
Australia  to  South  Africa,  where  he  spent  the  first  year  of 
the  Boer  war  (1900)  in  the  American  Consulate  at  Pretoria, 
acting  as  Vice-consul.  Returned  to  the  United  States  in 
1901  and  since  then  has  been  Secretary  of  Legation  and 
Charge  d'Affaires  in  Peking  (1902-6),  and  Secretary  of 
Embassy  and  Charge  d'Affaires  in  Mexico  (1907-8).  He 
was  appointed  by  President  Roosevelt  Minister  of  the  United 
States  to  Nicaragua  July  i,  1908,  which  position  he  resigned 
November  26,  1908.  He  is  a  fellow  of  the  Royal  Geo- 
graphical Society  of  London  and  a  member  of  the  Ameri- 
can Society  of  International  Law.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Somerset  Club  of  Boston  and  the  Metropolitan  Club  of 
Washington,  D.  C.

Son  of  Thomas  Jefferson  and  Hetty  Sullivan  (Apple- 
ton)  CooLiDGE.  Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  March  16, 
i86j.    Prepared  for  college  at  G.  W.  C.  Noble's  School,  Boston. 

From  1887  to  1890  was  engaged  in  the  banking  business, 
and  in  the  latter  year  organized  and  became  first  president 
of  the  Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston.  After  re- 
taining that  position  for  several  years  he  retired  to  take  the 
position  of  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors.     Since  that 
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time  he  has  been  actively  interested  in  the  affairs  of  that 
institution  and  in  many  other  enterprises.  He  is  a  director 
in  the  following  corporations:  American  Bell  Telephone 
Company,  American  Trust  Company,  American  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company,  Amoskeag  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, Bay  State  Trust  Company,  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company,  The  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company  of

HENRY    JOSEPH    COX 

Son  of  Thomas  and  Hannah  (Perkins)  Cox.  Born  in 
West  Newton,  Massachusetts,  April  5,  186^.  Prepared  for  col- 
lege at  Pierce  Grammar  School  and  Newton  High  School, 
Newton,  Massachusetts. 

He  has  continued  his  connection  with  the  United  States 
Weather  Bureau  (formerly  Signal  Service)  since  graduation. 
After  completing  the  course  for  observers  at  the  training 
school  at  Fort  Myer,  Virginia,  he  was  assigned  as  assistant 
observer  at  the  Chicago  Station  in  February,  1885.  He  was 
later  transferred  to  Boston  as  assistant,  and  in  December, 
1886,  he  established  a  station  at  Norwich  University,  North- 
field,  Vermont,  where  he  remained  until  May,  1888,  serving 
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as  observer  in  charge  of  the  station  and  at  the  same  time  as 
instructor  in  the  University  in  meteorology  and  miscellaneous 
studies.  Norwich  University  conferred  the  degree  A.M.  upon 
him  in  1887.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  New  Haven,  Connecti- 
cut, station  from  1888  to  1894,  afterwards  being  transferred 
to  Chicago;  first  serving  as  Local  Forecaster  and  later  as 
Professor  of  Meteorology  and  District  Forecaster.  In  his 
present  position,  with  headquarters  at  Chicago,  he  has  charge 
of  the  North-Central  Forecast  District,  which  comprises 
twelve  states,  reaching  from  Michigan  and  Indiana  on  the 
east  to  the  Rocky  Mountain  region  on  the  west.  In  1904  he 
served  as  chairman  of  board  on  revision  of  meteorological 
forms,  which  made  radical  changes  in  practically  all  forms 
used  by  the  Weather  Bureau  for  the  compilation  and  filing  of 
meteorological  data.  He  has  charge  of  a  special  investiga- 
tion of  the  frost  and  temperature  conditions  in  the  cranberry 
marshes  of  Wisconsin,  Cape  Cod,  and  New  Jersey,  and  dur- 
ing the  entire  season  of  1906  and  a  portion  of  1907  he  lived 
in  the  bogs  of  Wisconsin,  giving  personal  attention  to  the 
work.  The  field  station  maintained  at  Mather,  Wisconsin, 
during  1907  had  an  equipment  of  about  125  instruments, 
and  during  its  operation  it  was  easily  the  most  extensive 
field  meteorological  station  in  the  world.  He  is  now  at 
work  upon  a  bulletin  covering  the  results  of  this  investiga- 
tion, which  is  to  be  published  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. During  the  winter  of  1906-7  he  inspected  the  meteoro- 
logical services  in  England,  France,  Germany,  Austria,  and 
Italy,  and  his  official  report  was  published  in  the  Monthly 
Weather  Review  and  also  in  a  monograph  entitled  "  Notes 
of  a  Meteorologist  in  Europe."  He  was  called  to  Washing- 
ton, District  of  Columbia,  to  serve  as  chief  forecaster  dur- 
ing the  winter  of  1908-9.  He  was  unwilling,  however, 
for  personal  reasons,  to  remain  permanently  at  the  Capital, 
and  expected  eventually  to  return  to  his  station  in  Chicago. 
He  has  occasionally  contributed  articles  upon  meteorological 
subjects  to  scientific  journals  and  especially  to  the  Monthly 
Weather  Review  and  the  publications  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.    Perhaps  the  most  important  are  "  Recent 
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Advances  in  Meteorology  "  and  "  Use  of  Weather  Bureau 
Records  in  Court,"  published  by  the  Government.  In  1906 
he  served  as  chairman  of  a  committee  of  the  Geographic 
Society  of  Chicago,  which  prepared  270  lantern  slide  illus- 
trations for  the  teaching  of  meteorology,  and  he  edited  a 
publication  descriptive  of  the  same  (Bulletin  No.  3  of  the 
Geographic  Society  of  Chicago).  For  several  years  he  has 
given  occasional  lectures,  mostly  with  lantern  slides,  upon 
weather  and  meteorology,  before  educational  and  scientific 
institutions  in  the  Middle  West.  He  has  retained  his  in- 
terest in  athletics  and  usually  each  year  serves  as  one  of 
the  judges  of  the  Chicago-Mackinac  cruising  yacht  race, 
which  ends  at  Mackinac  Island.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Chicago  Academy  of  Science,  National  Geographic  Society, 
and  the  Geographic  Society  of  Chicago,  having  served  as 
president  of  the  latter  society  from  1906  to  1908.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  following  clubs  in  Chicago:  University, 
Union  League,  Chicago  Athletic,  Chicago  Yacht,  and  Har- 
vard Club.  He  is  now  serving  as  first  vice-president  of 
the  Harvard  Club.

He  writes :  "  After  two  years  spent  at  Harvard  Law  School, 
admitted  to  Suffolk  County  (Massachusetts)  Bar  in  1886. 
Began  practice  of  law  with  my  father  the  same  year.  Busi- 
ness has  been  principally  the  care  and  management  of  trust 
property.  Have  also  served  as  treasurer  and  director  of  a 
number  of  corporations.  Have  produced  no  literary  work 
other  than  newspaper  articles  and  one  article  in  the  North 
American  Review.     Have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  to  mu-

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He  writes :  "  Shortly  after  graduation  I  became  an  office 
boy  in  the  stock  brokerage  firm  of  E.  Rolhns  Morse  & 
Brother  in  Boston,  where  I  was  given,  during  1885,  unusual 
opportunities  for  extensive  travel  in  the  West  for  the  study 
of  railroads.  The  months  that  I  spent  in  close  contact  with 
the  railroads  and  their  officers  were  of  very  great  advantage 
to  me  in  every  way.

The  following  year 
he  passed  in  Seattle  and  then  entered  the  office  of  Messrs. 
Strong  &  Cadwalader,  attorneys,  in  New  York,  where  he 
remained  until  1893.  Since  that  time  he  has  practised  in 
Boston,  with  offices  in  the  Exchange  Building.

He  writes :  "  My  general  occupation  has  been  law.  I 
studied  at  the  Harvard  Law  School  and  in  the  office  of  Colo- 
nel W.  S.  B.  Hopkins  of  Worcester,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
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Bar  in  Worcester  in  December,  1886,  From  1888  to  1891 
I  was  associated  with  Mr.  James  D.  Colt  in  general  practice 
in  Boston,  under  the  firm  name  of  Davis  &  Colt.  I  then 
spent  three  years  partly  in  general  junior  work  for  Mr.  John 
C.  Coombs  and  partly  in  independent  practice  as  a  convey- 
ancer, in  the  course  of  which  I  became  an  examining  counsel 
of  the  Conveyancers  Title  Insurance  Company.  In  1894  I 
moved  back  to  Worcester  and  opened  an  office  for  practice 
in  real  estate  law  exclusively.  I  had  charge  of  the  examina- 
tion of  titles  for  the  takings  made  in  Worcester  County  by 
the  cities  of  Boston  and  Worcester  and  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board.  When  the  Land  Registration  Act  was  adopted 
in  Massachusetts  in  1908  there  was  established  with  it  a 
court,  the  work  of  whose  judges  was  somewhat  of  the  same 
kind  as  that  which  I  was  then  doing  for  the  State  and  I  was 
appointed  to  it.

Dr.  Crocker's  School,  Greenfield,  Saratoga  High  School,  and 
Herr  Otto  von  Below's  School. 

After  graduation  he  entered  the  Harvard  Medical  School, 
from  which  he  graduated  in  1887.  During  1887-88  he  con- 
tinued the  study  of  medicine  in  New  York.  The  following 
winter  he  passed  in  hunting  among  the  Choctaw  and  Chick- 
asaw Nations  of  the  Indian  Territory.

Son  of  John  Woodbridge  and  Arexine  Grenville  (Par- 
sons) Dickinson.  Born  in  Westfield,  Massachusetts,  March 
24,  1861.  Prepared  for  college  at  Nezvton  High  School,  Nezu- 
ton,  Massachusetts.  Died  in  Holyoke,  Massachusetts,  June  6, 
ipoo. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

At  the  time  of  Dickinson's  birth  his  father  was  the 
principal  of  the  State  Normal  School  at  Westfield,  but  was 
afterwards  elected  Secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  Board 
of  Education,  a  position  he  held  for  seventeen  years.  The 
family  moved  to  Newton  and  John  entered  college  with 
high  credit  from  the  Newton  High  School.  In  his  freshman 
year  he  lived  in  Felton  Hall  and  had  but  little  contact  with 
his  classmates ;  but  the  next  year  he  moved  into  a  ground 
floor  room  in  Grays  which  he  occupied  until  graduation. 
This  room  soon  became  a  rendezvous  for  a  number  of  class- 
mates who  needed  a  convenient  centre  in  the  yard,  and  who 
found  the  merry,  good-natured  occupant  of  Grays  37  a 
host  very  much  to  their  minds  and  hearts.  A  string  was 
attached  to  the  latch  so  that  all  the  knowing  ones  could  enter 
when  they  pleased,  and  one  was  sure  to  find  company  at  almost 
any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.     When  Dickinson  found  time

to  study  it  was  hard  to  tell.  He  was  always  ready  for  what- 
ever fun  there  was  going,  but  at  the  same  time  he  was  a  hard 
student,  taking  good  rank  in  all  his  courses  and  applying 
himself  diligently  to  the  real  business  of  the  college  life. 
His  well-kept  note  books  were  always  at  the  disposal  of  his 
friends  and  helped  many  a  lazy  classmate  over  hard  places. 
So  affectionately  intimate  became  the  group  that  met  in 
Dickinson's  room  that  it  resulted  at  graduation  in  the  forma- 
tion of  a  club  of  a  dozen  or  fifteen  men  which  has  been 
maintained  ever  since.  Dickinson's  nature  was  cheerful, 
sunshiny,  frankly  boyish,  and  at  the  same  time  all  recognized 
in  his  character  a  certain  reserve  which  commanded  respect. 
He  was  good  at  all  out-door  games  and  was  a  favorite  in 
societies  like  the  Institute  and  Pudding.  Never  was  there 
a  more  complete  refutation  of  the  prevalent  delusion  that 
only  rich  men's  sons  can  enjoy  social  popularity  at  Harvard. 
He  was  skilful  with  pencil  and  paint-brush,  and  records  of 
his  work  as  artist  of  the  Hasty  Pudding  Club  hang  now  on 
the  walls  of  the  club  house.  He  was  a  favorite,  not  only  on 
account  of  his  winsome  nature,  his  lively  spirits,  and  his 
cordial  good-fellowship,  but  also  because  of  the  deeper  quality 
of  his  sympathies  and  his  friendships.  When  one  of  our 
classmates  fell  off  his  bicycle  and  broke  his  arm  it  was  "  Dick  " 
who  nursed  him  and  dressed  him  every  morning  and  put  him 
to  bed  at  night.  If  a  man  had  been  cutting  recitations  and 
was  not  prepared  for  examination  it  was  "  Dick  "  who  took 
him  in  hand  and  tutored  him  for  love.  If  a  fellow  had  got 
into  worse  scrapes  it  was  "  Dick  "  who  went  after  him  and 
pulled  him  through.  Immediately  after  graduating,  Dickin- 
son went  into  the  employ  of  the  Lyman  Mills  in  Holyoke, 
Massachusetts.  He  started  at  the  very  bottom,  picking  cot- 
ton, and  he  worked  up  through  every  grade  in  the  mills  as 
a  day  laborer  in  the  different  rooms  and  departments  until 
he  had  learned  the  business  with  great  thoroughness.  Steadily 
he  earned  promotion,  declining  attractive  offers  from  other 
corporations,  and  finally  became  superintendent.  Then,  on 
October  6,  1897,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Ann  Potter  of 
Greenfield,  and  settled  down  to  a  happy  and  prosperous  life, 
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which  was  sadly  cut  short  by  his  death  from  pneumonia  at 
Holyoke  on  June  6,  1900.  No  man  of  our  Class  has  left  a 
sweeter  memory.  The  winsome  boy  matured  rapidly  in  con- 
tact with  the  mill  work  and  the  conduct  of  business  affairs. 
His  muscles  hardened  and  his  whole  frame  grew  under  the 
strain  of  manual  labor.  His  well  trained  mind  grasped  new 
problems  and  situations  promptly  and  effectively.  In  two 
years  he  knew  more  about  cotton  manufacturing  than  men 
who  had  spent  a  lifetime  at  the  business.  For  a  while  his 
blithe  and  buoyant  temperament  suff'ered  some  eclipse  as  he 
saw  more  of  the  hardships  of  life  and  the  sordid  conditions 
in  which  too  many  of  his  workmen  lived,  but  soon  he  was 
eager  in  devising  plans  for  social  betterment  and  for  the  im- 
provement of  conditions  in  a  factory  city.  If  he  had  lived 
longer  he  would  have  proved  himself  one  of  the  efficient  cap- 
tains of  industry.  A  very  happy,  honorable,  and  useful  career 
had  opened  before  him  when  the  sudden  end  came.

Prepared  for  college 
at  the  Lawrence  public  schools  and  the  Lazvrence  High  School. 

He  writes  :  "  After  graduation  I  attended  the  Harvard  Law 
School  one  year  and  then  entered  the  law  ofhce  of  John  P. 
Sweeney  in  Lawrence.  I  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1887,  in  Salem,  Massachusetts,  and  have  continued 
practice  of  law  in  Lawrence  from  that  date  to  the  present 
time.  Have  had  no  special  occupation  and  have  done  no  lit- 
erary, scientific,  or  political  work  except  that  for  several  years 
I  acted  as  chairman  of  the  Republican  City  Committee  of 
Lawrence.  In  1891,  1892,  and  1893  I  served  as  a  member 
of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Lawrence,  being  presi- 
dent of  that  body  in  1893.

Prepared 
for  college  by  private  tutors  and  at  Brown  High  School,  New- 
buryport,  Massachusetts. 

After  graduating  he  taught  school  for  three  years  in 
Plymouth,  New  Hampshire,  and  in  St.  Augustine,  Florida. 
In  1887  he  entered  the  Episcopal  Theological  School  in  Cam- 
bridge, graduating  in  1889.  He  was  instructor  in  Systematic 
Divinity  in  that  school  for  three  years.  In  1892  he  was 
appointed  assistant  professor  and  in  1900  was  appointed  pro- 
fessor of  Systematic  Divinity.

He  was  ordained 
minister  of  the  Unitarian  Church  in  Denver,  Colorado,  on  No- 
vember 10,  1889,  and  had  there  a  prosperous  ministry  for  four 
years.  He  was  quickly  drafted  into  public  service  and  was 
associated  with  many  of  the  benevolent  and  educational  enter- 
prises of  Denver,  holding,  among  other  offices,  that  of  the 
president  of  the  Associated  Charities.  The  National  Con- 
ference of  Charities  met  in  his  church  in  1892.  In  1893  he 
was  called  to  the  First  Unitarian  Church  of  Brooklyn,  New 
York,  and  served  there  five  years.  There  also  he  took  an 
active  part  in  public  affairs  and  was  in  demand  as  a  public 
speaker  on  civic  occasions.  He  was  president  of  the  Free 
Kindergarten  Association,  vice-president  of  the  Bureau  of 
Charities,  secretary  of  the  New  England  Society,  and  a  di- 
rector in  the  Long  Island  Historical  Society.  In  1898  he 
was  elected  secretary  of  the  American  Unitarian  Associa- 
tion, of  which  he  had  been  a  director  for  four  years,  and  re- 
moved to  Boston.  Two  years  later  he  was  elected  president 
of  the  Association  and  has  since  held  that  office.  In  1900 
he  took  the  lead  in  organizing  the  International  Council  of 
Unitarian  and  other  Religious  Thinkers  and  Workers  and 
is  now  president  of  that  body,  which  has  a  membership  all 
over  the  world  and  which  has  held  great  meetings  in  Lon- 
don (1901),  Amsterdam  (1903),  Geneva  (1905),  Boston 
(1907),  and  will  meet  in  Berlin  in  19 10.  He  has  been  for 
three  years,  1906-9,  one  of  the  Board  of  Preachers  at  Har- 
vard and  has  served  in  a  similar  capacity  at  several  other 
colleges.  He  has  been  Baccalaureate  Preacher  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Kansas;  Commencement  Orator  at  the  University  of 
Colorado ;  Phi  Beta  Kappa  Orator  at  the  University  of  Iowa ; 
and  he  was  one  of  the  American  speakers  at  the  Congress 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition.  He  is  a 
member  of  a  number  of  the  national  and  local  societies  en- 
gaged in  philanthropic  and  reform  work  and  serves  on  the 
administrative  boards  of  several  of  these  organizations.  His 
public  addresses  and  sermons  have  been  printed   in  many 
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periodicals  and  in  the  proceedings  of  various  societies.  He 
edited  and  largely  wrote  the  history  of  "Mt.  Desert"  (1905), 
and  he  has  edited  several  books,  mostly  in  the  field  of  history 
and  biography,  such  as  "  Pioneers  of  Religious  Liberty  in 
America  "  (1903)  and  "  Sons  of  the  Puritans  "  (1908)  ;  he 
has  now  in  press  a  compilation  in  three  volumes  containing 
biographical  sketches  of  "  The  Heralds  of  the  Liberal  Faith." 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Editorial  Board  of  the  Hibbert  Jour- 
nal and  chairman  of  the  Editorial  Board  that  is  bringing  out 
the  Centenary  Edition  of  Theodore  Parker's  works. 

He  was  married  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  October  22, 
1889,  to  Frances  Stone,  daughter  of  John  Prentiss  and 
Mary  Elizabeth  (Watson)  Hopkinson.  Children:  Samuel 
Atkins,  Jr.,  born  March  14,  1893;  Rosamond,  born  No- 
vember 20,  1895;  Elisabeth,  born  September  28,  1897; 
Charles  William,  2d,  born  November  5,  1899;  Frances,  born 
September  2,  1901 ;  Theodore  Lyman,  born  April  4,  1903 ; 
Thomas  Hopkinson,  born  June  14,  1907. 

*SILAS    HAYNES    ELLIOT 

Son  of  Charles  Elbridge  and  Olive  Elizabeth  (Haynes) 
Elliot.  Bo7'n  in  Roxbiiry,  Massachusetts,  May  i§,  1862.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  the  Roxbiiry  Latin  School.  Died  in- Denver, 
Colorado,  September  24,  1894. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  V :  — 

Elliot  fitted  for  college  at  the  Roxbury  Latin  School  and 
ranked  well  in  that  excellent  preparatory  school.  Upon 
his  admission  to  college  his  family  removed  from  Bos- 
ton, where  they  had  resided,  except  during  the  few  months 
spent  at  their  beautiful  home  in  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  to 
Cambridge,  and  Elliot  lived  on  Mt.  Auburn  Street  throughout 
his  college  course  and  for  some  years  thereafter.  He  was  of 
a  rather  retiring  nature  and  of  frail  constitution,  and  was  not 
well  known  among  his  classmates,  but  those  whose  privilege 
it  was  to  share  his  friendship  and  enjoy  his  elegant  hospitality 
esteemed  very  highly  his  comradeship.  He  was  manly  and 
earnest,  faithful  and  conscientious  throughout  his  life  at  col- 
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lege.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Pierian  Sodality,  playing 
second  violin,  and  was  also  a  member  of  the  Harvard  Athe- 
naeum, but  was  connected  with  no  other  Harvard  society.  He 
graduated  with  the  creditable  record  of  honorable  mention  in 
chemistry  and  natural  history.  He  then  entered  the  service 
of  the  Lombard  Investment  Company  and  remained  in  its 
employ  until  July,  1892,  when  ill  health  compelled  him  to 
abandon  business  and  endeavor  to  check  if  possible  the  ad- 
vance of  that  lung  trouble  which  had  already  become  deep 
seated.  He  travelled  quite  extensively  in  New  Mexico,  Ari- 
zona, and  Colorado,  finding,  however,  only  temporary  relief 
from  his  illness,  and  died  at  Denver,  Colorado,  on  September 
24,  1894.  The  energy  which  he  had  shown  in  his  business  life 
was  something  of  a  revelation  to  those  who  had  always  re- 
garded him  as  bashful  and  retiring.  He  was,  in  business, 
very  persistent,  eager,  and  active.  The  last  years  of  his  life 
were  clouded  by  a  good  deal  of  sorrow.  Deaths  in  his  own 
family  left  him  almost  alone  in  the  world,  and  he  had  other 
sorrows  which  it  would  be  an  intrusion  to  make  public.  In 
addition  to  this,  his  illness  was  of  long  duration,  and  there 
can  be  little  doubt  that  Elliot,  despite  his  cheerfulness,  must 
have  foreseen  its  certain  ending,  but  he  retained  his  cheer- 
fulness and  died  the  same  cultured  Christian  gentleman  he 
had  lived. 

BERTRAM    ELLIS 

Son  of  MosES  and  Emily  (Ferrin)  Ellis.  Born  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  November  26,  i860.  Prepared  for  college  at 
Keene  High  School,  Keene,  Nezv  Hampshire. 

After  graduation  he  entered  the  Harvard  Law  School, 
graduating  from  there  in  1887  with  the  degrees  of  LL.B. 
and  A.M.  He  then  entered  the  law  office  of  Evarts, 
Choate  &  Beaman,  New  York  City,  and  was  admitted  to 
the  Bar  in  1888.  He  then  went  to  Denver,  practising  law 
until  1890,  and  returning  to  Keene,  became  connected  with 
the  Sentinel,  assuming  the  duties  of  editor  in  1893.  He 
served  as  a  member  of  the  legislature,  from  Keene,  in  1897 
and  in  1905-7.     He  was  twice  chairman  of  the  committee 
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on  appropriations  and  was  speaker  of  the  House  in  1907. 
During  the  terms  of  1899  and  1901,  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Senate,  of  which  he  was  president  during  the  latter 
term.  He  received  the  title  of  colonel  during  Governor 
Busiel's  administration,  being  aide  on  his  staff  in  1895-1906. 
In  1904  he  was  a  delegate  from  the  second  New  Hampshire 
district  to  the  Republican  National  Convention  at  Chicago. 
He  is  president  of  the  Keene  Board  of  Education,  a  trustee 
of  the  Elliot  City  Hospital,  president  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Harvard  Club,  secretary  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  Keene,  and 
a  member  of  the  Wentworth,  Monadnock,  and  Country  clubs. 
He  was  married  in  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  June  20,  1894, 
to  Margaret  Louise,  daughter  of  Edmund  and  Charlotte 
( Morrison  )   Wheeler. 

WILLIAM    WALLACE    FENN 

Son  of  William  Wallace  and  Hannah  Morrill  (Osgood) 
Fenn.  Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  February  12,  1862.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  Boston  Latin  School,  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

For  three  years  after  graduation  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Harvard  Divinity  School.  From  1887  to  1891  he  was  min- 
ister of  Unity  Church  in  Pittsfield,  Massachusetts.  In  1891 
he  accepted  a  call  to  the  First  Unitarian  Society  of  Chicago, 
where  he  continued  until  the  year  1901,  when  he  resigned  his 
pastorate  to  become  Bussey  professor  of  Systematic  Theology 
in  Harvard  University.  Since  1906  he  has  been  dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Divinity  of  the  University.  In  1902  he  was  ap- 
pointed on  the  staff  of  preachers  to  the  University  and  was 
reappointed  in  1903.  He  is  one  of  the  American  editors  of 
the  Hihhert  Journal.  In  1892  he  was  Shaw  lecturer  on  Bib- 
lical Criticism  in  the  Meadville  Theological  School,  Meadville, 
Pennsylvania,  which  position  he  resigned  in  1901.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Chicago  Literary  Club,  University  Club  of 
Chicago,  Quadrangle  Club  (University  of  Chicago),  Amer- 
ican Historical  Association,  National  Geographical  Associa- 
tion, American  Society  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Exegesis, 
Harvard  Biblical  Club,  Colonial  Society  of  Massachusetts, 
Bunker  Hill  Monument  Association,  Examiner  Club,  Society 
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for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel,  and  is  a  trustee  of  the 
Hopkins  Fund.  His  publications  include :  "  Lessons  on 
Luke,"  1890;  "  Lessons  on  the  Acts,"  1894;  "  The  Flowering

1900.

Born  in  Brooklyn,  Nezv  York,  December  2g,  i860.  Prepared  for 
college  at  the  Polytechnic  Institute  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and 
at  Szvarthmore  College,  Szuarthmore,  Pennsylvania. 

He  was  at  one  time  in  the  publishing  business  in  New  York, 
but  since  1890  he  has  been  associated  with  the  firm  of  Willets 
&  Company,  commission  merchants,  dealing  in  hides,  leather, 
wool,  whalebone,  etc.,  at  303  Pearl  Street,  New  York. 

He  was  married  in  New  York  City,  October  15,  1896,  to 
Anna  Porter,  daughter  of  Stephen  Coley  and  Caroline  Sumner 
(Rowland)  Lynes.  Children:  Rowland  Lynes,  born  Decem- 
ber 2,  1897;   Eleanor  Cromwell,  born  May  22,  1905. 

GEORGE    WELTON    FISHBACK 

Son  of  George  Washington  and  Harriet  Virginia  (Wel- 
ton)  Fishback.  Born  in  Smithland,  Kentucky,  November  18, 
i860.    Prepared  for  college  with  private  tutor. 

Fishback  entered  college  with  the  Class  of  '85,  completing 
the  course  in  three  years,  and  taking  his  degree  with  our  Class. 
He  is  the  only  one  on  the  list  of  regular  graduates  of  the 
Class  whose  address  the  secretary  has  been  unable  to  find  and 
with  wdiom  he  has  been  unable  to  communicate.  His  where- 
abouts are  not  known  to  the  secretary  of  the  Class  of  '85. 
The  following  account  of  him  is  taken  from  the  sixth  report 
of  our  Class :  — 
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In  newspaper  work  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  and  in  New 
York  City,  from  1884  to  1890.  Appointed  in  July,  1890,  by 
President  Harrison,  United  States  Secretary  of  Legation  at 
Buenos  Ayres,  Argentine  Republic.  Appointed  by  President 
Cleveland  in  November,  1896,  United  States  Consular  In- 
spector of  Consulates  of  all  of  South  America;  was  offered 
the  appointment  as  consul  at  the  same  time,  as  United  States 
Consul  of  Manila,  Philippine  Islands.  Organized  and  man- 
aged a  trip  through  South  America  for  a  National  Committee 
of  the  National  Association  of  Manufacturers.  Appointed 
and  commissioned  by  President  McKinley,  May  17,  1898,  a 
Major  and  Paymaster  in  the  United  States  Volunteer  Army. 

Served 
as  Post  Paymaster  in  Washington  from  August  to  November, 
and  was  then  appointed  Chief  Paymaster  of  the  Department 
of  Porto  Rico,  and  served  as  such  from  November,  1898,  to 
June,  1899.  On  duty  in  New  York,  Boston,  and  San  Fran- 
cisco until  February  1899.  Resigned  from  Volunteer  Army 
in  that  month.  Appointed  secretary  of  the  Commission  to 
Revise  and  Codify  the  Laws  of  Porto  Rico  under  a  provision 
of  the  Organic  Act,  commonly  known  as  the  Foraker  Act. 
Appointed  by  the  Governor  of  Porto  Rico  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Porto  Rico  to  the  Pan-American  Exposition  at 
Buffalo  in  April,  1901.  Elected  to  the  Legislature  of  Porto 
Rico  in  November,  1902,  and  has  served  in  that  capacity  to 
the  present  time.  At  present  a  stockholder  and  interested  in 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Marconi  Wireless  Tele- 
graph Company  of  America. 

He  was  married  to  Meda  Bowmxan,  December  14,  1899, 
in  San  Francisco,  Cal.

and  retired  from  active  business.  During  the  next  ten  years 
he  travelled  somewhat  extensively  through  this  country.

to  Europe.  I  spent  the  winter  of  1893-94  in  Vienna,  pursu- 
ing special  studies  relating  to  the  eye  and  ear.  In  March, 
1894,  I  received  the  appointment  of  assistant  in  the  ear  de- 
partment of  the  University  of  Freiburg,  but  two  weeks  con- 
vinced me  that  my  staying  there  a  year,  as  originally  intended, 
would  be  a  waste  of  time,  so  I  crossed  over  to  London,  where 
I  was  appointed  assistant  in  the  same  hospitals  where  I  had

already  worked.  Leaving  London  in  the  spring  of  1895,  I 
was  undecided  whether  to  go  to  South  Africa,  Mexico,  or  San 
Francisco,  but  CaHfornia  carried  the  day,  and  in  June,  1895, 
I  arrived  in  San  Francisco  and  have  not  been  outside  of  the 
State  since  then.  I  have  succeeded  in  building  up  a  good 
practice  as  oculist  and  aurist,  and  was  thriving  until  the  great 
fire  carried  away  my  lares  ct  pcnates  and  reduced  me  to  the 
condition  in  which  I  arrived  eleven  years  before  that.  To 
rebuild  my  shattered  fortunes  did  not  take  so  long,  however, 
as  at  first,  as  practice  soon  came  back  to  me  after  the  desola- 
tion and  confusion  incident  to  this  colossal  disaster  had  given 
way  to  the  enterprising  spirit  of  the  West,  and  to-day  I  am 
again  well-housed,  well-fed,  and  storing  something  against 
the  day  of  senile  decay.  In  1904  I  married  Miss  Pauline 
Adelaide  McCurdy,  and  we  have  been  blessed  with  a  healthy 
boy  and  a  fine  girl,  who  have  succeeded  in  convincing  me  that 
the  many  years  I  spent  as  a  bachelor  were  wasted.  I  have 
been  a  member  of  the  Cosmos  Club,  the  Bohemian  Club,  the 
Olympic  Club,  the  Cercle  Frangais,  and  several  other  social 
organizations,  but  these  I  gave  up  when  I  married,  thinking 
that  it  would  be  well  to  break  away  from  all  these  bachelor 
haunts.  I  am  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Associa- 
tion, the  California  State  Medical  Society,  the  San  Francisco 
County  Medical  Association,  the  San  Francisco  Society  of  Eye, 
Ear,  Nose,  and  Throat  Surgeons  (of  this  society  I  am  the  past 
president),  and  was  formerly  the  oculist  and  aurist  of  the 
French  Hospital.

My  music  is  still  my  favor- 
ite pastime  and  I  think  my  eastern  friends  would  be  surprised 
if  they  knew  how  strong  we  of  the  '  wild  and  woolly  West ' 
are  in  our  artistic  tendencies  and  pursuits."

Born 
in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  October  ij,  iS^g.  Prepared  for  college 
at  the  Cincinnati  High  School  and  Adams  Academy,  Quincy, 
Massachusetts. 

Since  graduation  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  general  prac- 
tice of  law  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  has  been  acting  for  sev- 
eral years  as  counsel  for  the  Cincinnati  Water  Works  Com- 
mission. His  publications  have  consisted  of  articles  on  legal 
subjects.

During 
that  year  the  Toppan  prize  was  awarded  him  for  an  essay 
on  "  The  Foundation  and  Prospects  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada."  In  October,  1885,  he  entered  the  law  office  of 
Bristow,  Peet  &  Opdyke  in  New  York.  In  September,  1886, 
he  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar.  In  May,  1887,  he

He  has  devoted 
an  increasing  amount  of  time  during  the  last  few  years  to 
questions  of  child  labor,  juvenile  court,  and  other  measures 
affecting  the  welfare  of  children.  In  the  course  of  these  en- 
deavors he  has  become  a  member  of  the  National  Child  Labor 
Committee  and  secretary  of  the  International  Juvenile  Court 
Society  and  connected  with  many  local  and  national  societies 
which  have  to  do  with  sociological  work.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  National  Divorce  Congress,  is  one  of  the  Wisconsin 
members  of  the  National  Conference  of  Commissioners  on 
Uniform  Laws,  and  in  1907-8  was  a  member  of  the  General 
Council  of  the  American  Bar  Association.  Since  May,  1908, 
he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Wisconsin  State  Board  of  Arbi- 
tration and  Conciliation  and  is  chairman  of  that  board.  He 
has  been  actively  connected  with  successful  endeavors  in  Wis- 
consin to  obtain  improved  legislation  for  the  protection  of 
working  children,  better  compulsory  education  laws,  the  in- 
auguration of  juvenile  courts,  and  with  legal  work  in  support 
and  defence  of  these  measures.

Gardner.  Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  December  5,  iS6j. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Hopkinson's  School,  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts. 

He  writes :  "  Health  not  good  in  childhood,  but  excellent 
ever  since.  Much  of  my  early  instruction  was  received  at 
home.  My  mother  died  in  1865,  and  my  governess  began 
teaching  me  to  read  at  once.  For  this  reason  I  was  always 
two  or  three  years  ahead  of  boys  of  my  own  age,  and  was 
ready  for  college  at  fifteen.  I  spent  a  year  studying  music, 
German,  and  French,  and  reading  a  good  deal  of  English 
and  Latin  before  entering  college.  After  graduating,  I 
taught  mathematics  for  a  year  in  the  newly  founded  Groton 
School.  I  spent  the  following  year  in  Italy  and  Greece,  and 
attended  the  second  half-year  at  Berlin  University.  I  re- 
turned to  Groton  in  the  autumn  of  1886,  and  have  continued 
to  teach  there  ever  since,  with  the  exception  of  three  months 
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in  the  spring  of  1887,  when  I  was  an  instructor  in  Greek  at 
Harvard,  and  three  months  in  1905,  when  I  made  a  journey 
to  Egypt  and  Greece.  I  have  taught  a  variety  of  subjects  at 
Groton,  but  of  late  years  have  confined  myself  to  the  Greek 
Department,  My  summers  have  been  devoted  to  yachting 
and  travel,  with  a  good  deal  of  reading  and  a  little  writing. 
I  used  to  be  a  Democrat,  as  my  fathers  were,  but  for  many 
years  I  have  voted  the  Republican  ticket  as  a  rule.  I  have, 
however,  taken  little  active  part  in  politics  beyond  punctual 
attendance  at  town  meetings  and  the  polls.  I  am  a  trustee 
of  the  Groton  Public  Library  and  Junior  Warden  of  the 
Ayer-Groton  Parish  of  St.  Andrew's."  In  the  spring  of 
1908  he  published  his  book  "  In  Greece  with  the  Classics  " 
(Little,  Brown  &  Company,  Boston).  He  has  been  Com- 
modore of  the  Eastern  Yacht  Club  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Somerset,  Tennis  and  Racquet,  Harvard,  and  Eastern  Yacht 
clubs  in  Boston,  of  the  Knickerbocker  and  New  York  Yacht 
clubs  in  New  York,  and  of  the  Myopia  Hunt  Club. 

*JAMES    GRAHAME    GARDINER 

Son  of  Alexander  and  Mary  Powers  (Cooper)  Gardiner. 
Born  in  Croydcn,  Nezv  Hampshire,  October  28,  i860.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New  Hamp- 
shire.   Died  in  New  York  City,  November  11,  i8p/. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  V :  — 

Gardiner's  father,  Capt.  Alexander  Gardiner,  was  cap- 
tain of  a  company  of  Union  forces  and  was  killed  in 
the 'War  of  the  Rebellion.  His  mother,  a  woman  of  great 
strength  of  character,  educated  her  two  children  by  her  own 
exertions,  after  her  husband's  death,  and  was  determined  that 
Gardiner  —  or  Grahame,  as  he  was  commonly  called  —  should 
have  a  college  education.  He  fitted  at  Exeter,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  entered  with  us  in  our  freshman  year.  His  record 
at  college  was  not  particularly  noticeable  one  way  or  the  other, 
and  outside  the  acquaintanceship  which  he  started  with,  com- 
ing from  a  large  preparatory  school,  he  was  not  especially 
well  known  among  his  classmates.     After  studying  for  two 
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years  in  the  Columbia  Law  School,  and  after  being  also  for 
a  short  time  in  the  office  of  Eliliu  Root  in  New  York  City, 
and  later  in  the  office  of  Duncan,  Curtis  &  Page,  a  leading 
firm  of  patent  lawyers,  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1886, 
and  then  had  a  professional  career,  which  was  one  of  the  most 
astonishing  surprises  the  writer  has  ever  witnessed.  Almost 
from  the  day  of  his  admission  to  the  bar  a  clientage  sprang 
up  for  him,  and  not  only  a  clientage,  but  a  desirable  and  re- 
munerative clientage,  much  of  which  was  among  people  of 
great  wealth,  and  it  continued  to  grow  throughout  his  life. 
Where  other  lawyers  of  his  years  were  forced  either  to  hold 
positions  with  established  law  firms  or  else  start  out  for  them- 
selves and  wait,  Gardiner  became,  from  the  beginning  of  his 
professional  life,  an  independent  practitioner  and  did  no  wait- 
ing. At  a  young  age,  in  fact  when  under  thirty,  he  was 
brought  into  sharp  business  contact  with  some  of  New  York's 
shrewdest  and  ablest  financial  magnates,  and  stood  up  for 
the  interests  of  his  clients  with  dogged  determination  and 
loyalty,  and  in  the  main  with  excellent  judgment.  He  was 
essentially  a  business  lawyer.  His  talents  did  not  lie  in  actual 
court  work,  nor  even  in  the  routine  work  of  a  law  office,  and 
he  was  perfectly  conscious  of  the  fact ;  and  yet,  despite  this, 
he  was  the  attorney  of  record  in  a  large  number  of  important 
litigations  which  were  tried  under  his  direction  by  other 
lawyers.  He  was  thoroughly  loyal  to  his  friends,  bluff,  but 
warm  hearted,  and  he  had  a  very  wide  circle  of  friends  among 
New  York's  business  men.  Several  very  large  estates  were 
settled  in  his  office,  and  his  law  practice  was  unique  in  every 
sense,  involving  matters  of  the  most  delicate  and  confidential 
nature.  He  was  a  director  in  a  number  of  corporations  and 
a  member  of  almost  all  New  York's  prominent  clubs.  He 
arrived  at  his  office  very  late  and  he  left  it  very  early,  but  he 
did  a  tremendous  amount  of  consultation  work  outside  of  his 
office,  at  his  residence,  in  The  Alpine  in  New  York  City,  and 
he  spared  his  health  in  no  respect.  In  the  summer  of  1897, 
being  thoroughly  worn  out,  he  took  a  short  trip  to  Europe, 
and  on  his  return  he  was  still  unwell,  but  resumed  his  pro- 
fessional work  until  smitten  with  an  illness  that  proved  to 
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be  appendicitis,  from  which  he  died  on  November  ii,  1897, 
at  his  residence  in  The  Alpine,  after  an  operation  had  been 
performed.  Despite  his  all-absorbing  interest  in  his  clients' 
interests,  Gardiner  read  extensively  in  many  subjects  except 
in  the  one  he  would  naturally  have  been  expected  to  read, 
namely,  his  own  profession.  And  despite  the  attraction  of  a 
city  life  that  peculiarly  appealed  to  him,  there  are  some  of  us 
who  remember  with  pathetic  interest  how  week  after  week 
he  would  travel  up  to  his  old  homestead  in  New  Hampshire, 
which  he  had  purchased  as  a  result  of  his  exertions,  drive  a 
long  distance  simply  to  spend  a  few  hours  there,  then  return 
back  to  his  eager,  nervous  life  in  New  York.  It  is  a  curious 
commentary  on  his  character  that  almost  without  exception 
his  most  intimate  friends  were  as  unlike  himself  in  tastes  as 
almost  anything  one  can  imagine.  In  fact,  one  might  wonder 
what  he  saw  to  fancy  in  them.  But  his  friendship  was  a 
warm,  open-hearted  generosity  of  a  very  active  life.

So7i  of  Seth  Merrill  and  Fanny  Jeannette  (Parsons) 
Gates.  Born  in  Warsazv,  New  York,  March  2^,  i860.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  Warsaw  Academy,  Warsaw,  New  York, 
and  Albany  Academy,  Albany,  New  York. 

Gates's  father  was  a  lawyer  and  editor,  prominent  as 
an  early  anti-slavery  member  of  Congress  from  Genesee 
County,  New  York,  from  1837  to  1841,  who  in  1848  was 
candidate  for  lieutenant-governor  of  the  State  of  New 
York  upon  the  first  Free  Soil  ticket,  —  "  John  A.  Dix  for 
Governor,  Seth  M.  Gates  for  Lieutenant-Governor."  His 
mother  was  a  sister  of  Honorable  Lewis  E.  Parsons  of 
Alabama,  provisional  governor  of  that  State  in  the  years 
immediately  following  the  Civil  War;  and  she  was  a  great- 
granddaughter  of  Jonathan  Edwards.  He  was  prepared  for 
college  at  the  Warsaw  Academy,  and  he  attended  for  one 
year  the  famous  old  Albany  Academy  for  Boys  at  Albany, 
New  York.  Standing  first  in  his  class  at  Harvard,  he  was 
class  poet  at  the  Class  Day  exercises.  He  spent  three  of  the 
four  years  which   immediately   followed  his  graduation   in 
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study  in  Berlin  and  in  London.  Returning  to  Harvard  in 
1890,  he  became  instructor  in  English  at  the  University,  and 
subsequently  assistant  professor  of  English.  His  courses  in 
English  were  very  largely  attended.  For  years  he  lectured 
upon    English    literature    at    Radcliffe    College.      In    June, 

1 90 1,  he  was  appointed  assistant  professor  of  Comparative 
Literature  at  Harvard,  which  position  he  resigned  in  June, 

1902,  his  health  having  been  seriously  impaired  by  his  ex- 
cessive devotion  to  his  studies  and  his  work  as  instructor 
and  professor.  He  travelled  in  Europe  and  continued  his 
studies  in  Italy,  Germany,  and  England  until  the  autumn  of 
1904,  when,  his  health  not  permitting  the  resumption  of 
university  work,  he  took  up  his  residence  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  where  his  brother,  Merrill  E.  Gates,  formerly  president 
of  Amherst  College,  now  resides.  His  publications  are: 
"  Taine  and  the  Science  of  Criticism "  in  the  New  York 
Nation,  March  16,  1893;  "Jeffrey's  Essays,  with  Introduc- 
tion and  Notes,"  1894;  "Selections  from  the  Prose  Writ- 
ings of  John  Henry,  Cardinal  Newman,  with  an  Introduc-

*HORATIO    NELSON    GLOVER 

Son  of  Horatio  Nelson  and  Ann  Augusta  (Holbrook) 
Glover.  Born  in  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  December  2^,  1861. 
Prepared  for  college  at  the  Boston  Latin  School,  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts.   Died  in  Bethel,  Maine,  January  11,  i^oy. 

"  Glover's  college  work  was  largely  in  history  and  political 
science,  subjects  in  which  he  took  great  interest  throughout 
his  life.  In  the  fall  of  1884  he  entered  the  Harvard  Law 
School,  graduating  with  the  honor  rank  in  1887.  He  spent 
a  year  in  the  office  of  Gaston  &  Whitney  in  Boston  and 
then  went  into  partnership  with  Clapp,  who  had  been  his 
room-mate  during  his  whole  course  in  college  and  the  law 
school.  His  standard  of  professional  conduct,  like  that  of 
his  private  life,  was  high.  The  trial  of  cases  was  distasteful 
to  him,  but  he  was  thorough  and  painstaking  in  all  matters 
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connected  with  the  preparation  of  them.  He  was  never 
wilHng  to  give  half-formed  or  ill-considered  advice  and  his 
clients  valued  his  opinions,  knowing  that  they  were  based 
on  careful  investigation  and  sound  judgment.  On  October 
27,  1896,  he  married  Mary  Earle  Wheeler,  the  daughter  of 
William  A.  Wheeler,  A.M.  (Hon.),  Harvard  1871,  and 
Olive  Winsor  (Frazar)  Wheeler.  Their  home  was  in  West 
Newton,  and  there  were  born  his  two  children,  Helen  Hol- 
brook  Glover,  who  died  when  but  a  year  old,  and  Margaret 
Winsor  Glover.  He  had  been  a  man  of  vigorous  constitu- 
tion and  constant  good  health,  but  for  some  years  prior  to 
his  death  he  suffered  from  a  wasting  illness  that  baffled  his 
physicians.  His  strength  steadily  failed,  and  in  January, 
1906,  he  went  abroad.  He  travelled  in  Egypt  and  in  Europe 
in  the  hope  of  regaining  his  health.  On  his  return  he  seemed 
somewhat  better  and  in  the  late  fall  of  that  year  he  ap- 
peared to  make  marked  progress  toward  recovery.  He 
planned  to  spend  the  winter  in  Bethel,  Maine,  and  went 
there  early  in  January,  1907,  but  his  illness  was  much  far- 
ther advanced  than  he  or  his  friends  realized.  No  one  was 
expecting  anything  but  good  news  from  him  when,  with 
no  warning,  the  message  came  that  he  was  dead.  Glover 
took  an  active  interest  in  all  matters  connected  with  the 
college  and  the  Class.  He  had  served  on  the  Class  photo- 
graph committee  in  his  senior  year  and,  having  a  remark- 
able memory  for  names  and  faces,  he  knew  practically  every 
member  and  possessed  a  fund  of  information  about  them 
quite  unusual  in  these  days  of  large  classes.  He  was  fond 
of  social  life.  He  belonged  to  the  Exchange  Club  of  Boston, 
the  Neighborhood  Club  of  West  Newton,  and  the  Brae  Burn 
Country  Club.  He  enjoyed  meeting  people  and  made  many 
friends,  but  only  those  who  were  most  intimate  with  him 
really  knew  him.  He  had  always  been  a  lover  of  books,  had 
kept  well-informed  of  the  happenings  of  the  world,  espe- 
cially in  politics  and  literature,  and  held  definite  opinions 
concerning  them.  He  had,  moreover,  a  real  gift  of  humor, 
but,  reserved  and  quiet  in  his  manner,  his  wit  and  his  opin- 
ions were  as  a  rule  only  for  his  closest   friends.     Among 
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them,  his  companionable  qualities,  even  temper,  and  loyalty- 
made  him  dearly  loved."

PHILIP    HENRY    GOEPP 

Son  of  Charles  and  Martha  Neale  (Cowpland)  Goepp. 
Born  in  New  York  City,  June  23,  1864.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Gymnasium,  Stuttgart,  Germany,  the  Lyceum,  Ess- 
linger,  Germany,  Dr.  J.  Sachs'  Preparatory  School  in  New 
York,  and  preparatory  schools  in  Staten  Island,  New  York,  and 
Stuttgart,  Germany. 

He  writes :  "  Before  graduation,  what  seem  the  most  im- 
portant events  of  my  youth  are :  ( i )  The  death  of  my  mother 
when  I  was  six  years  old;  (2)  the  consequent  departure  of 
myself,  sisters,  and  a  brother  for  a  long  period  of  schooling 
in  South  Germany,  under  the  care  of  my  aunt,  Mrs.  O.  de 
Schweinitz;  (3)  my  return  to  America  in  1877  and  prepara- 
tion for  Harvard.  Potent  elements  and  influences  in  my  life, 
arising  in  part  from  those  same  events,  were:  i,  a  strong 
literary  tradition  in  my  own  and  my  mother's  family;  2,  an 
absorption  of  German  ideas  and  ideals  in  boyhood ;  3,  a  love 
of  music  appearing  in  early  childhood,  never  discouraged, 
first  seriously  developed  in  Germany  at  the  age  of  eleven. 
But  almost  equal  with  music  (and  akin  to  it)  was  the  spirit 
of  German  literature  and  art,  as  permanent,  paramount  in- 
fluences in  my  life,  implanted  in  childhood.  Since  gradua- 
tion :  After  four  years  of  teaching  and  two  of  law,  my  pro- 
fession became  that  of  musician.  This  included  teaching  of 
piano  and  composition,  playing  the  organ  in  church,  writing 
on  music  and  composing.  The  adoption  of  this  profession 
involved  further  preliminary  study  of  piano  under  Massah 
M.  Warner,  organ  under  David  D.  Wood,  Mus.  Doc,  and 
Hugh  A.  Clarke.  I  may  add  that  a  strong  influence  in  this 
step  was  the  companionship  of  William  H.  Gilchrist,  the 
composer.  Pride  impels  me  to  add  that  I  did  not  leave  the 
law  until  I  had  received  a  fairly  adequate  offer  in  a  law  office. 
I  liked  the  law,  but  I  liked  music  much  more.  The  original 
idea  of  going  to  Germany  for  musical  study  (after  college) 
yielded,  under  necessity,  to  more  practical  pursuits,  but  the 
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love  of  music  reappeared  and  prevailed  later  under  favoring 
influence.  Though  the  piano  has  been  my  favorite  musical 
instrument,  my  principal  delight  has  been  in  composition. 
Also,  since  the  days  of  college  theses,  I  have  engaged  more 
or  less  in  literary  discussions  of  music.  For  the  past  seven  or 
eight  years  I  have  supplied  the  notes,  historical  and  descrip- 
tive, for  the  concerts  of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra.  I  dis- 
agree with  many  of  my  professional  colleagues  as  to  a  much- 
heard  dictum,  —  that  music  must  not  be  talked  about.  The 
critical  study  and  serious  consideration  of  music  is,  to  my 
mind,  one  of  the  principal  needs  in  America  to-day.  Beside 
my  programme  notes  and  the  editing  of  a  book  on  local  music 
I  have  published  two  volumes  on  '  Symphonies  and  Their 
Meaning.'  My  publishers  for  literary  work  have  been  gen- 
erally the  J.  B.  Lippincott  Company  of  Philadelphia.  The 
first  volume  of  my  '  Symphonies  '  appeared  in  1888  and  is  now 
in  the  sixth  edition.  Perhaps,  like  some  other  composers,  I 
feel  that  my  unpublished  music  is  my  best.  My  published 
compositions  comprise  almost  entirely  vocal  music :  '  The 
Lord  is  My  Shepherd,'  anthem  for  mixed  voices  (A.  Schmidt, 
Boston),  'The  Song  of  Deborah,'  for  soli  and  chorus  (G. 
Schirmer,  New  York).  Theodore  Presser  of  Philadelphia 
has  published  two  madrigals  of  mine  (for  mixed  voices)  on 
Shakespeare's  *  Under  the  Greenwood  Tree '  and  *  It  was 
a  Lover  and  his  Lass,'  also  some  six  songs  for  children. 
Ginn  &  Company  of  Boston  have  a  number  of  songs  of 
mine  in  their  school-books;  the  American  Book  Company  of 
New  York  has  one.  I  have  a  few  hymns  scattered  in  several 
hymnals.  What  I  consider  one  of  my  principal  compositions 
is  '  Variations  on  St.  Anne's  Hymn  '  for  the  organ.  My 
unpublished  music  comprises  some  seven  pieces  for  piano, 
that  I  count  my  most  important  work ;  three  solos  for  violin ; 
two  marches  for  orchestra,  —  one  of  them  dedicated  to  the 
Class  of  '84 ;  quite  a  number  of  songs  and  part  songs ;  an 
anthem,  lately  finished,  on  the  words :  *  Ho !  Every  one  that 
Thirsteth.'  My  latest  composition,  one  that  I  have  enjoyed 
writing  perhaps  as  much  as  any  other,  is  a  musical  setting 
for  a  children's  play,  *  The  Lost  Princess,'  by  our  class- 
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mate,  John  Jay  Chapman.  It  was  performed  three  times  last 
May  and  it  seems  to  have  made  more  of  an  appeal  than  any 
of  my  music.  Incidentally  it  involved  a  long  and  delightful 
correspondence  with  the  author,  I  have  never  held  public 
office  but  I  have  been  much  interested  in  politics.  Was  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  Democratic  Club,  formerly  the  Independ- 
ence Club,  of  this  city.  I  have  written  a  good  many  letters 
in  newspapers  on  political  matters.  Have  been  an  ardent 
Anti-imperialist;  am  a  Democrat  to  the  core  in  my  belief  in 
free  trade  and  in  peace  without  heavy  armament,  I  belong 
to  the  University  Club,  Democratic  and  Pegasus  clubs  of 
Philadelphia.  Was  a  founder  and  am  president  of  the  MS. 
Music  Society  of  Philadelphia.  I  belong  also  to  a  number 
of  lesser  associations  for  public  purposes.  I  am  a  member 
of  the  Music  Club  at  Harvard." 

ARTHUR   WILLIS    GOODSPEED 

Son  of  Obed  and  Helen  Bruce  (Morse)  Goodspeed.  Born 
in  Hopkinton,  Nezv  Hampshire,  August  8,  i860.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Andrew  Grammar  School  of  Boston  and  Boston  Latin 
School. 

In  the  autumn  of  1884  he  was  appointed  assistant  in 
Physics  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania;  in  1885  was  pro- 
moted to  instructor  in  Physics  in  the  same  institution;  in  1899 
received  the  degree  of  Ph.D.  in  that  institution  and  was  elected 
assistant  professor  of  Physics.  In  May,  1904,  he  was  elected 
to  the  full  professorship  of  Physics  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  which  position,  together  with  that  of  Director 
of  the  Laboratory,  he  holds  at  present.  He  is  a  member  and 
secretary  of  the  American  Philosophical  Society,  a  member 
of  the  American  Physical  Society,  a  fellow  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  a  member  of 
the  French  Physical  Society,  and  other  societies.  He  has 
been  a  lecturer  of  the  American  Society  for  the  Extension 
of  University  Teaching,  was  one  of  the  charter  members  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Chapter  of  the  Society  of 
the  2  X;  vice-president  of  the  New  Hampshire  Antiquarian 
Society,  president  of  the  American  Rontgen  Rays  Society, 
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a  member  of  the  Society  of  Arts  in  London,  associate 
editor  of  Archives  of  Electrology  and  Radiology.  Since 
Rontgen's  discovery  in  1885  he  has  made  an  investigation 
of  X  rays,  together  with  their  application  to  medicine  and 
surgery,  and  has  made  similar  investigations  in  regard  to 
radium.  He  is  president  of  the  Kelvin  Physical  Club  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania. 

He  was  married  in  Hyde  Park,  Massachusetts,  June  24, 
1896,  to  Annie  Howe,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Gil- 
christ) Bailey.  Children :  Frederick  Long,  born  December 
14,  1899;  Willis  Bailey,  born  November  26,  1901 ;  Helen

*WILLIAM    HOBBS    GOODWIN 

Son  of  William  Hobbs  and  Mary  Evert  (Wendell)  Good- 
win. Born  in  Jamaica  Plain,  Massachusetts,  October  2^,  1861. 
Prepared  for  college  at  G.  W.  C.  Noble's  School,  Boston,  Mas- 
sachusetts.   Died  in  Dedham,  Massachusetts,  February  18,  1905. 

"  With  the  twenty-five  years  that  have  passed  since  gradua- 
tion, the  secretary  tells  us  the  proportion  of  the  Class  that  has 
not  survived,  but  in  these  mere  figures  it  is  impossible  to 
estimate  the  value  of  the  lives  that  have  gone  or  the  strength 
and  beauty  of  the  characters  that  have  had  to  stop  their  work. 
W.  H.  Goodwin  —  Billy  Goodwin,  as  a  very  large  number 
of  the  Class  affectionately  addressed  him  —  died  after  a  not 
very  long  illness,  at  a  time  when  he  was  enjoying  all  the 
pleasure  and  seriousness  of  life  to  their  fullest.  For  the  first 
ten  years  after  graduation  Goodwin  followed  various  pursuits, 
chiefly  in  the  West,  not  to  any  great  personal  advantage.  His 
occupations  were  chiefly  in  the  interest  of  others,  and  to  these 
he  gave  a  most  hearty  and  conscientious  attention,  with  little 
profit  or  pleasure  to  himself.  He  was  able  finally  to  come  back 
to  Boston  and  to  the  family  circle,  where  he  was  a  devoted  son 
and  brother,  and  soon  began  a  note  and  brokerage  business 
in  which  he  continued  successfully  as  long  as  he  lived.  He 
married  and  had  three  children,  and  in  this  growing  family 
and  the  life  about  his  home  at  Dedham  his  simple  and  delight- 
ful spirit  showed  at  its  best.    He  was  very  fond  of  the  game 
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of  polo,  and  played  it  extremely  well,  and  he  took  a  keen 
interest  in  all  the  outdoor  life  that  finds  a  wide  expression 
in  Norfolk  County.  Although  while  in  college  Goodwin  had 
been  of  strong  physique,  he  could  not  be  called  an  exception- 
ally vigorous  man  in  middle  life,  but  his  undisguised  delight 
in  all  that  was  competitive  out  of  doors  gave  him  health  and 
happy  spirits.  His  nature  was  simple,  earnest,  and  vigorous ; 
he  was  painstaking  and  direct,  and  there  was  nothing  elab- 
orate about  his  method  of  thought  or  life.  As  a  boy  he  was 
affectionate  and  agreeable  to  a  wide  circle  of  companions; 
as  a  man  he  grew  somewhat  more  reserved,  but  the  smaller 
circle  of  his  friends  admired  and  loved  him  with  a  singular 
degree  of  unanimity."

Soji  of  Theodore  Lund  August  and  Clara  Esther  (Emrie) 
Greve.  Born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  January  j,  186^.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Bliss  and  Babin's  School,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

After  graduation  he  studied  law  at  the  Cincinnati  Law 
School,  taking  the  degree  of  LL.B.  in  1885,  since  which  time 
he  has  practised  law  in  Cincinnati.  From  1894  to  1898  he 
was  Assistant  United  States  District  Attorney  for  the  South- 
ern District  of  Ohio;  in  1898  he  was  made  a  referee  in 
bankruptcy,  which  position  he  still  holds.  Since  1904  he  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Law  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Cin- 
cinnati, teaching  common  law  pleading,  persons  and  torts 
in  first-year,  equity  pleading  and  bankruptcy  in  second-year, 
and  code  pleading  in  third-year  classes.  He  is  professor  of 
law  in  the  Cincinnati  College  of  Commerce,  Finance,  and 
Accounts,  teaching  bankruptcy,  law  of  literary  property, 
and  libel  and  slander.

of  the  Society  of  Founders  and  Patriots ;  the  Society  of  the 
War  of  1812;  the  New  England  Society;  the  Historical 
and  Philosophical  Society  of  Ohio,  of  which  he  has  been 
corresponding  secretary  since  1904;  of  the  Ohio  Archaeo- 
logical and  Historical  Society  (life  member) ;  the  American 
Archaeological  Society,  of  which  he  is  president  for  Ohio; 
of  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Science; 
the  National  Bar  Association ;  the  Cincinnati  Bar  Associa- 
tion; the  National  Geographical  Society;  the  National  For- 
estry Association ;  the  Harvard  Club  of  Cincinnati,  of  which- 
he  was  president  in  1906-7 ;  of  the  American  Political  Science 
Association;  the  Ohio  Valley  Historical  Society,  of  which 
he  was  president  in  1907,  and  of  the  Guentico  Boat  Club.

*LOREN    ERSKINE    GRISWOLD 

Son  of  Daniel  Chase  and  Adelatoe  Elizabeth  (Griswold) 
Griswold.  Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  January  3,  1863. 
Prepared  for  college  at  the  Boston  Latin  School.  Died  in  Lan- 
caster, New  Hampshire,  July  28,  ipoj. 
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"  Loren  Erskine  Griswold  prepared  for  college  at  the 
Boston  Latin  School  in  the  class  of  1880,  which  furnished 
twenty-three  members  for  Harvard  '84,  and  was  the  last 
class  to  be  graduated  from  the  old  school  building  on  Bed- 
ford Street  before  it  was  razed  for  the  extension  of  Harri- 
son Avenue.  As  a  boy  he  was  of  a  cheerful  and  sunny  dis- 
position, his  genial  nature  radiating  an  atmosphere  of  warmth 
and  healthy  good  fellowship.  He  was  witty  and  mentally 
alert  to  the  comical  happenings  in  school  life,  and  if  anything 
of  the  mischievous  occurred  in  the  class  room,  Griswold 
was  generally  a  part  of  it.  During  the  four  years  of  his 
college  life  he  roomed  in  Thayer  Hall.  As  he  advanced 
from  class  to  class,  the  greater  seriousness  of  life  seemed 
to  grow  upon  him.  He  was  graduated  cum  laude  and  re- 
ceived honorable  mention  in  History  and  English  Compo- 
sition, He  was  a  member  of  the  old  Harvard  Union  and 
of  the  St.  Paul's  Society.  After  his  graduation  from  college 
he  studied  two  years  at  the  Harvard  Law  School  and  then 
in  the  office  of  Robert  D.  Smith  of  Boston.  He  was  ad- 
mitted, to  the  Massachusetts  Bar  in  July,  1886,  and  com- 
menced practice  for  himself  in  the  office  of  H.  W.  Chaplin. 
He  later  had  an  office  of  his  own  in  the  Niles  Building,  27 
School  Street,  and  was  one  of  the  editors  of  an  American 
edition  of  Smith's  '  Leading  Cases.'  In  1893  he  became 
associated  with  Mr.  Bryant  and  Arthur  L.  Howard,  Har- 
vard '88,  under  the  firm  name  of  Bryant,  Griswold  & 
Howard,  which  continued  until  his  death.  Griswold  was 
a  hard  and  conscientious  worker  in  his  profession.  His 
specialty  was  fire  and  marine  insurance  law,  a  subject  in 
which  he  had  sound  and  mature  judgment.  For  relaxation 
from  the  close  confinement  of  his  office  work  he  v/as  wont 
to  take  long  trips  upon  the  bicycle,  which  enabled  him  to 
get  to  the  hills  and  mountain  country  which  he  greatly  loved. 
It  was  on  one  of  these  trips  that  he  met  with  the  railroad 
accident,  upon  an  unguarded  crossing  in  the  woods,  which 
resulted  in  his  death  two  days  later  in  Lancaster,  New 
Hampshire,  on  July  28,  1905.  After  he  joined  the  Ap- 
palachian Mountain  Club  in  1900  he  frequently  accompanied 
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its  parties  on  trips,  both  summer  and  winter.  These  outings 
were  most  enjoyable  to  him  and  on  them  his  keen  wit  and 
fund  of  knowledge  were  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  others. 
He  made  two  vacation  trips  to  Europe,  also  a  voyage  to 
the  Azores  in  the  barque  Sarah.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Twentieth  Century  Club  of  Boston  and  of  the  Maritime 
Law  Association  of  the  United  States.  Griswold  was  a 
kind  and  sincere  friend,  a  devoted  son  and  brother,  and  a 
man  of  high  moral  principles.  He  was  unmarried.  His 
burial  services  were  held  from  Emmanuel  Church,  Boston, 
and  were  attended  by  classmates  of  his  preparatory  school  and 
college  and  men  from  various  walks  of  professional  and 
business  life."

CHARLES    ELIOT    GUILD 

Son  of  Charles  Eliot  and  Mary  Lyman  (Eliot)  Guild. 
Born  in  West  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  July  15,  1862.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Roxbury  Latin  School,  Roxbury,  Massachusetts. 

He  writes :  "  I  left  college  in  February,  1883.  In  late 
1883  and  in  1884  I  saw  a  great  deal  of  Colorado,  living  in 
Colorado  Springs  with  my  mother  and  brother  in  the  winter 
of  1884-85,  thereafter  settling  on  a  ranch  in  an  interesting 
region  forty  miles  from  Colorado  Springs  and  fifty  miles 
from  Denver,  on  the  so-called  '  Divide  '  between  the  Arkan- 
sas and  Platte  rivers,  —  a  high,  partly  wooded  region,  with 
grand  views  of  the  mountains  in  the  distance.  Showing  the 
progress  that  has  been  made,  steam  plowing  is  now  done  by 
contract  in  the  neighborhood  where  I  raised  cattle.  In  the 
autumn  of  1891,  having  had  enough  of  the  life  of  freedom, 
I  moved  East,  entering  the  office  of  the  Liverpool  and  Lon- 
don and  Globe  Insurance  Company  in  January,  1892.  Since 
1899  I  have  been  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Guild  &  Eastman, 
insurance,  who  represent  the  Liverpool  and  London  and  Globe 
Insurance  Company  as  local  managers  in  Boston.  I  am  a 
director  of  the  Newsboys  Reading  Room,  No.  16  Howard 
Street,  Boston.  I  am  a  member  of  the  St.  Botolph,  Union 
Boat,  and  Puritan  clubs  of  Boston  and  of  the  Harvard  Club 
of  New  York." 
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He  was  married  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  June  lo,  1905, 
to  Anne  Gorham,  daughter  of  Thomas  Brooks  and  Anne 
Pearson   (Lunt)   Frothingham. 

ADDISON    HAMLIN 

Son  of  Charles  and  Sarah  Purington  (Thompson)  Ham- 
lin. Born  in  Georgetozmi,  District  of  Colnmbia,  March  j,  186^. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New 
Hampshire. 

After  graduation  he  travelled  in  Europe  and  on  his  return 
settled  in  Philadelphia  and  for  some  years  held  an  important 
position  in  the  United  States  Mint  in  that  city.  He  also  es- 
tablished a  chemical  laboratory  and  conducted  it  for  a  number 
of  years  with  success.  In  1898  he  returned  to  Bangor  and 
became  interested  in  a  slate  quarry  in  Blanchard,  Maine,  con- 
taining, perhaps,  the  largest  deposit  of  slate  in  the  country, 
where  he  managed  the  operation  of  one  of  the  quarries.  He 
became  also  a  part  owner  of  an  extensive  chicken  and  produce 
farm  near  Bangor.  He  writes  that  shortly  after  graduation 
he  was  afflicted  with  paralysis  which  affected  his  right  side.

CHARLES    EUGENE    HAMLIN 

Son  of  Charles  and  Sarah  (Thompson)  Hamlin.  Born 
in  Orland,  Maine,  October  11,  1861.  Prepared  for  college  at 
Bangor  public  schools  and  Phillips  Exeter  Academy. 

He  writes :  "  The  year  following  graduation  I  spent  in 
Europe  with  my  brother  Addison,  chiefly  in  Germany,  visit- 
ing also  Holland,  Belgium,  France,  and  England.  I  was  a 
passive  student  of  drama  and  music,  and  my  experience  in- 
creased my  desire  to  become  a  dramatic  and  music  critic. 
Returning  to  the  United  States,  I  joined  the  city  staff  of  the 
Nezv  York  Tribune  in  December,  1885,  with  which  I  remained 
until  June,  1891,  in  the  capacity  of  a  political.  Wall  Street, 
and  general  reporter,  and  also  assistant  music  critic  under 
Henry  E.  Krehbiel.     When  the  New  York  Morning  Adver- 
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User  was  established  in  connection  with  the  Commercial  Ad- 
vertiser, in   1 89 1,   I  was  appointed  its  dramatic  and  music 
critic.     I  remained  with  the  Advertiser  until  1895  as  a  critic 
and  editorial  writer,  paying  particular  attention  to  American 
drama  and  music,  for  I  believed  that  they  were  coming.     My 
hearing  became  impaired  and  I  was  compelled  to  change  my 
work.     In  1895  some  of  the  leading  men  of  Albany  became 
interested  in  a  plan  to  publish  a  reform  daily  newspaper  and 
I  was  appointed  its  managing  editor.    The  paper  was  a  success 
at  first,  but  when  the  owners  disagreed  it  failed.    I  intended 
to  return  to  New  York  to  take  an  editorial  position,  but  went 
to  Maine  for  the  purpose  of  having  a  short  vacation,  and, 
becoming  interested  in  writing  the  life  of  my  grandfather, 
spent  the  next  three  years  in  that  work.    The  book  was  pub- 
lished in  1899,  636  pages,  under  the  title  of  '  The  Life  and 
Times  of  Hannibal  Hamlin.'     In  collaboration  with  R.  A. 
Barnet  I  wrote  the  libretto  of  a  romantic  comic  opera,  en- 
titled *  Nicolette,'   founded  on  the  legend  of  Aucassin  and 
Nicolette,  and  also  composed  the  music.     The  operetta  has 
been  presented  a  number  of  times  by  different  organizations. 
I  also  wrote  in  collaboration  a  comedy  drama  called  '  In  the 
Sacred  Name  of  Business,'  which  has  been  produced.     Of 
late  years  I  have  been  the  editor  and  part  owner  of  School, 
the  semi-official  organ  of  the  public  school  and  college  system 
of  New  York  City.    Since  my  connection  with  School  I  have 
been  greatly  impressed  with  the  influence  which   President 
Eliot  has  exerted  on  the  educational  system  of  the  United 
States,  and  it  has  been  one  of  my  pleasantest  experiences  in 
journalism  to  find  him  recognized  not  only  by  educators  and 
struggling  young  teachers,  but  also  by  men  and  women  in 
other  walks  of  life,  as  the  first  citizen  of  the  country.     While 
living  in  Maine  I  made  many  addresses,  but  of  no  special 
interest.    In  New  York  I  have  been  too  busy  with  my  work 
to  take  part  in  other  affairs,  except  to  act  for  a  short  time  as 
the  leader  of  a  Republican  district  organization  in  Brooklyn. 
I  am  a  member  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  New  York  City,  the 
Loyal  Legion,  and  other  organizations."

Son  of  Hannibal  and  Ellen  Vesta  (Emery)  Hamlin. 
Born  in  Bangor,  Maine,  September  26,  1862.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy. 

After  graduating  from  college  he  remained  in  Bangor 
until  March,  1885,  when  he  went  West  and  entered  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company.  He 
remained  in  Chicago  a  year,  then  returned  home  to  begin 
the  study  of  law,  entering  the  Boston  University  Law  School 
in  the  fall  of  1886  and  graduating  therefrom  in  1888,  re- 
ceiving the  degree  of  LL.B,  magna  cum  laiide.  He  deliv- 
ered a  commencement  part  on  graduation.  In  November, 
1888,  he  returned  to  Chicago  and  entered  the  office  of  Flower, 
Smith  &  Musgrave,  attorneys-at-law.  He  remained  with 
that  firm  until  April,  1890,  when  a  partnership  was  formed 
for  the  practice  of  the  law  with  John  F.  Holland  ('85), 
under  the  firm  name  of  Hamlin  &  Holland.

1895  to  1897  he  was  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  of  the 
city  of  Chicago  and  had  charge  of  the  trial  work  of  that 
municipality.  Upon  his  retirement  from  that  position  he 
was  appointed  attorney  for  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago, 
but  declined  the  position,  as  he  wished  to  give  his  time  to 
his  private  practice.

Born  in  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  Novcmher  ii,  i860.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Adams  Academy,  Quincy,  Massachusetts. 

After  graduating  he  became  engaged  in  the  operation  of 
granite  quarries  in  Quincy,  Massachusetts,  with  the  firm  of 
C.  H,  Hardwick  &  Company,  with  which  firm  he  has  been 
associated  continuously  since  that  time.  He  was  admitted  as 
a  partner  of  that  firm  on  January  i,  1887,  and  he  is  now 
half  owner  and  general  director  of  the  properties.  He  is  a 
director  of  the  National  Mt.  Wollaston  Bank  of  Quincy.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  University  Club  of  Boston.

He  remained  for  post-graduate  study,  receiving  the  degree 
of  A.M.  in  1885  and  Ph.D.  in  1890.  During  1885-86  was 
assistant  in  Botany  in  the  college  and  from  1886  to  1894 
assistant  and  subsequently  instructor  in  Geology.  In  1891 
he  made  a  trip  to  England  and  also  travelled  extensively  in 
this  country;  in  1894  he  gave  up  his  college  work  and  became 
superintendent  of  schools  of  Keene,  New  Hampshire,  re- 
taining that  position  until  1905.  In  1903  he  was  secretary 
and  in  1904  president  of  the  New  England  Association  of 
School  Superintendents.  For  several  years  was  an  examiner

Prepared 
for  college  at  Allen's  English  and  Classical  School,  West  Nczv- 
ton,  Massachusetts,  and  with  tutors  in  Germany  and  in  Boston. 

He  writes :  "  My  bent  for  newspaper  work,  which  was 
developed  and  strengthened  by  the  starting  and  management 
of  the  Harvard  Daily  Herald,  continued  after  graduation. 
In  November,  1884,  I  moved  to  Minneapolis,  Minnesota, 
where  I  acquired  a  small  interest  in  the  Minneapolis  Tribune, 
and  began  active  work  as  its  managing  editor.  In  1885, 
with  my  associate  on  the  Tribune,  I  purchased  the  Minne- 
apolis Journal,  an  afternoon  paper.  In  1889  I  sold  the 
Minneapolis  Tribune,  and  with  associates  secured  full 
possession  of  the  Minneapolis  Journal.  In  1889,  with  J.  T. 
Murphy,  I  established  the  Evening  Telegram  at  West 
Superior.  My  half  interest  in  it  I  sold  to  J.  T.  Murphy  a 
year  later.  In  1894,  with  my  associates  in  the  ownership 
of  the  Minneapolis  Journal,  I  purchased  the  Minneapolis 
Times,  of  which  I  was  both  editor  and  publisher.  In  the 
summer  of  1900,  I  accepted  the  position  of  business  mana- 
ger of  the  Nezv  York  American  and  Journal,  for  the  sake 
of  the  experience  in  a  larger  field,  in  the  meantime  con- 
ducting my  paper  in  Minneapolis.  In  1901  I  sold  the  Minne- 
apolis Times  to  local  interests  in  Minneapolis.

W.  R.  Mer- 
riam  of  Minnesota,  for  his  two  terms,  with  the  rank  of 
colonel.

*ARTHUR    GILLESPIE    HATCH 

Son  of  Samuel  Albert  and  Matilda  (Harshaw)  Hatch. 
Born  in  Perry,  New  York,  March  2,  1862.  Prepared  for  college 
at  Cornell  University,  Ithaca,  New  York.  Died  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  May  12,  igo2. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

A  lengthy  notice  of  our  classmate,  Arthur  Gillespie  Hatch, 
would  be  quite  contrary  to  his  views  in  regard  to  what 
is  appropriate  for  a  memorial  record,  for  he  was  simple 
and  studiously  unobtrusive  in  his  way  of  living.  Even  to 
his  intimate  friends  he  never  said  much  about  himself,  and 
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his  friends  were  so  few  that  to  most  of  his  classmates  his 
personaUty  can  be  httle  more  than  a  name.  Before  he 
joined  us  at  Harvard  he  had  already  spent  a  year  or  more 
at  Cornell,  and,  perhaps,  on  that  account  came  to  his  studies 
at  Cambridge  with  rather  more  maturity  of  judgment  than  is 
usual  at  freshman  age.  He  impressed  his  instructors  and 
fellow-students  alike  by  his  earnestness  and  ability,  and  by 
the  apparent  ease  with  which  he  took  high  rank.  He  was  sec- 
retary of  the  Signet  and  graduated  siimma  cum  laude.  He 
passed  to  the  study  of  law  with  the  same  facility  and  success, 
but  the  practice  of  law  he  found  distasteful,  and,  after  an 
apprenticeship  in  one  or  two  Boston  offices,  long  enough  to 
convince  him  that  he  should  never  find  satisfaction  in  law, 
he  turned  to  teaching.  His  associates  in  this  work,  if  ques- 
tioned, would  say,  as  would  his  pupils,  that  here  he  found  his 
true  calling,  for  he  was  direct  in  thought  and  brief  and  clear 
in  exposition.  For  many  years  he  was  a  most  valued  mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  of  Miss  Hersey's  School  in  Boston,  and, 
as  long  as  it  remained  in  her  hands,  he  had  charge  of  many 
of  the  business  details.  Classics  and  mathematics  were  his 
subjects,  and  he  was  still  teaching  these  up  to  the  time  of 
his  death.  His  work,  however,  was  by  no  means  his  only 
occupation.  He  found  much  time  for  reading,  especially  of 
French,  his  favorite  language,  both  in  college  and  after.  He 
kept  himself  well  posted  on  current  events,  and  in  discussions, 
for  which  he  was  always  ready,  of  living  topics,  he  displayed 
incisive  judgment  and  a  simple  common  sense,  which  made 
his  opinion  always  worth  hearing.  His  contentment  in  his 
chosen  work  was  doubtless  due  largely  to  his  enjoyment  of  the 
freedom  of  his  long  vacations.  By  the  first  or  second  week 
in  June  he  was  usually  on  the  Atlantic,  bound  for  France, 
where  he  spent  most  of  his  summers.  He  was  passionately 
fond  of  the  French  life  and  country  as  he  saw  it  from  his 
bicycle.  There,  as  he  frankly  said,  he  felt  most  at  home. 
In  his  bedroom,  through  the  winter,  hung  a  large  map  of 
France,  and  every  spring  he  planned  a  fresh  tour  to  carry  him 
another  one  or  two  thousand  miles  over  French  and  conti- 
nental roads.    One  of  his  chief  pleasures  in  retrospect  was  to 
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recount  the  incidents  of  these  trips,  the  details  of  which  he 
seemed  always  able  vividly  to  recall.  In  addition  to  his  fond- 
ness for  outdoors  and  for  motion,  he  had  also  a  strong  love 
for  g-ood  music.  He  was  a  constant  attendant  at  the  Boston 
Symphony  Concerts,  at  which  of  late  years  he  always  en- 
gaged two  seats,  in  order  that,  on  occasion,  he  might  invite  a 
friend.  But  this  account  of  him  is  too  serious  and  lifeless. 
It  needs  to  be  enlivened  by  a  little  of  his  humor  and  his 
spontaneous  and  unexpected  bursts  of  gayety,  for  when  in 
health  he  was  an  entertaining  and  frolicsome  companion. 
When  work  was  done  no  one  was  more  eager  for  fun,  and 
I  have  been  told  that  his  classes,  which  were  always  enthu- 
siastic, sometimes  even  became  hilarious  over  plane  geometry 
or  Csesar.  Perhaps  this  is  enough  to  show  his  classmates 
who  had  lost  sight  of  him  that  he  was  a  man  worth  knowing, 
a  cheerful  companion,  and  a  valued  friend.  H.  W.

Son  of  Jonathan  and  Lydia  Ann  (Currier)  Hatch.  Born 
in  Charlestozvn,  Massachusetts,  September  14,  i860.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Charlestozvn  High  School  and  Boston  Latin  School, 
Boston,  Massachusetts. 

He  writes :  "  I  taught  Classics  and  English  as  a  temporary 
expedient  in  a  private  school  at  Plainfield,  New  Jersey,  for 
the  first  four  years  after  graduation.  I  studied  law  in  New 
York  City  for  the  next  two  years,  entering  the  law  office 
of  Davenport,  Smith  &  Perkins  in  that  city  in  July,  1888, 
and  attending  lectures  at  the  Columbia  Law  School  during 
1888-89.  I  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in  1890  and 
have  practised  law  in  New  York  since  that  date.  I  was  for 
several  years  in  the  law  offices  of  Smith  &  Perkins  and 
Perkins  &  Jackson.  I  became  a  member  of  the  latter  firm 
in  1900.  From  1901  to  1904  I  was  a  member  of  the  law 
firm  of  Hatch,  Debevoise  &  Colby,  and  since  1904  I  have 
been  a  member  of  the  present  law  firm  of  Rounds,  Hatch, 
Dillingham  &  Debevoise."

*ARTHUR    MEEKS    HAWKINS 

Son  of  Dexter  Arnold  and  Sophia  Theresa  (Meeks) 
Hawkins.  Born  in  New  York  City,  January  2,  1862.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire. 
Died  in  London,  England,  January  2g,  1885. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's  re- 
port No.  n :  — 

Hawkins  attended  school  at  the  Charlier  Institute  until 
fourteen  years  of  age.  He  then  entered  the  preparatory 
class  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  and  graduated  from  there 
in  1880.  In  October,  1880,  he  entered  the  freshman  class 
at  Harvard  and  took  his  degree  in  June,  1884,  with  honor- 
able mention  in  philosophy,  history,  and  English  composition, 
and  with  the  right  to  a  disquisition.  The  summers  of  1882 
and  1883  he  spent  in  travelling  over  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  In  1883  ^"^^  went  as  far  west  as  San  Francisco,  as 
far  south  as  Santa  Fe,  and  as  far  north  as  Yellowstone  Park. 
After  graduating  he  went  to  England  and  for  several  months 
travelled  over  Europe.  A  few  days  before  sailing  for  home 
he  was  taken  with  typhoid  fever  and  pneumonia  and  died  in 
London  on  January  29,  1885.  Up  to  the  time  of  entering 
college  his  education  had  been  under  the  watchful  care  of  his 
father,  the  late  Dexter  A.  Hawkins,  who  gave  him  intelligent 
assistance  in  his  Latin,  Greek,  and  mathematics,  and  also 
imbued  him  with  a  strength  of  purpose  which  was  of  the 
utmost  value  to  him  in  his  progress  from  school  to  college. 
As  a  boy,  Arthur  was  independent  in  his  actions  and  decided 
in  his  opinions.  These  characteristics  became  more  marked 
at  Exeter  and  Cambridge,  manifesting  themselves  in  his 
choice  of  studies  and  in  his  friendships.  His  taste  for  Eng- 
lish literature  and  English  composition  showed  itself  at  the 
academy  and  developed  very  rapidly  under  the  elective  system 
at  college.  Facility  of  expression  and  beauty  of  description 
were  very  noticeable  in  his  writings.  When  travelling  in  the 
West  and  in  Europe  he  wrote  a  series  of  letters  which  have 
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since  been  published.  They  indicate  a  keen  insight  into 
human  nature,  a  strong  power  of  observation,  and  a  vein  of 
genuine  wit  and  humor.  The  study  of  philosophy  was  his 
especial  delight,  and  the  three  years  at  college  which  he  de- 
voted in  great  part  to  this  branch  broadened  and  disciplined 
his  mind  in  a  way  which  would  have  well  fitted  him  for  the 
law,  to  which  he  had  decided  to  apply  himself  on  his  return 
from  Europe.  His  pleasant,  kindly  disposition  and  manly 
character  will  remain  to  us  a  comforting  memorial  of  the 
first  one  of  our  graduating  class  who  has  been  taken  from  us. 

SIMEON    MILLS    HAYES 

Son  of  Charles  C.  and  Florence  Emiline  (Mills)  Hayes. 
Born  in  Madison,  Wisconsin,  October  28,  1862.  Prepared  for 
college  at  the  High  School  in  Hyde  Park,  Massachnsetts. 

He  writes :  "  After  graduating  from  Harvard  College  I 
attended  the  Law  School  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
graduating  from  the  latter  institution  in  1887.  I  then  prac- 
tised law  for  a  few  years  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  until  finally 
I  yielded  to  an  inclination  felt  for  many  years  and  entered 
the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  As  a  prep- 
aration, I  attended  the  Seabury  Divinity  School  at  Faribault, 
Minnesota,  graduating  from  that  school.  I  have  had  charge 
of  the  Church  of  the  Nativity,  Wells,  Minnesota,  All  Saints 
Church,  Northfield,  Minnesota,  and  am  at  present  the  rector 
of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  I 
have  never  held  political  ofiice,  but  have  always  confined  my- 
self strictly  to  the  practice  of  my  profession.  It  is  unneces- 
sary to  enumerate  the  clubs  or  societies  to  which  I  have  be- 
longed at  different  times,  as  in  each  place  of  my  residence 
I  have  joined  the  principal  local  clubs  and  resigned  from  them 
on  the  removal  of  my  residence.  At  present  I  am  a  member 
of  the  Candle  Light  Club  of  Lincoln,  Nebraska."

Son  of  William  Allen  and  Elizabeth  (Vinton)  Hayes. 
Born  in  Madison,  Wisconsin,  June  ii,  1862.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Boston  Latin  School. 

After  graduation  he  attended  the  Harvard  Law  School  for 
three  years,  receiving  the  degree  of  LL.B.  in  June,  1887. 
Since  that  time  he  has  practised  law  in  Boston,  for  one  year 
in  the  office  of  Myers  &  Warner  and  afterward  under  the 
firm  name  of  Hayes  &  Williams.  He  has  been  associated 
with  Henry  M.  Williams,  '85,  for  nearly  twenty  years  and 
with  Harvey  H.  Baker,  '91,  for  thirteen  years.  The  firm 
name  is  now  Hayes,  Williams  &  Baker.  He  has  held  no 
public  office,  but  has  done  six  years'  work  with  the  Associated 
Charities  as  president  of  one  of  the  conferences.  He  has 
been  for  ten  years  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Berwick  Academy. 

He  was  married  in  Vevey,  Switzerland,  August  28,  1894, 
to  Margaret  Kowenhoven,  daughter  of  Nicholas  and  H^elen 
King  (Shelton)  Luquer,  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia. 

*EDWARD    ANDRESS    HIBBARD 

Son  of  Alonzo  Don  and  Matilda  Janette  (Turner) 
Hibbard.  Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  October  2j,  1862. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Roxbiiry  Latin  School,  Boston,  Massa- 
chusetts.   Died  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  January  16,  ipo6. 

After  graduation  he  attended  the  Harvard  Law  School, 
receiving  the  degree  of  LL.B.  in  1886.  In  January  of  that 
year  he  was  admitted  to  the  Suffolk  County  (Massachusetts) 
Bar.  In  August,  1886,  he  moved  to  New  York  City  and 
entered  the  office  of  Peckham  &  Tyler,  iii  Broadway.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  Bar  of  New  York  State  May  12,  1887. 
He  remained  with  the  firm  of  Peckham  &  Tyler  until  its  dis- 
solution in  November,  1893,  and  on  January  i,  1894,  be- 
came a  member  of  the  firm  of  Tyler,  Pratt  &  Hibbard.  On 
January  i,  1898,  the  firm  name  was  changed  to  Tyler,  Pratt, 
Hibbard  &  McAlpin.  In  March,  1903,  the  firm  became  Hib- 
bard, Pratt  &  McAlpin,  and  so  remained  until  his  death.    Dur- 
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ing  the  later  years  of  his  life  he  had  built  up  an  excellent 
practice  and  was  counsel  for  a  number  of  large  estates  involv- 
ing high  responsibility.  Before  leaving  Massachusetts  he  had 
been  a  candidate  on  the  Democratic  ticket  for  the  Massachu- 
setts Legislature,  but  did  not  receive  the  election.  He  was 
twice  a  delegate  to  the  State  convention  of  the  Democratic 
party.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  presidential  campaign 
of  1892,  speaking  in  a  number  of  States,  and  in  the  autumn 
of  1897  he  spoke  frequently  on  behalf  of  Seth  Low  in  the 
campaign  preceding  the  municipal  election.  He  appeared 
frequently  during  two  sessions  before  committees  of  the 
New  York  State  Legislature  with  reference  to  bills  pending. 
He  was  counsel  in  a  large  number  of  cases  affecting  the 
elevated  railways  in  New  York  City  in  the  matter  of  dam- 
ages to  abutting  property.  He  was  one  of  a  committee  of 
the  New  York  Bar  formed  to  oppose  the  candidacy  of  Judge 
Maynard.  He  was  the  editor  of  twO'  of  the  American  Notes 
on  "  Smith's  Leading  Cases."  He  published  an  article  en- 
titled "  Elevated  Railway  Litigation  "  in  the  Harvard  Law 
Reviezv,  May,  1890.  He  was  appointed  by  Hon.  Richard 
Olney,  then  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States,  to  edit 
the  "  Opinions  of  the  Attorneys-General  of  the  United 
States  "  under  a  special  act  passed  by  Congress,  and  he  edited 
Volume  XX  thereof.  He  was  clerk  of  the  vestry  of  the  Church 
of  the  Messiah.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Hamilton  Club 
of  Brooklyn,  the  Harvard  Club  of  New  York,  the  New 
England  Society  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  of  other  or- 
ganizations. At  the  election  of  Class  officers,  preceding  the 
graduation  of  the  Class,  Hibbard  was  elected  secretary  of 
the  Class,  and  occupied  the  position  from  that  time  until  his 
death.  He  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  with  a  high 
degree  of  enthusiasm,  which  he  maintained  throughout,  fol- 
lowing the  careers  of  the  members,  recording  their  deeds, 
and  sharing  all  their  interests  with  the  greatest  devotion. 
The  first  report  published  by  him,  containing  the  college  rec- 
ords of  the  Class,  —  intellectual,  athletic,  and  social,  —  gives 
most  remarkably  complete  evidence  of  his  painstaking  resolve 
that  no  deed  of  the  Class  or  of  the  individual  members  thereof 
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should  go  unrecorded.  This  ambition  he  retained  during  the 
whole  period  of  his  service,  and  his  affection  for  the  Class 
and  devotion  to  its  interests  have  their  memorial  in  the  six 
volumes  of  complete  and  ably  compiled  reports  which  form 
the  history  of  the  Class  during  the  first  twenty  years  of  its 
career  after  graduation.  For  several  years  before  he  died 
he  had  been  in  delicate  health.  He  was  finally  attacked  by  an 
illness  proving  to  be  pneumonia,  which  resulted  in  his  death 
on  January  i6, 1906.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Class  follow- 
ing his  death,  a  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  Dar- 
ling, Clapp,  and  Frothingham,  to  frame  resolutions  expressive 
of  the  sorrow  of  the  Class  and  its  appreciation  of  his  devoted 
labors  in  its  behalf.  Resolutions  were  drawn  up  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Class  and  are  printed  on  page  324  of  this 
report. 

He  was  married  in  West  Troy,  New  York,  April  2t^,  1889, 
to  Elmira  Jackson,  daughter  of  the  late  J.  Russell  Coleman, 
of  West  Troy.  A  son,  Coleman,  was  born  May  5,  1892,  in 
Brooklyn,  New  York,  His  wife  died  in  Summit,  New  Jersey, 
on  July  31,  1895.  He  was  married  in  Unionville,  Connecticut, 
June  22,  1898,  to  Caroline  Tapley,  daughter  of  Rev.  David 
D,  Marsh  of  Farmington,  Connecticut.  A  son,  Richard  Dana, 
was  born  in  August,  1905. 

OMRI    FORD    HIBBARD 

Son  of  Edward  Luther  and  Charlotte  Ellen  (Ford) 
HiBBARD.  Born  in  East  Franklin,  Vermont,  July  11,  1861. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Goddard  Seminary,  Barre,  Vermont, 
and  at  Williston  Seminary,  East  Hampton,  Massachusetts. 

He  writes:  "Before  graduating  from  College  in  1884  I 
had  completed  the  first  year's  work  in  the  Harvard  Law 
School  and  I  immediately  entered  the  Harvard  Law  School 
with  advanced  standing  of  one  year,  I  graduated  from  the 
Law  School  in  1886  and  came  immediately  to  New  York, 
where  I  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  May,  1887.  I  have  prac- 
tised law  in  New  York  City  ever  since  that  time,  making  my 
residence  in  Brooklyn.  I  have  done  no  literary  work  to  speak 
of  except  that  I  contributed  notes  to  two  of  Smith's  Leading 
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Cases  in  the  ninth  American  edition  pubHshed  by  C.  H. 
Edson  &  Company  in  1889,  viz. :  Bickerdike  v.  Bollman, 
vol.  2,  p.  1273,  beginning  at  middle  of  page  1286 —  13  pages, 
and  Roe  v.  Tranmarr,  vol.  3,  p.  1780,  beginning  at  top  of 
page  1 79 1  —  7  pages.  I  have  done  little  or  no  political  work 
except  usually  to  vote  the  Republican  ticket.  I  am  vice-

CHARLES    ANDRESS    HOLMES 

Son  of  Charles  Southworth  and  Helen  Maria  (Russell) 
Holmes.  Born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  January  14,  1862.  Prepared 
for  college  at  public  schools  and  at  the  private  school  of  Rix 
and  Bahin,  Cincinnati. 

He  writes :  "  After  leaving  college  I  entered  the  employ  of 
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the  W.  S.  Merrill  Chemical  Company,  Cincinnati,  where  I 
remained  for  a  number  of  years.  In  1890  circumstances  made 
it  necessary  for  me  to  go  to  New  York,  where  I  engaged  in 
the  coffee  business  with  a  company  in  which  my  father  w'as 
largely  interested.  That  business  was  wound  up  in  1903  and 
I  returned  to  Cincinnati  to  resume  work  with  the  W.  S.  Mer- 
rill Chemical  Company,  of  which  I  had  previously  been  sec- 
retary. After  my  father's  death  in  1906  I  severed  my 
connection  with  the  Merrill  Company  for  reasons  which  were 
satisfactory  to  myself.

Prepared  for  college  at  Webster  Grammar  School,  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts,  and  Cambridge  High  School. 

He  writes:  "  In  the  '  Secretary's  Report  No.  i,'  I  am  cred- 
ited with  having  received  '  honorable  mention  in  Sanscrit.' 
Kindly  substitute  '  Semitic'  Otherwise  my  life  has  been  ac- 
curately outlined  in  the  various  reports  of  the  secretary  and 
is  in  brief  as  follows :  1884-85  I  was  a  student  at  the  Boston 
Theological  Institution,  my  purpose  being  to  become  a  Bap- 
tist minister.  Impaired  health  precluded  the  completion  of 
the  course.  In  1887,  enjoyed  a  brief  European  trip,  visiting 
England,  France,  and  Belgium.  In  1893,  became  associated 
with  my  father  in  the  grocery  business,  which  my  grand- 
father owned  and  conducted  in  Central  Square  for  sixty  years, 
and  continued  in  it  until  after  my  father's  death  in  1900. 
In  1902,  entered  the  real  estate  business,  in  part  because  it 
afforded  opportunity  for  out-of-door  work,  and  I  am  still 
in  this  business  in  Central  Square,  Cambridge.  With  the 
exception  of  two  years,  I  have  lived  for  thirty-four  years 
where  I  am  living  now,  on  Magazine  Street.  In  fact,  I  have 
never  lived  outside  of  Cambridge.  The  only  secular  organ- 
ization of  which  I  have  been  a  member  is  the  Citizens'  Trade 
Association  of  Cambridge,  and  I  have  held  no  office  except 
in   the  church.      Outside   of   business   hours   my   time   and 
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thought  are  almost  exclusively  devoted  to  home  and  church. 
Have  been  clerk  (and  assistant)  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Cambridge  since  May  26,  1893;  deacon  since  January  2, 
1 90 1.  Gave  the  historical  address  in  December,  1908,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  nineteenth  anniversary  of  the  church."

*JOHN    PARKER    HOLMES 

Son  of  Otis  Worthington  and  Ellen  Maria  (Claflin) 
Holmes.  Born  in  Milford,  Massachusetts,  July  18,  i860.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New 
Hampshire.  Died  in  West  Newton,  Massachusetts,  May  i, 
1904. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

Holmes'  early  childhood  was  spent  with  his  parents  in 
Philadelphia,  but  after  the  death  of  his  father  the  fam- 
ily returned  to  Milford  to  reside.  After  graduating  from 
the  Milford  High  School  he  entered  the  middle  class  at 
Exeter,  graduating  there  in  1880  and  entering  Harvard  in 
June  of  that  year  with  the  Class  of  '84.  In  college  he  was 
both  a  good  student  and  a  good  fellow.  Looking  forward, 
as  he  did,  to  the  medical  profession,  he  gave  a  good  deal  of 
attention  to  natural  history  and  scientific  courses.  He  gradu- 
ated cimi  laude  with  honorable  mention  in  natural  history. 
He  took  no  active  part  in  any  of  the  debating  societies,  and 
yet,  in  1883,  he  was  awarded  the  first  prize  in  the  Boylston 
prize  speaking  contest.  He  was  not  an  athlete,  but  was  fond 
of  athletic  sports,  and  enthusiastically  supported  all  the  teams. 
He  was  not  as  well  known  in  college  as  some  other  men,  but 
no  man  was  better  liked  than  he  by  the  men  who  Rnew  him 
well.  After  completing  his  college  course  he  entered  the  Har- 
vard Medical  School,  where  he  was  graduated  with  the  Class 
of  '87.  After  spending  a  year  or  so  in  leisure  and  travel  he 
opened  an  office  in  Milford  for  the  practice  of  his  profession. 
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Commencing  in  1892,  however,  he  resided  much  of  the  time 
in  New  York  City,  perfecting  himself  in  his  profession  in  the 
hospitals  and  schools  there.  He  went  abroad  for  study,  and, 
after  two  years'  sojourn  in  Germany,  he  opened  an  office  in 
Boston,  devoting  himself  exclusively  to  the  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  eye.  His  thorough  education  in  his  specialty 
was  promptly  recognized,  and  he  speedily  acquired  a  practice 
which  kept  him  a  very  busy  man  down  to  the  time  of  his 
last  illness.  He  was  an  esteemed  citizen  and  a  congenial 
companion. 

He  was  married  in  April,  1889,  to  Caroline  Calista  Fur- 
bush  of  Philadelphia,  who,  together  with  their  only  child, 
Eleanore,  survives  him.  J.  H.  M. 

CHARLES    LEWIS    HOLT 

Son  of  Samuel  Ward  and  Mary  Ann  (Richardson)  Holt. 
Born  in  Somerville,  Massachusetts,  June  5,  1861.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Somerville  High  School  and  Wesleyan  University, 
Middletown,  Connecticut. 

After  two  years'  service  on  the  Boston  Globe  he  entered 
the  employ  of  the  Walter  G.  Wilson  Company,  biscuit  manu- 
facturers, of  Philadelphia,  and  had  charge  of  their  branch 
in  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  Removed  to  New 
Bedford,  Massachusetts,  in  1893,  and  became  manager  of  the 
D.  A.  Snell  &  Company's  factory  of  the  New  York  Biscuit 
Company.  In  1898  he  went  to  New  York  City  to  the  Eastern 
Department  of  the  National  Biscuit  Company;  remained  in 
that  position  until  February,  1903,  when  he  became  manager 
of  the  Kennedy  Biscuit  Works  of  that  company  in  Cam- 
bridgeport,  Massachusetts,  which  position  he  still  holds.  Is  a 
non-resident  member  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  New  York  City.

Son  of  Otis  and  Elizabeth  (Burns)  Howe.  Born  in  New 
York  City,  November  15,  186 j.  Prepared  for  college  at  the 
Cambridge  High  School,  Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  Died  in 
Southampton,  Long  Island,  New  York,  September  16,  ipo8. 

"At  the  age  of  three  years  he  went  with  his  parents  tO'  reside 
in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  where  he  attended  small  private 
schools  and  the  Cambridge  High  School.  Upon  his  gradua- 
tion from  the  latter  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  he  entered  Harvard 
College,  where  he  took  the  full  four  years'  course,  graduating 
in  1884  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  was  much 
liked  by  his  college  classmates,  was  a  good  student,  and  took 
a  quiet  but  earnest  interest  in  college  and  Class  matters.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Hasty  Pudding  Club  and  the  Glee  Club. 
After  graduating  from  Harvard  he  attended  the  Institute 
of  Technology  in  Boston  for  a  year,  at  the  end  of  which 
time  he  took  up  the  study  of  architecture  in  Boston  in  the 
office  of  Hartwell  &  Richardson,  architects,  and  later  on 
in  the  office  of  Andrews  &  Jaques.  He  remained  with  the 
latter  firm  until  the  year  1888,  when  he  removed  to  New 
York  to  take  up  his  work  in  the  office  of  McKim,  Mead 
&  White,  with  whom  he  remained  until  1890,  when  he  went 
abroad  to  study  further  his  profession.  He  entered  the 
Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts  in  Paris  and  studied  there  for  a  period 
of  three  years.  Returning  to  New  York  City  in  1893,  he 
practised  his  profession  alone,  building  Apley  Court  and 
Westmorly,  dormitories  in  Cambridge,  Holworthy  Chambers 
in  New  York  City,  Hampton  Terrace  Hotel  in  Augusta, 
Georgia,  and  a  number  of  country  houses.  On  March  i,  1903, 
he  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Warren  &  Wetmore,  archi- 
tects, at  No.  3  East  33d  Street,  and  remained  with  them  until 
his  death.  During  his  association  with  Messrs.  Warren  & 
Wetmore  he  had  charge  of  the  management  and  general 
supervising  of  the  office.  While  not  particularly  identified 
with  any  special  work,  all  work  naturally  came  under  and 
benefited  by  his  experience  and  care.  His  partner,  Mr.  Whit- 
ney Warren,  writes  of  him  that  he  was  '  a  charming  fellow, 
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—  gentle,  straightforward,  and  painstaking,  qualities  most 
precious  in  his  profession.  He  had  a  keen  and  manly  idea 
of  the  aesthetics  rare  in  this  moment  of  effeminacy  and  de- 
generacy in  art.'  Howe  was  a  member  of  the  University  and 
Harvard  clubs  in  New  York  and  of  the  Society  of  Beaux  Arts 
Architects.  He  resided  at  No.  6i  East  73d  Street,  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  and  died,  after  a  short  illness,  September 
16,  1908,  at  Southampton,  Long  Island,  where  he  was  so- 
journing for  the  summer.  During  his  residence  in  New  York 
he  kept  closely  in  touch  with  many  of  the  members  of  his 
Class  and  had  numerous  friends,  to  whom  the  news  of  his 
death  came  as  a  great  shock.  As  appears  from  his  pictures, 
he  was  an  unusually  handsome  man,  whose  many  good  quali- 
ties were  apparent  to  all  who  met  him.

Born  in  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  June  25,  1863.  Prepared  for  col- 
lege with  E.  R.  Humphreys  in  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

After  graduation  he  lived  for  ten  years  in  Kenosha,  Wis- 
consin, then  moved  in  1894  to  Chicago,  Illinois.  His  princi- 
pal business  interests  until  1902  were  with  the  Northwestern 
Wire  Mattress  Company,  of  which  he  was  secretary  and 
manager;  the  First  National  Bank,  of  which  he  was  vice- 
president;  and  the  Northwestern  Loan  and  Trust  Company, 
of  which  he  was  a  director.  At  that  time  he  became  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  of  the  International  Harvester  Company 
of  Chicago.  In  1905  his  health  failed  and  he  retired  from 
business.  He  is  at  present  living  in  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado. 

He  was  married  in  St.  Augustine,  Florida,  February  3, 
1898,    to   Abby    Marion,    daughter   of    William    and    Clara 
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(Hamilton)   Deering,  and  has  one  child,  William  Deering, 
born  IMay  i6,  1900,    His  wife  died  November  17,  1906.

He  writes:  "After  leaving  college  in  1884,  I  returned  to 
San  Francisco  and  at  once  entered  the  employ  of  the  Oregon 
Improvement  Company,  at  that  time  a  branch  corporation  of 
the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Company.    I  acted  as  their  pur- 
chasing agent  in  San  Francisco,  and  remained  with  the  com- 
pany in  that  capacity  for  about  a  year.     I  then  decided  to 
study  law,  and  entered  the  office  of  Fox  &  Kellogg  in  San 
Francisco  for  that  purpose.

In  1905  I  came  East  for  the  first  time  since  college 
days  and  have  made  three  or  four  trips  since.    I  am  a  member

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vard  by  the  Zeta  Psi  Club ;  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, in  which  I  have  held  the  office  of  vice-president ;  of  the 
University  Club  of  San  Francisco,  and  of  the  Burlingame 
Country  Club  in  San  Mateo.  I  am  also  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  branch  of  the 
Archaeological  Society  of  America,  and  have  been  a  Mason 
for  many  years.  I  served  three  terms  of  three  years  each  as 
trustee  of  the  Belmont  School  District  in  which  I  live.  My 
oldest  son  is  married  and  engaged  in  business  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  second  is  in  the  United  States  Naval  Academy 
at  Annapolis,  and  the  youngest  will  enter  the  University  of 
California  this  coming  August."

WALTER  BRACKETT  LANCASTER 

Son  of  Charles  Bartlett  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (Brackett) 
Lancaster.  Born  in  Nezvton,  Massachusetts,  May  11,  186^. 
Prepared  for  college  at  the  Newton  High  School. 

After  graduation  he  entered  the  Harvard  Medical  School. 
His  health  broke  down  in  1886  and  he  was  out  of  school  for 
two  years.  He  received  degree  of  M.D.  Harvard  in  1889. 
He  spent  a  year  and  a  half  thereafter  in  Europe  studying 
medicine.  In  the  year  1891  he  began  practice  in  Wellesley 
Hills,  Massachusetts.  In  1892,  while  continuing  general  prac- 
tice in  Wellesley  Hills,  he  opened  an  office  in  Boston  for 
practice  as  an  oculist.  In  1893  received  appointment  as 
assistant  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  later  as  ophthalmic 
surgeon.  In  1897  he  gave  up  general  practice  and  moved 
his  residence  to  Boston,  his  place  in  Wellesley  Hills  being 
taken  by  our  classmate,  G.  N.  Jones.  In  1898  he  was  ap- 
pointed assistant  ophthalmic  surgeon  at  the  Massachusetts 
Charitable  Eye  and  E^r  Infirmary,  was  appointed  also  m- 
structor  in  the  Boston  Polyclinic.

Neighborhood  Club  of  West  Newton.

*CHARLES  STERRETT  LATHAM 

Son  of  James  Hoge  and  Henrietta  (Marshall)  Latham. 
Born  in  Sacramento,  California,  September  5,  1861.  Prepared 
for  college  with  private  tutor,  G.  L.  Sterling.  Died  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  July  21,  i8go. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  IV:  — 

On  the  2ist  of  July,  1890,  after  a  painful  illness  last- 
ing for  some  seven  years,  borne  wdth  remarkable  fortitude, 
patience,  and  resignation  to  his  lot,  our  classmate  died  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts.  At  the  time  of  his  admission  to 
Harvard  he  w^as  a  resident  of  Oakland,  California.  He  was 
in  college  a  member  of  the  Institute  of  1770  and  Hasty 
Pudding  Club,  and  was  a  great  favorite  and  much  beloved 
during  his  active  college  life  by  the  few  chosen  classmates 
whose  privilege  it  was  to  know  him  intimately.  But  it  is  in 
his  courage  and  cheerfulness  after  being  smitten  with  an  in- 
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curable  trouble  that  the  life  of  Latham  stands  out  most  clearly 
and  finds  its  truest  interpretation.  Up  to  1883  he  had  ap- 
peared a  special  example  of  manly  vigor  and  perfect  health. 
In  the  summer  preceding  our  senior  year  he  was  suddenly 
disabled  by  paralysis  of  the  lower  limbs.  For  seven  years 
he  was  an  intense  sufferer  from  that  trouble,  for  no  medical 
skill  ever  afforded  him  more  than  a  temporary  relief.  De- 
spite his  bodily  infirmity,  he  pursued  his  studies  as  faithfully 
and  steadily  as  his  health  permitted,  and  in  1888  was  given  a 
degree  as  of  the  Class  of  '84.  And  in  a  letter  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  class,  written  not  two  months  before  his  death, 
he  especially  requested  that  his  name  be  certainly  enrolled 
among  the  active  members  of  the  Class,  stating  that  his  one 
desire  had  been  to  have  his  name  included  among  the 
graduates  of  1884.  Meanwhile,  he  spent  all  the  time  his 
health  permitted  in  continuing  his  studies,  and  had  been  espe- 
cially interested  in  the  study  of  Dante  under  Prof.  Charles 
Eliot  Norton.  He  finally  determined  to  compete  for  the 
Dante  prize  and  selected  for  his  subject  the  translation  of 
Dante's  letters  with  historical  comments.  In  the  winter  of 
1889-90  his  constitution  again  gave  way,  but  in  May,  1890, 
he  was  able  to  submit  his  work  to  the  committee.  He  had 
not  learned  at  the  time  of  his  death  of  the  unanirnous  deci- 
sion of  the  committee  awarding  to  him  the  honor  he  coveted. 
A  memorial  edition  of  his  translation  was  published  after 
his  death  with  a  most  excellent  sketch  of  Latham's  life,  writ- 
ten by  Professor  Norton.  The  plucky,  manly  fight  he  made 
to  live,  if  that  were  God's  will,  the  unassuming,  quiet  devo- 
tion to  duty,  although  suffering  intense  pain,  the  calm  patience 
in  his  suffering,  all  combine  to  render  the  life  of  Charles 
Sterrett  Latham  a  noble  example  of  heroism  and  love  of  duty 
from  which  all  his  classmates  must  derive  eternal  profit. 

GEORGE    LEDLIE 

Son  of  General  James  Hewitt  and  Catherine  (Hees) 
Ledlie.  Born  in  Palatine  Bridge,  New  York,  January  24,  186 1. 
Prepared  for  college  at  private  schools,  Adams  Academy,  Qiiincy, 
Massachusetts,  and  Phillips  Exeter  Academy. 
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He  writes :  "There  does  not  seem  to  be  anything  of  especial 
interest  to  chronicle  about  myself  in  the  last  twenty-five  years, 
as  I  have  neither  written  a  book,  held  public  office,  got  mar- 
ried, nor  been  in  jail.  I  have  just  been  an  average  private 
citizen,  so  my  life  has  been  relatively  uneventful.  My  father 
was  what  is  called  a  Scotch-Irishman  though  his  mother  was 
English;  my  mother  was  an  American  of  Dutch  descent. 
The  most  interesting  thing  in  my  ancestry  was  the  fact  that 
my  great-grandfather,  James  Ledlie,  built  the  first  Unitarian 
Church  in  Antrim,  Ireland,  his  home,  out  of  his  own  fortune, 
and  the  Unitarian  services  are  still  held  in  it,  so  I  suppose  I 
rightfully  belonged  to  Harvard.  My  father's  home  was 
Utica,  New  York,  but  I  happened  to  be  born  at  my  grand- 
father's place,  Palatine  Bridge,  New  York.  As  a  small  boy, 
my  life  was  spent  between  New  York  City,  Utica,  and  Pala- 
tine Bridge,  New  York,  in  which  places  I  went  to  private 
schools,  and  in  1875  I  went  to  Adams  Academy,  Quincy,  Mas- 
sachusetts. From  there  I  passed  my  preliminaries  for  Har- 
vard but  went  to  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  for  one  year  before 
I  came  to  Harvard.  In  the  fall,  after  my  graduation,  through 
the  kindness  of  Professor  Dunbar,  I  entered  the  office  of  the 
Boston  Advertiser  as  a  reporter,  and  in  a  short  time  became 
the  assistant  city  editor.  On  account  of  my  health,  I  had  to 
give  this  up  and  go  abroad  in  the  summer  of  1886.  On  my 
return,  still  being  unable  to  stand  the  Boston  climate,  through 
Mr.  Charles  Francis  Adams,  I  went  to  the  Union  Pacific 
Railway,  general  superintendent's  office,  in  Omaha,  where  I 
lived  with  W.  H.  Baldwin,  '85,  and  various  other  Harvard 
men.  I  remained  there  one  year,  then  took  a  position  in  the 
general  freight  office  of  the  St.  Louis  &  San  Francisco  Rail- 
way Company  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  but  in  June,  1888, 
through  Mr.  John  A.  Dillon,  a  Harvard  man  of  the  Class 
of  '65,  who  was  the  editor  of  the  Post  Dispatch,  St.  Louis, 
I  accepted  the  position  of  Sunday  editor  of  that  paper.  I 
remained  there  until  May,  1891,  when  I  was  brought  to 
New  York  by  the  proprietor  of  the  New  York  World,  who 
was  also  the  proprietor  of  the  Post  Dispatch,  and  since  that 
time  have  been  connected  with  various  business  and  private 
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affairs  of  the  owner  of  those  papers.  I  have  been  a  resident 
of  the  city  of  New  York  since  1891,  but  have  spent  about 
one-third  of  the  time  in  Europe."  He  is  a  member  of  the 
University  Club  of  New  York. 

LOUIS    VALCOULON    LE    MOYNE 

Son  of  John  Valcoulon  and  Julia  (Murray)  Le  Moyne. 
Born  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  January  4,  i860.  Prepared  for  col- 
lege at  Chicago  High  School  and  with  private  tutor  in  Cambridge. 

He  writes :  "  After  graduation  I  went  into  patent  law 
and  practised  that  profession  for  about  ten  years  in  Chicago. 
About  eight  years  ago  I  decided  to  take  up  landscape  archi- 
tecture and  spent  between  two  and  three  years  in  Italy, 
France,  Germany,  and  England  studying  it.  For  the  last  few 
years  I  have  been  practising  this  interesting  profession  in 
Chicago  and  incidentally  gotten  out  a  book  on  country  resi- 
dences, rather  professional  in  character,  published  in  1908  by 
Doubleday,  Page  &  Company.  I  am  still  a  crank  on  athletics 
and  devoted  to  golf,  tennis,  walking,  and  skating.  The  clubs 
in  which  I  have  been  constantly  active  are  the  University 
Club,  the  Onwentzia  Golf  Club,  and  a  local  Tennis  Club.

Son  of  Henry  and  Jane  (Hart)  Levy.  Born  in  New  York 
City,  April  20,  186^.  Prepared  for  college  zuith  A.  Illch  and  G. 
Erdmann,  tutors.    Died  in  New  York,  January  2,  i8pp. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  V :  — 

Levy  changed  his  name  to  Ley  ton,  after  he  graduated, 
for  personal  reasons.  After  his  graduation,  Leyton  studied 
for  three  years  at  the  medical  school  connected  with  Co- 
lumbia University,  and  on  receiving  his  M.D.,  began  to 
practise  medicine  in  New  York  City,  and  continued  to  do 
so  until  his  death  on  January  2.  1899.  He  held  various 
dispensary  positions  at  the  hospitals  in  New  York,  and  was 
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earnestly  attached  to  his  chosen  profession.  He  suffered, 
however,  a  good  deal  from  ill-health  throughout  his  profes- 
sional career.  To  those  who  knew  him  Leyton  was  agree- 
able and  companionable.  He  always  kept  up  a  live  interest 
in  his  university  and  in  his  own  class.  Leyton  was  a  member 
of  the  Harvard  Club  of  New  York  City,  and  resided  during 
a  portion  of  the  time  at  Montclair,  New  Jersey. 

PHILIP    LIVINGSTON

ingston. Born  in  New  York  City,  November  p,  1861.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Cutler's  School. 

Entered  with  the  Class  of  '85,  but  graduated  in  1884. 
In  1886  he  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  New  York  State,  since 
which  time  he  has  practised  law  in  New  York  City. 

He  was  married  in  New  York,  April  16,  1890,  to  Juliet 
Birckhead,  daughter  of  William  Henry  and  Ella  (Birck- 
head)  Morris  of  Morristown,  New  Jersey.  She  died  at  Bar 
Harbor,  Maine,  September  16,  1908. 

*EDWARD    HASKELL    LOUNSBURY 

Son  of  CoL.  William  Henry  and  Louise  (Sweetser)  Louns- 
BURY.  Born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  October  y,  1862. 
Prepared  for  college  at  the  Woburn  High  School,  Woburn, 
Massachusetts.    Died  in  Woburn,  December  j,  IQ06. 

After  graduating  from  Harv- ard,  he  taught  school  in  Hollis, 
New  Hampshire,  and  Woburn,  Massachusetts,  until  1890, 
He  then  took  up  the  study  of  law  and  later  was  admitted  to 
the  Suffolk  Bar.  In  1890-92  he  was  clerk  of  the  Common 
Council  in  Woburn,  and  in  January,  1893,  was  elected  city 
clerk  to  fill  an  unexpired  term,  and  a  month  later  was  elected 
to  that  office  for  a  year.  As  city  clerk  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters  and  served  on  the  Commis- 
sion on  the  Revision  of  Ordinances.  After  his  admission  to 
the  bar,  he  opened  offices  in  Boston,  where  he  practised  his 
profession  until  the  time  of  his  death.  At  that  time  he  was 
counsel  and  a  director  of  the  Boston  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company,     He  was  commander  of  C.  B.  Winn  Camp  66, 
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Sons  of  Veterans.  He  was  advanced  to  the  position  of 
Judge  Advocate  General  of  the  National  Department  and 
served  with  great  success  as  commander  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  the  order.

Son  of  Reuben  Franklin  and  Martha  Ann  (Whittle) 
LovERiNG.  Born  in  Deering,  Nezv  Hampshire,  December  p, 
1862.  Prepared  for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter, 
New  Hampshire.    Died  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  May  s,  1884. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  I :  — 

Lovering's  father  died  when  he  was  a  small  boy,  but  his 
mother  spared  no  efforts  to  give  him  a  college  education. 
He  fitted  for  Harvard  at  Tilton  Academy  and  at  Exeter 
and  was  admitted  with  honors  in  June,  1880.  He  was  a 
brilliant  scholar,  and  when  one  considers  how  much  out- 
side tutoring  he  did  while  pursuing  his  own  studies  his 
high  standing  must  appear  truly  wonderful.  He  was  for 
two  years  a  member  of  the  baseball  nine,  and  was  probably 
the  best  fielder  the  nine  has  ever  possessed.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  <l>  B  K,  n  H,  and  Natural  History  societies. 
He  was  a  great  favorite  among  his  classmates.  He  was 
frank  and  generous.  He  had  a  large  circle  of  acquaintances, 
all  of  whom  cherished  his  warm  friendship.  In  his  death, 
May  3,  1884,  the  world  was  deprived  of  one  who  bade  fair 
to  be  most  useful  to  it. 

JESSE    LOWMAN 

Son  of  James  and  Bertha  (Werner)  Lowman.  Born  in 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  October  i,  1863.  Prepared  for  college  at  the 
Hughes  High  School,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

He  graduated  from  the  Harvard  Law  School  in  1887  and 
has  been  engaged  since  then  in  the  practice  of  law  in  Cin- 
cinnati, where  he  has  been  secretary  of  the  Cincinnati  Bar 
Association.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Gold  Democratic  Con- 
vention held  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  1896,  and  was  a  candidate 
for  State  Senator  on  the  Democratic  ticket  in  1903.    He  was 
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corporation  counsel  (city  solicitor")  of  Cincinnati  in  1906  and 
1907,  having  been  elected  to  that  office  on  the  Democratic 
ticket  in  November,  1905.  He  has  written  various  essays 
published  in  the  Ohio  Law  Bulletin  and  other  publications.

He  writes :  "  President  Eliot  once  told  a  story  of  an  emi- 
nent artist  who,  having  got  the  promise  of  the  toastmaster  at 
an  alumni  dinner  that  he  would  not  be  called  upon  for  a 
speech,  sat  throughout  the  proceedings  and  gazed  intently 
about  him  at  the  men  present.  A  few  days  later  the  Presi- 
dent, meeting  him  on  the  street,  asked  him  why  he  gazed  so 
attentively  at  those  present  at  the  dinner.  His  answer  was: 
*  Great  Scott !  Those  heads ! '  We  have  those  heads  among 
the  Class  of  '84  and  no  class  can  boast  of  such  heads.  There- 
fore I  will  use  but  little  space  to  tell  all  about  my  everyday 
life.

He  writes :  "  My  life,  since  graduation,  has  been  quite  un- 
eventful and  very  delightful,  —  so  much  so  that  I  wish  I  had 
as  many  of  them  as  a  cat,  if  all  could  be  as  satisfactory  as 
this  first  one.  I  have  had  no  fixed  occupation,  but  have  never 
found  time  hang  heavy  on  my  hands ;  there  is  always  plenty 
and  over  to  do,  so  much  so  that  I  have  sometimes  envied  the 
leisure  of  my  friends  and  classmates  who  had  real  offices  with 
their  names  on  the  doors.  I  have  enjoyed  about  the  usual

JOHN    MacDUFFIE 

Son  0/ John  and  Hannah  Elizabeth  (Givens)  MacDuffie. 
Born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  May  16,  1861.  Prepared 
for  college  at   Cambridge  High  School. 

He  writes :  "  I  spent  the  year  after  graduation  in  Cam- 
bridge in  journalistic  work  and  study.     The  following  year 
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I  began  teaching,  to  which  profession  I  have  devoted  myself 
ever  since.  In  1886  I  was  principal  of  the  Kingston  High 
School,  Kingston,  Massachusetts,  and  the  next  year  was  as- 
sociate principal  of  the  Prospect  High  School,  Greenfield, 
Massachusetts.  In  1890  I  bought  in  Springfield  the  fine  old 
estate  of  the  late  Samuel  Bowles  of  the  Springfield  Repub- 
lican, and  established  a  small  home  school  for  girls.  We  had 
noticed  from  a  study  of  girls'  schools  that  few  actually  com- 
bined a  careful  home  life  and  liberal  culture  with  intellectual 
training  along  progressive  pedagogical  lines.  This  is  what 
we  have  tried  to  do.  I  say  '  we '  because  the  chief  factor  in 
carrying  out  this  plan  has  been  my  wife,  a  Radcliffe  graduate, 
and  a  most  successful  teacher  and  educator.  The  development 
of  the  school  has  been  gratifying.  Two  adjoining  estates 
have  been  purchased  and  a  modern  schoolhouse  and  dormitory 
have  been  built.  The  school  now  occupies  four  buildings,  but 
better  still  is  the  recognition  of  the  school's  ideal  and  accom- 
plishment among  a  thoughtful  and  cultivated  constituency. 
The  school  opened  this  year  with  forty-one  girls  in  residence, 
the  largest  number  ever  received.  We  shall  begin  next  year 
with  fifty  and  beyond  that  we  do  not  care  to  grow ;  a  larger 
number  would  mean  at  least  a  partial  sacrifice  of  the  careful 
individual  treatment  and  home  environment  which  have  given 
the  school  any  distinction  it  may  have.  While  in  Greenfield 
I  spent  a  large  part  of  a  year  on  the  London  Chaucer  Con- 
cordance then  being  prepared  by  the  London  Chaucer  Society. 
Two  years  later  I  took  a  course  in  classical  reading  under 
direction  of  Professors  Drisler  and  Peck  of  Columbia.  In 
1895  I  received  the  degree  of  Ph.D.  from  Lombard  Univer- 
sity, Gaiesburg,  Illinois,  for  work  in  history.  I  am  a  member 
of  the  National  Educational  Association,  Massachusetts  Clas- 
sical Teachers'  Association,  Harvard  Teachers'  Association, 
American  Economic  Association,  American  Statistical  Asso- 
ciation, Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  the  Masonic 
Order  of  Knights  Templars." 

He  was  married  in  Greenfield,  Massachusetts,  August  10, 
1886,  to  Abby,  daughter  of  Rev.  James  Challis  and  Etta 
Austin    (Blaisdell)    Parsons    of    Greenfield,    Massachusetts.

JAMES    HENRY    McINTOSH 

Son  of  John  Calder  and  Jane  (McLennan)  McIntosh. 
Born  on  a  farm  in  the  northwestern  corner  of  Jefferson  County, 
Ohio,  December  10,  i8§8.  Prepared  for  college  at  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy. 

He  writes :  "  After  graduation  I  studied  law  in  the  office 
of  Webster  &  Angell  in  Cleveland  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Ohio  bar  in  June,  1886.  After  serving  a  period  of  law  clerk- 
ship in  the  office  where  I  studied,  I  removed  from  Cleveland 
to  Omaha,  Nebraska,  in  April,  1887.  ^^  Omaha  I  became  a 
law  clerk  to  the  Hon.  John  L.  Webster,  then  City  Attorney. 
The  work  devolving  upon  me  consisted  of  the  work  after- 
wards done  by  an  office  not  then  existing,  but  created  later 
and  known  as  that  of  Assistant  City  Attorney.  It  was  all 
legitimate  lawyer's  business  and  gave  me  valuable  experience 
and  acquaintance.  My  arrangement  with  Mr.  Webster  was 
that  I  should  have  all  the  time  I  needed  for  doing  any  busi- 
ness I  might  be  asked  to  do  for  clients  of  my  own.  The  result 
was  that  I  gradually  gained  a  small  clientage,  and  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1889,  formed  a  partnership  with  Warren  Switzler,  of 
the  Omaha  bar,  a  man  some  ten  years  my  senior  and  well 
established  at  the  bar.  Our  partnership  continued  until  Jan- 
uary I,  1894,  when  the  agreement  expired.  After  that  I  had 
no  professional  associate,  preferring  to  practise  on  my  own 
responsibility  with  the  assistance  of  competent  clerks.  Among 
my  Nebraska  clients  was  the  New  York  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany. In  March,  1903,  I  happened  to  be  in  Lincoln,  Ne- 
braska, defending  a  case  for  the  New  York  Life,  and  while 
there  received  a  telegram  from  the  home  office  of  the  com- 
pany, asking  me  to  come  to  New  York  at  their  expense  as 
they  wanted  to  see  me.  They  did  not  know  that  I  was  then 
engaged  in  trying  a  case  for  them.  I  got  an  instruction  for 
the  defendant  in  this  case,  the  verdict  being  signed  by  Wil- 
liam Jennings  Bryan,  who  was  foreman  of  the  jury.  I  at 
once  went  to  New  York  and  engaged  with  the  company  to 
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come  to  them  permanently  July  i,  1903,  as  general  solicitor 
for  the  company.  I  have  been  engaged  by  the  New  York 
Life  Insurance  Company  as  general  solicitor  since  July  i, 
1903,  and  as  general  counsel  since  August,  1906.  I  have 
not  had  any  other  job  than  that  of  a  plodding  lawyer.  I  have 
done  nothing  that  was  literary,  scientific,  or  entitled  to  be 
called  political.  In  Nebraska  I  took  something  of  an  interest 
in  politics  and  jollied  various  crowds  during  the  period  of 
political  campaigns  for  the  last  six  or  seven  years  I  lived  in 
the  State.  I  have  rendered  no  public  service.  In  Omaha  I 
was  a  member  of  the  Omaha  Club,  the  Omaha  Country  Club, 
and  some  organizations  of  less  local  importance.  In  New 
York  I  am  a  member  of  the  Harvard  Club,  the  Ohio  Society, 
the  St.  Andrew  Society,  and  the  Bar  Association." 

He  was  married  in  Omaha,  Nebraska,  April  28,  1890,  to 
Claire,  daughter  of  Charles  Bradley  and  Mary  (Wilkins)

WILLIAM    LENHART    McPHERSON 

Son  of  Edward  and  Annie  (Crawford)  McPherson.  Born 
in  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  May  2^,  186 j.  Prepared  for  col- 
lege at  the  Preparatory  School  of  Pennsylvania  College.  Re- 
ceived the  degree  of  A.B.  from  Pennsylvania  College  in  j88j. 

After  graduating  from  Harvard  he  was  in  the  graduate 
department  during  the  year  1884-85,  receiving  the  degree  of 
A.M.  during  that  time.  He  then  entered  the  service  of  the 
New  York  Tribune,  since  which  he  has  been  associated  with 
that  paper  as  editor  and  staff  correspondent.  From  1889  to 
1902  he  was  attached  as  correspondent  to  the  Washington 
Bureau  of  the  Tribune.  In  1899  he  was  their  correspondent 
in  Cuba.  From  1902  to  1903  he  was  editorial  writer  on  the 
Washington  Times.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  editorial 
writer  on  the  Neiu  York  Tribune  and  is  editor  of  the  Tribune 
Almanac.

Son  of  Thaddeus  Sobeiski  and  Jane  (Smith)  Mandell. 
Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  June  /j,  1861.  Prepared  for 
college  at  the  Newton  High  School,  Newton,  Massachusetts. 
Died  in  Boston,  December  8,  i8p§. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  V :  — 

A  sense  of  peculiar  and  personal  loss  must  have  come 
to  very  many  '84  men  when  they  heard  of  the  death  of 
"  Ted "  Mandell.  After  a  brief  illness,  and  when  there 
seemed  to  be  good  hopes  of  his  recovery,  he  died  in  Bos- 
ton of  heart  failure  on  December  8,  1895.  Henry  Fauntle- 
roy  Mandell  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  on  June  15, 
1 86 1.  Here  and  in  Paterson,  New  Jersey,  he  passed  his 
childhood ;  but  most  of  us  knew  him  only  as  a  Newton  boy, 
for  to  that  suburb  of  Boston  his  mother  removed  while  Man- 
dell was  still  a  boy,  and  there  he  fitted  for  college.  He  en- 
tered with  the  Class  of  '84,  an  almost  unknown  stranger,  but 
he  sprang  at  once  into  a  position  of  well-deserved  popularity. 
We  doubt  if  in  recent  years  there  has  been  an  instance  of  a 
man  who  entered  college  with  so  few  friends  and  left  it  with 
so  many  as  did  Mandell.  It  is  hard  to  say  just  what  charac- 
teristic endeared  him  even  to  mere  acquaintances.  It  was 
a  happy  blending  of  manliness,  gentleness  in  its  best  sense, 
ready  sympathy,  and  unfailing  good  nature  which  made  him 
the  most  delightful  of  companions.  Yet  he  was  not  one  of 
those  to  whom  the  University  offers  merely  four  years  of 
enjoyment  and  good-fellowship.  He  could  and  did  work 
hard  in  subjects  which  interested  him,  notably  in  history, 
and  had  he  specialized  in  this  line  he  could  easily  have  won 
the  honors  which,  at  one  time,  he  coveted.  He  was  always 
an  athlete,  and  to  track  athletics  he  devoted  much  of  his 
time,  winning  credit  thereby,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  for 
his  Class  and  his  college.  Doubtless  many  who  knew  Mandell 
only  as  a  mainstay  of  college  theatricals  think  chiefly  of  his 
ready  wit  which  could  in  an  instant  supply  the  place  of  for- 
gotten lines.    But  those  who  knew  him  more  intimately  were 
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fully  aware  that  beneath  the  surface  there  lay  an  undercurrent 
of  rare  earnestness.  He  was  passionately  fond  of  poetry  and 
music,  and  these  stood  him  in  good  stead  in  later  years  when 
trouble  and  anxiety  were  his  constant  companions.  After 
graduating  he  spent  a  year  in  foreign  travel  with  two  of  his 
classmates,  and  on  his  return  to  Boston  in  1885  he  settled 
down  to  work.  His  business  enterprises  were  not  financially 
successful  at  first,  and  few  of  us  knew  what  it  cost  him  some- 
times to  preserve  the  appearance  of  buoyant  optimism  which 
he  maintained  to  the  very  last.  Only  a  few  months  before 
his  death  the  tide  in  his  affairs  changed,  and  we  all  looked 
forward  to  a  successful  business  career  for  him,  when  sud- 
denly a  slight  cold,  developing  into  pneumonia,  sent  him  to 
a  private  hospital  in  Boston,  and  before  we  realized  that  he 
was  seriously  ill  the  summons  came  to  attend  his  funeral. 
He  was  buried  from  the  rooms  on  Mt.  Vernon  Street,  which 
he  had  occupied  continuously  since  his  return  from  abroad. 
The  little  room  where  he  lay  was  crowded  that  day  with 
true  mourners,  and  no  better  testimony  could  be  borne  to  the 
love  in  which  he  was  held  than  the  universal  feeling  among 
his  countless  friends  to-day  that  life  lost  something  of  its 
hopefulness  and  brightness  when  Ted  Mandell  was  taken 
from  it.  W.  C.  S. 

CHARLES    MARSH    MARVIN 

Son  of  Charles  Marsh  and  Frances  A.  (Cottrell)  Mar- 
vin. Born  in  Peekskill,  Nezv  York,  May  22,  1864.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Alfred  University,  Alfred,  New  York. 

After  graduation  he  took  the  post-graduate  course,  receiv- 
ing the  degree  of  A.M.  in  1885.  He  studied  medicine  for  a 
year,  but  decided  to  take  up  the  profession  of  law  instead  and 
entered  upon  a  course  of  study  to  that  end  in  1886.  While 
he  was  reading  law,  until  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
Syracuse,  New  York,  on  May  5,  1890,  he  was  a  teacher  in  the 
advanced  business  course  in  the  Elmira  School  of  Commerce. 
He  was  also  employed  as  an  expert  accountant  in  several  im- 
portant legal  cases.

party. 

FRANK    ATLEE    MASON 

Son  of  David  Haven  a)id  Sarah  Wilson  (White)  Mason. 
Born  in  Nezvton,  Massachusetts,  April  12,  1862.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Newton  High  School,  Newton,  Massachusetts. 

After  graduation  he  remained  a  year  in  the  Harvard  Law 
School  and  afterwards  attended  lectures  at  the  Boston  Uni- 
versity Law  School  while  studying-  law  in  the  office  of  his 
brother,  Edward  H.  Mason.  After  a  year  of  travel  in 
Europe,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Suffolk  County  (Massa- 
chusetts) Bar  in  June,  1888.  Since  that  time  he  has  been 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  general  law  and  conveyancing, 
with  offices  at  31  Milk  Street,  Boston.  He  is  secretary  of 
the  Newton  Historical  Society,  a  trustee  of  the  Newton 
Cemetery  Corporation,  and  a  member  of  several  local  clubs. 

He  was  married  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  October  6, 
1897,  to  Lillian,  daughter  of  Israel  Dutton  and  Harriet 
Adeline  (Hardy)  Balch,  and  has  two  daughters,  Mabel, 
born  August  27,  1898,  and  Eleanor,  born  August  15,  1902. 

ROBERT    SHAW    MINTURN 

Son  of  Robert  Bowne  and  Susanna  (Shaw)  Minturn. 
Born  in  New  York,  August  21,  1863.  Prepared  for  college  at 
St.  Paul's  School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire. 

He  writes :  "  Throughout  our  senior  year,  while  I  was  on 
'  leave  of  absence '  from  college  and  for  some  months  after 
our  graduation,  I  served  as  a  clerk  in  the  banking  house  of 
Drexel,  Morgan  &  Company  (now  J.  P.  Morgan  &  Com- 
pany), recording,  during  the  hot  summer  of  1884,  the  letter 
of  credit  drafts  of  more  fortunate  classmates  who  were  trav- 
elling in  Europe.  In  October,  1884,  I  gave  up  business, 
entering  the  law  office  of  Stewart  &  Boardman  and  the  Co- 
lumbia Law  School,  being  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in 
May,  1886,  and  obtaining  the  degree  of  LL.B.  from  Colum- 
bia in  the  same  month.    I  was  then  associated  with  the  legal 
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firm  of  Stewart  &  Sheldon  until  1889,  since  which  time  I 
have  practised  law  on  my  own  account,  principally  on  lines 
connected  with  the  management  of  estates  and  trust  funds. 
Since  1885  I  have  made  a  great  many  visits  to  Europe;  one 
with  Wyetli  in  1889,  though  very  brief,  being  particularly 
memorable  for  a  delightful  riding  trip  through  Surrey,  Hamp- 
shire, Wiltshire,  and  Dorset.  Wyeth  now  says  the  delight 
was  mostly  on  my  side.  In  1898  I  went  up  the  Nile  to  the 
borders  of  the  Soudan,  at  the  time  of  the  battle  of  Atbara, 
travelling  later  in  Syria  and  also  in  Greece.  In  1904,  with 
my  younger  brother  who  had  just  graduated  from  Harvard, 
I  passed  two  months  in  Japan,  reaching  there  just  before  the 
battle  of  Laio-Yang  and  leaving  shortly  after  the  battle  of 
Sha  Ho,  a  wonderfully  interesting  trip.  We  met  a  number 
of  the  leading  Japanese  soldiers,  lawyers,  and  public  men, 
many  of  the  latter,  including  Marquis  Ito  and  Baron  Komura, 
attending  the  joint  dinner  at  Tokyo  of  the  Harvard  Club 
and  the  Yale  Association,  at  which  about  a  hundred  of  us  sat 
down,  a  score  or  so  being  Americans  (among  them  White 
of  our  Class)  and  the  rest  Japanese.  It  is  worth  noting  that 
a  Japanese  Yale  man,  professor  of  law  in  one  of  their  col- 
leges, said  in  his  after-dinner  speech  that  it 's  not  the  Har- 
vard and  Yale  men  among  the  Japanese  who  understand  each 
other's  point  of  view  and  hold  the  same  ideals,  but  the  Oxford 
and  Cambridge  men  as  well.  They  all  stand  together,  he  said, 
in  what  they  want  and  in  what  they  work  for  in  Japanese 
life;  in  their  opposition,  on  the  one  hand,  to  the  too  conserva- 
tive old  Japanese  spirit  and,  on  the  other,  to  the  German 
systems  which  would  reduce  everything  to  some  kind  of  a 
'  schaft.'  Shortly  after  my  marriage  in  January,  1906,  I 
went  abroad  with  my  wife  for  nearly  a  year,  travelling  in 
Italy,  Switzerland,  Germany,  France,  and  Spain.  The  year 
1907  we  passed  in  New  York  and  Canada,  going  abroad 
again  in  the  spring  of  1908,  and  travelling  in  Egypt,  Syria, 
Greece,  Italy,  Austria,  Germany,  France,  and  England.  A 
week  in  Jerusalem  and  another  in  Athens  in  May  were  of 
unforgettable  beauty.  For  twenty-five  years  I  have  borne 
some  part  in  the  many  and  diverse  attempts  made  to  secure

civilized  government  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  I  have  also 
taken  an  interest  in  philanthropic  work  in  connection  first 
with  the  Charity  Organization  Society  and  later  with  the 
Association  for  Improving  the  Condition  of  the  Poor,  hav- 
ing been  for  some  time  chairman  of  the  First  District  Com- 
mittee of  the  former  and  now,  for  a  number  of  years,  the 
treasurer  of  the  latter.  Under  the  lead  of  Sexton  I  worked  in 
the  '  Anti-snap  '  movement  in  New  York  in  1892,  going  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Syracuse  convention  and  later  as  a  protesting 
delegate  to  the  Chicago  convention,  at  which  Cleveland  was 
nominated.  I  was  also  treasurer  of  the  committee  of  Demo- 
cratic lawyers  that  made  an  independent  and  successful  fight 
against  the  election  of  Judge  Maynard  tO'  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals. Whenever  it  is  possible  I  try  to  vote  the  Democratic 
ticket,  as  I  am  a  free  trader  and  opposed  to  privilege.  For  a 
number  of  years  my  life  has  been  rather  that  of  an  observer, 
of  good-will,  than  of  a  doer  of  any  recordable  deeds.  I  am 
a  member  of  the  Century,  Knickerbocker,  University,  Har- 
vard, and  Down  Town  clubs,  and  of  the  Association  of  the 
Bar  of  New  York." 

He  was  married  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  January 
22,  1906,  to  Bertha  Howard,  youngest  daughter  of  Howard 
and  Mary  Louisa  (Brown)   Potter  of  New  York. 

JAMES    LEE    MITCHELL 

Son  of  Henry  Lee  and  Martha  Washington  (Bradbury) 
Mitchell.  Born  in  Limerick,  Maine,  January  2^,  1864.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  High  School,  Rock  Island,  Illinois,  and 
Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Massachusetts. 

Studied  for  the  ministry  at  the  Union  Theological  Semi- 
nary in  New  York  City,  graduating  in  1887.  Was  pastor  of 
the  First  Congregational  Church,  Cadillac,  Michigan,  for  two 
years  and  of  the  Grand  Avenue  Congregational  Church  in 
New  Haven,  Connecticut,  for  eleven  years.  In  April,  1901, 
he  became  pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Attleboro, 
Massachusetts,  and  he  still  continues  to  occupy  that  position. 
In   1896  he  received  the  degree  of  Ph.D.  from  Yale. 

He  was  married  in  Cadillac,  Michigan,  April  14,  1891,  to 
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Maud  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Augustus  Wright  and  Wealthie 
(Dimmock)  Valentine  of  Cadillac. 

FRAZER   LIVINGSTON    MONTAGUE 

Son  of  George  Little  and  Catherine  Watson  Frazer 
(Prescott)  Montague.  Born  in  Dcdham,  Massachusetts,  July 
^3>  1858-  Prepared  for  college  at  the  Boston  Latin  School, 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  and  under  private  tutor. 

In  the  autumn  of  1876  he  entered  the  freshman  Class  of 
'80,  but  was  obliged  to  leave  on  account  of  ill  health  at  the 
beginning  of  his  sophomore  year,  and  for  the  next  three 
years  he  spent  most  of  his  time  on  a  farm  in  the  mountains 
of  West  Virginia.  During  the  year  1881-82  he  returned 
to  Cambridge  and  took  some  special  courses,  and  in  the 
autumn  of  1883  he  regularly  entered  the  senior  Class  of 
'84  and  was  graduated  as  of  that  Class  in  June,  1884.  After 
graduation  he  prepared  to  be  an  architect,  and  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  was  a  draughtsman  in  various  offices  in  Boston, 
and  later  formed  a  partnership  with  a  Mr.  Read  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  which  lasted  for  about  three  years.

from  Rheinisch   Friedrich  Wilhelm's  Universitat   in   Bonn. 
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From  1887  to  1889  he  studied  research  work  in  chemistry 
with  Prof.  C.  L.  Jackson  at  Harvard  College  Laboratory.

JOHN    WELLS    MORSS 

Son  of  Charles  Anthony  a7id  Mary  Elizabeth  (Wells) 
MoRSS.  Born  in  Wells,  Maine,  December  75,  1862.  Prepared 
for  college  at  the  Boston  Latin  School,  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

After  graduation  he  entered  the  Harvard  Law  School,  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1887.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar 
of  Massachusetts  in  the  same  year.  After  a  year  in  a  law 
office,  he  was  compelled  by  ill  health  to  give  up  practice  for 
six  years,  during  the  latter  part  of  which  period  he  spent  much 
time  camping,  ranching,  and  mining  in  the  West.  In  1904  he 
resumed  the  law,  in  the  practice  of  which  in  Boston  he  has 
since  continued.  He  is  a  member  of  the  University,  Exchange, 
and  Brae-Burn  Country  clubs  of  Boston  and  the  Harvard 
Club  of  New  York,  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Old  South  Society  in  Boston,  a  trustee  of  Bradford  Acad- 
emy, and  director  of  several  business  corporations.

Prepared  for  college 
at  Lazvrence  School,  South  Boston,  and  the  Boston  Latin 
School. 
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He  writes :  "  After  graduating,  I  taught  in  the  Boston 
Latin  School  for  nine  years,  and  then  entered  the  Harvard 
Law  School  where  I  studied  two  years.  In  1896,  I  became 
private  secretary  to  Josiah  Quincy,  mayor  of  Boston,  and 
held  the  position  for  three  years,  when  I  entered  the  city  law 
department  as  assistant  city  solicitor.  Since  my  retirement 
from  the  law  department  I  have  been  engaged  in  private 
practice  of  the  law.

In  the  autumn  of  1886  he  went  to  New  York,  where, 
after  continuing  his  studies  of  law  in  an  office,  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  the  autumn  of  1887.  He  began  the  prac-

After  graduation,  as  holder  of  the  John  Thornton  Kirk- 
land  fellowship  of  Harvard  University,  he  applied  himself 
to  research  work  in  chemistry  in  the  laboratory  of  Professor 
von  Baeyer  in  Munich.  After  returning  to  America  in  1887, 
he  was  chemist  at  Purdue  University  in  Lafayette,  Indiana. 
From  1889  to  1892  he  did  research  work  in  organic  chemistry 
at  Clark  University,  Worcester,  Massachusetts.  In  1892  he 
became  chemist  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  having  charge 
of  the  chemical  department,  in  which  connection  he  looked 
after  the  internal  arrangement  of  the  Kent  Laboratory,  which 
was  dedicated  January  i,  1904.

Prepared  for  college  at  Phillips  Andover  Academy. 

During  the  years  1884  to  1887  he  taught  at  Westport, 
Massachusetts,  and  at  Rouse's  Point,  New  York.  He  studied 
theology  at  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York 
City  and  at  the  Yale  Divinity  School,  from  which  he  gradu- 
ated in  1890.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church, 
Pataha,  Washington,  from  1891  to  1893  ;  pastor  of  the  Edge- 
water  Congregational  Church  of  Seattle,  Washington,  from 
1894  to  1902;  superintendent  of  the  Congregational  Church 
Extension  Society  of  Seattle  from  1902  to  1904,  and  pastor 
of  the  Union  Congregational  Church  of  Seattle  from  1902 
to  1906.

Prepared  for  college  at  Philadelphia  Central  High  School  and 
with  Dr.  William  H.  Klapp,  tutor. 

He  writes :  "  My  occupation  since  graduation  has  been  earn- 
ing my  Hving,  mainly  through  teaching.  A  large  part  of  this 
teaching  has  been  what  might  be  called  private  tutoring,  al- 
though it  has  all  been  done  in  Cambridge  and  has  been  entirely 
in  connection  with  either  college  courses  or  work  preparatory 
to  college,  in  later  years  mainly  the  latter.  I  have  printed 
nothing  of  public  interest,  the  large  number  of  pamphlets  that 
I  have  sent  to  press  being  all  connected  with  my  work  in 
teaching.  I  have  occupied  no  public  office,  and  my  life  might 
be  taken  as  the  type  of  one  that  has  been  extremely  busy  and 
yet  very  quiet.

Son  of  Daniel  Andrew  and  Ellen  (Landers)  Noonan. 
Born  in  South  Boston,  Massachusetts,  August  2^,  1861.    Pre- 
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pared  for  college  at  the  Lincoln  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School,  Boston,  Massachusetts.  Died  in  Jamaica  Plain, 
Massachusetts,  May  ip,  190'j. 

After  his  graduation  from  Harvard  he  studied  law  at  the 
Boston  University  Law  School,  graduating  from  there  in 
June,  1886.  In  the  same  month  he  was  admitted  to  the  Bar 
of  Suffolk  County,  Massachusetts.  From  that  time  until  his 
death  he  was  engaged  in  general  law  practice  in  Boston. 

He  was  married  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  August  18, 
1896,  to  Anna  C,  daughter  of  Henry  J.  and  Christina 
Schenck  of  Boston,  who  survives  him  with  one  daughter, 
Marjorie  Anna,  born  August  31,  1898. 

WALTER    BRIGHAM    NYE 

Son  of  Samuel  Daniels  and  Susan  Walter  (Brigham) 
Nye.  Born  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  February  11,  1862. 
Prepared  for  college  at  the  Worcester  High  School. 

He  writes :  "  I  left  college  in  June,  1882,  at  the  end  of  my 
sophomore  year,  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  what  appeared 
to  be  a  particularly  good  business  opening,  and  entered  the 
employ  of  the  Washburn  Iron  Company  (afterwards  called 
the  Washburn  Steel  Works),  Worcester,  Massachusetts.  I 
remained  with  them  four  years  and  then  entered  the  employ 
of  the  Hartman  Steel  Company,  Ltd.,  Beaver  Falls,  Penn- 
sylvania, as  steel  works  chemist,  where  I  spent  two  years, 
engaged  in  improving  processes  at  that  plant.  In  1888  I 
became  interested  in  the  Cumberland  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, of  which  our  classmate,  Fiske  Warren,  was  treasurer, 
and  which  was  introducing  a  mechanical  appliance  called  the 
Warren  filter.  Of  this  company  I  became  manager,  and  for 
ten  years  my  time  was  entirely  devoted  to  the  purification 
of  water  supplies  for  cities,  towns,  and  public  institutions, 
manufacturing  establishments,  etc.,  a  most  interesting  and 
profitable  experience.  In  the  spring  of  1898  the  various 
companies  manufacturing  apparatus  of  this  kind  were  con- 
solidated and,  while  an  officer  of  the  consolidated  company,  I 
decided  to  associate  myself  with  S.  D.  Warren  &  Company, 
paper  manufacturers,  with  whom  I  now  am.    I  have  produced 
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no  literary,  scientific,  or  political  work,  have  had  no  special 
occupation,  and  have  contributed  nothing"  to  public  service, 
except  in  connection  with  the  purification  of  public  water 
supplies.  I  am  a  member  of  the  Union  Club  of  Boston,  the 
Brookline  Country  Club,  and  of  the  Cumberland  Club  of 
Portland,  Maine." 

He  was  married  in  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  December 
29,  1886,  to  Caroline  Mortimer,  daughter  of  George  and 
Mary  (Marston)   Etheridge  of  Boston. 

THOMAS    MOTT    OSBORNE 

Son  of  David  Munson  and  Eliza  (Wright)  Osborne. 
Born  in  Auburn,  New  York,  September  2j,  i8§g.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Auburn  High  School  and  Adams  Academy,  Quincy, 
Massachusetts. 

During  his  school  days  he  made  four  journeys  to  Europe, 
and  in  1875  entered  Adams  Academy,  Quincy,  Massachusetts. 
In  April,  1877,  owing  to  illness,  he  was  obliged  to  leave 
school  for  a  year  and,  accompanied  by  his  cousin,  W.  M. 
Davis  (now  Professor  Davis  of  Harvard),  he  made  a  jour- 
ney around  the  world,  arriving  home  in  the  summer  of  1878 
and  returning  to  Adams  Academy  in  the  autumn.  After 
passing  the  entrance  examinations  for  Harvard  in  June,  1880, 
he  made  a  journey  through  the  West.  He  occupied  the  sum- 
mers during  the  college  course  either  in  journeys  to  the  West 
or  in  Europe,  completing  his  sixth  journey  to  Europe  in  the 
summer  of  1883.  After  graduation,  in  September,  he  entered 
the  service  of  his  father's  company  (D.  M.  Osborne  &  Com- 
pany, Auburn,  New  York),  manufacturers  of  agricultural 
machinery,  as  clerk  in  the  collection  department.  He  records 
that  in  November,  1884,  he  cast  his  first  presidential  vote, 
casting  it  for  Grover  Cleveland.  In  1885  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Auburn  Board  of  Education.  From  February 
to  March  of  the  year  1886  he  lobbied  in  Albany  to  secure 
passage  by  the  legislature  of  a  bill  to  provide  for  a  new 
Auburn  high  school.  After  being  a  manager  at  the  office  of 
the  Rolling  Mill  and  Malleable  Iron  Works  and  assistant 
superintendent  of  D.   M.   Osborne  &  Company,  he  became 
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president  of  that  company  upon  the  death  of  his  father  in 
July,  1886.  In  November  of  that  year  he  was  marshal  at  the 
two  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
■Harvard  College.  In  June,  1887,  he  was  chosen  president 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  in  the  following  year  he  was 
re-elected  a  member  of  the  board  and  again  chosen  president. 
In  the  summer  of  1890  he  assumed  control  of  the  management 
of  D.  M.  Osborne  &  Company,  and  in  the  following  year 
helped  to  incorporate  the  Columbian  Cordage  Company.  In 
June,  1892,  he  definitely  joined  the  Democratic  party  and 
stumped  Cayuga  County  for  Cleveland.  Early  in  1894  he 
suffered  a  serious  attack  of  pneumonia,  and  to  recuperate 
made  his  seventh  visit  to  Europe,  accompanied  by  his  wife 
and  children.  In  May,  1896,  he  was  defeated  as  a  candidate 
for  the  fourth  term  upon  the  Board  of  Education.  This,  he 
states,  was  one  of  the  best  things  that  ever  happened  to  him. 
In  the  year  1896  he  was  elected  a  trustee  of  Wells  College, 
Aurora,  New  York,  and  was  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  at  Chicago.  Upon  the  adoption  of 
"  free  silver  "  as  a  platform,  he  surrendered  his  credentials 
and  left  the  convention.  He  then  became  one  of  the  organ- 
izers of  the  National  Democratic  movement  and  was  a  dele- 
gate to  the  Indianapolis  Convention  of  that  party,  stumping 
Cayuga  and  adjoining  counties  for  Palmer  and  Buckner.  In 
September  of  that  year  he  made  his  first  visit  to  the  George 
Junior  Republic  at  Freeville,  New  York,  with  the  management 
and  advancement  of  which  institution  he  has  been  very  closely 
connected  ever  since.  In  1897  he  was  delegate  from  the 
Auburn  Business  Men's  Association  to  the  Indianapolis  Con- 
ference on  Monetary  Reform.  During  the  summer  of  that 
year,  he  made  a  business  trip  to  Europe,  being  his  eighth 
visit,  and  was  taken  ill  with  typhoid  fever  in  London  on  his 
way  home.  He  states  that  although  he  was  alone  very  many 
kind  friends,  English  and  American,  made  the  experience 
both  easy  and  pleasant.  In  1898  he  was  elected  a  trustee 
of  the  George  Junior  Republic  and  president  of  the  board. 
In  that  year  he  ran  for  Lieutenant-Governor  of  New  York 
on  the  Citizens'  Union  or  Independent  ticket.     He  was  asso- 
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ciateci  in  the  campaign  with  John  Jay  Chapman.  In  1899  he 
was  appointed  by  Governor  Roosevelt  a  delegate  for  New 
York  State  to  the  National  Conference  in  Chicago  on  Trusts. 
In  July  of  the  following  year  he  attended  the  Anti-Imperialist 
Convention  at  Indianapolis  in  a  futile  attempt  to  get  them 
to  put  up  a  third  ticket.  Failing  that,  he  joined  the  movement 
to  form  the  National  party,  and  in  November  voted  for  no 
presidential  candidate.  During  the  summer  of  1901  he  made 
his  ninth  trip  to  Europe,  accompanied  by  his  two  sons  and 
a  young  friend  of  theirs.  In  September,  1902,  he  was  nom- 
inated by  the  Democrats  for  mayor  of  Auburn,  and  made 
the  first  municipal  campaign  ever  made  in  that  city.  He  was 
elected  mayor  by  a  plurality  of  1,179,  carrying  every  ward 
in  the  city,  —  every  election  district  but  one.  In  1903  the 
business  of  the  D.  M.  Osborne  Company  and  the  Columbian 
Cordage  Company  was  sold  to  the  International  Harvester 
Company.  In  1904  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic  State 
Convention  at  Saratoga,  and  in  September  was  nominated 
for  a  second  term  as  mayor.  He  made  a  hot  campaign  and 
was  fiercely  attacked  in  return,  the  political  meetings  during 
his  campaign  being  the  largest  ever  held  in  the  city.  In  the 
face  of  2,000  majority  for  Roosevelt  he  was  elected  mayor 
by  107  votes.  In  1905  he  made  a  new  charter  for  the  city 
of  Auburn,  introducing  many  reforms  in  municipal  govern- 
ment. By  a  previous  charter  amendment,  his  second  term 
was  for  one  year  only,  so  as  to  bring  the  city  election  on  off 
years.  In  June  of  that  year  he  received  the  honorary  degree 
of  L.H.D.  from  Hobart  College.  He  started  an  independent 
newspaper.  The  Aiihurn  Citizen,  and  in  September  was  nom- 
inated a  third  time  for  mayor.  Another  lively  campaign 
ensued,  ending  in  his  defeat  by  152  votes.  He  states  that  this 
defeat  was  also  an  excellent  lesson  for  him  and  a  good  thing 
for  the  city.  His  successor  had  only  one  term  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  a  Democrat  who  had  been  one  of  Osborne's  alder- 
manic  supporters.  During  the  winter  and  spring  of  1906  he 
spent  much  energy  in  trying  to  head  off  the  nomination  of 
William  R.  Hearst  for  governor,  and  he  organized  and  helped 
run  the  "  Albany  Democratic  Conference  "  toward  that  end. 
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At  the  Buffalo  convention  in  September  he  fought  the  nomina- 
tion of  Hearst,  and  thereafter  helped  organize  and  conduct 
the  Democratic  campaign  against  him,  resulting  in  his  defeat 
and  the  election  of  the  rest  of  the  Democratic  ticket.  In 
January,  1907,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Hughes  a  dele- 
gate to  the  convention  in  Washington  for  the  Extension  of 
Foreign  Trade.  While  absent  on  his  tenth  journey  to  Europe, 
during  the  summer  of  that  year,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor 
Hughes  one  of  the  five  commissioners  for  the  Second  District, 
comprising  all  New  York  State  outside  of  New  York  City, 
under  the  new  Public  Service  Commissions  Law,  and  on 
September  13  he  took  the  oath  of  office  in  Albany  for  the 
term  of  three  and  one-half  years,  from  July  i,  1907,  to 
February  i,  191 1.  At  present  his  business  offices  are  as 
follows :  Vice-president  of  the  Columbian  Rope  Company, 
president  Auburn  Publishing  Company,  president  Cayuga 
County  Dairy  Company,  vice-president  of  the  Eagle  Wagon 
Works  and  the  Auburn  Iron  Company.

Prepared  for 
college  at  M.  R.  Hooper's  School  for  Boys,  Yonkers,  New  York, 
and  University  Grammar  School,  New  York  City.  He  gradu- 
ated from  the  University  of  the  City  of  New  York  {now  New 
York  University)  in  188 s  and  immediately  entered  the  senior 
class  at  Harvard. 

From  1884  to  1887  he  remained  at  Harvard  as  a  graduate 
student  of  classical  philology.

Son  of  Joshua  and  Emma  L.  (Daniels)  Phippen.  Born  in 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  November  5,  1862.  Prepared  for  col- 
lege at  Salem  High  School. 

He  writes:  "After  graduation  in  1884  I  entered  the  Har- 
vard Medical  School,  finishing  my  course  there  in  1887.  The 
next  few  years  were  spent  in  hospital  service  at  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital,  the  Boston  Lying-in  Hospital,  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  and  a  year  of  travel  and  study  in 
Vienna.  I  then  returned  to  my  native  town,  Salem,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  have  been  in  active  practice  of  my  profession 
there  since.

Born 
in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  November  <;,  185^.  Prepared  for 
college  at  the  Philadelphia  public  schools  and  with  a  private! 
tutor. 

After  graduation  and  until  1890  he  taught  Latin  and  Greek 
in  preparatory  schools,  including  the  Hartford  Public  High 
School.     From  1890  to  1892  he  was  a  student  at  the  Hart- 
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ford  Theological  Seminary  (Congregationalist).  While  pur- 
suing his  studies  he  held  pastorates  in  Plainville  and  Bloom- 
field,  Connecticut.  In  1892  he  was  compelled  by  ill  health  to 
give  up  the  ministry.  After  two  years  spent  in  recuperation 
he  returned  to  teaching.  He  taught  Greek  for  three  years 
thereafter,  during  two  of  them  at  Syracuse  University.  In 
1900  he  re-entered  the  ministry  and  became  a  member  of  the 
New  York  East  Conference,  Methodist-Episcopal  Church, 
holding  a  pastorate  in  Cannon,  Connecticut,  for  several  years.

In  preparation  for  college,  was  tutored  by  An- 
drew Ingraham  in  New  Bedford. 

He  passed  the  winter  of  1884-85  in  travel,  and  during  the 
next  five  years  studied  architecture  in  Paris,  first  in  the  studio 
of  Duray  and  then  in  that  of  Daumet  and  Girault.

Son  of  George  Benjamin  and  Maria  (Heaton)  Pratt. 
Born  in  Keene,  New  Hampshire,  July  p,  i860.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Keene  High  School,  Keene,  Nezv  Hampshire.  Died 
in  Schenectady,  New  York,  November  /,  i8p6. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  V :  — 

Frank  Gustine  Pratt  died  of  typhoid  fever,  at  the  age 
of  thirty-six  years,  three  months,  and  twenty-eight  days. 
His  boyhood  was  spent  in  his  native  town,  where  in  due 
time  he  went  through  the  public  schools,  taking  a  high 
rank  in  his  studies.  His  firm  companion  in  early  years  and 
his  roommate  in  college  was  John  Prentiss,  whose  death 
occurred  less  than  a  year  and  a  half  after  his.  In  1880  he 
graduated  from  the  Keene  High  School  and  entered  Harvard 
in  the  fall  of  the  same  year.  He  was  always  interested  in 
the  natural  sciences,  and  while  in  college  paid  much  atten- 
tion to  physics,  especially  electricity,  obtaining  knowledge 
which  stood  him  in  good  stead  in  his  future  work  of  electrical 
engineering.  After  graduating  in  1884  he  devoted  himself 
for  a  time  to  electrical  work,  in  which  he  obtained  practical 
experience  in  telephonic  and  other  fields.  In  the  spring  of 
1886  he  became  sub-master  of  the  Keene  High  School,  where 
he  taught  successfully  until  the  close  of  the  school  year  end- 
ing in  1889.  Leaving  Keene,  he  went  to  Cambridge,  Massa- 
chusetts, entering  the  employ  of  the  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company;  then  to  Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
in  the  interests  of  a  railway  line;  then  to  Boston  to  accept 
a  responsible  position  with  the  Union  Switch  and  Signal 
Company.  His  final  engagement  was  with  the  General  Elec- 
tric Company,  at  first  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  and  later  in 
Schenectady,  New  York,  when  the  large  new  works  of  the 
consolidated  electric  companies  were  built  there.  His  posi- 
tion with  that  company  was  that  of  an  electrical  expert  and 
engineer,  and  in  that  capacity  he  rose  in  rank  until  there  was 
but  one  man  above  him  in  the  employ  of  the  company  at 
Schenectady.     About  three  weeks  before  his  death  he  made 
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a  visit  to  his  mother  in  Keene,  and  at  that  time  was  not 
feehng  well.  He  soon  returned  to  Schenectady  and  in  a  few 
days  the  symptoms  of  typhoid  fever  appeared.  His  mother 
was  summoned  to  his  bedside  November  3  and  found  him 
seriously  ill,  but  the  physician  in  attendance  did  not  consider 
his  case  alarming.  On  November  4  it  was  thought  that  he 
had  passed  the  crisis  and  would  recover.  The  disease,  how- 
ever, had  not  done  its  full  work.  The  condition  of  the  patient 
became  worse,  and  by  the  7th  of  November  the  fever  had 
burned  his  life  out.  The  funeral  was  solemnized  in  Keene, 
November  10,  and  there  interment  was  made.  He  died 
unmarried.  He  was  a  loving  son  and  a  true  friend.  His 
spirits  were  always  buoyant.  He  never  seemed  to  know  what 
melancholy  was.  Ever  cheerful  and  affable,  with  a  keen  sense 
of  humor  and  a  fund  of  wit,  he  was  a  charming  companion. 
There  was  no  mean  streak  in  his  character.  He  was  never 
cruel.  His  heart  was  kind  and  generous.  He  was  a  clean 
man  in  character  and  in  conversation.  His  abilities  were  such 
that  in  the  line  of  his  tastes  and  endeavors  he  had  already 
achieved  success,  and  his  record  is  sufficient  to  lead  to  the 
confident  belief  that  greater  rewards  were  in  store  for  him 
had  he  not  been  removed  from  the  world  by  an  early  and 
untimely  death.  B.  E. 

*JOHN    PRENTISS 

Son  of  John  William  and  Sarah  Elinor  (May)  Prentiss. 
Born  in  Keene,  New  Hampshire,  September  25,  1861.  Prepared 
for  college  at  John  P.  Hopkinson's  School,  Boston,  Massachu- 
setts.   Died  in  Boston,  March  2^,  iSgy. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  V :  — 

Prentiss  was  the  youngest  of  three  children,  two  sons 
and  a  daughter  (the  last  named  of  whom  died  in  infancy), 
and  came  of  good  New  England  stock.  His  grandfather, 
John  Prentiss,  whose  namesake  he  was,  was  founder,  and 
for  many  years  proprietor  of  the  New  Hampshire  Sentinel 
(a  newspaper  published  in  Keene,  New  Hampshire,  now  for 
over  one  hundred  years),  as  also,  at  various  times,  town 
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clerk,  town  treasurer,  member  of  the  State  Legislature,  and 
State  senator.  His  uncle,  George  A.  Prentiss,  was  a  com- 
modore in  the  United  States  Navy.  His  aunt,  Pamela  M. 
Prentiss,  was  wife  of  Judge  French,  of  Concord,  Massachu- 
setts, one  time  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  United  States  Treas- 
ury, and  stepmother  of  Daniel  C.  French,  the  sculptor.  His 
aunt,  Corinna  A.  Prentiss,  was  wife  of  Judge  Hopkinson  of 
Lowell,  Massachusetts,  and  mother  of  John  P.  Hopkinson, 
the  head  of  the  well-known  classical  school  in  Boston,  and 
of  Grace  M.  Hopkinson,  the  wife  of  President  Eliot.  His 
father  was  an  owner  and  editor  of  the  Nezv  Hampshire  Sen- 
tinel, as  is  his  brother,  William  H.  Prentiss,  to-day.  His 
mother,  Elinor  May,  was  of  English  extraction,  being  a 
native  of  Evesham,  in  the  County  of  Worcester,  England. 
John  Prentiss,  our  classmate,  was  born  in  Keene,  New  Hamp- 
shire, September  25,  1861,  and  was  therefore  thirty-six  years 
old  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  received  his  early  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town,  and  his  preparation 
for  college  at  the  classical  school  of  his  cousin,  John  P.  Hopkin- 
son, then  situated  in  Boylston  Place,  where  he  had  as  fellow- 
students  the  following  members  of  our  class :  Bates,  Dana, 
Eliot,  Schmitt,  Wakefield,  Warren,  and  Wells.  John  Thayer, 
Bayard  Thayer,  and  Silsbee  were  also  members  of  this  class, 
but  John  Thayer  was  admitted  with  the  Class  of  '85,  while 
Bayard  Thayer  and  Silsbee  never  came  to  college.  Prentiss 
entered  Harvard  with  honors,  and,  while  there,  maintained 
his  high  standing,  graduating  in  the  first  rank  in  a  class 
numbering  nearly  two  hundred.  He  roomed  in  College  House 
(No.  29)  throughout  the  four  years  with  the  late  Frank  G. 
Pratt,  of  our  Class,  a  fellow-schoolmate,  and  townsman,  of 
Keene.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Signet  and  O.  K.  societies, 
of  the  Harvard  Finance  Club,  the  Harvard  Natural  History 
Society,  and  the  Harvard  Union ;  also  of  the  O  B  K ;  an  editor 
of  The  Harvard  Lampoon,  and  was  later  elected  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Graduates  of  the  Signet.  Upon  graduation,  he 
received  a  degree  magna  cum  laude,  and  also  took  honors  in 
Political  Science,  together  with  honorable  mention  in  History 
and  Political  Economy.     This  same  year  he  wrote  an  essay 
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under  the  pseudonym  of   "  Archilochus "   upon   "  The  Aj>- 
pointment  of  Municipal  Officers,"  and  received  a  second  prize 
therefor  from  the  Cambridge  Civil  Service  Reform  Associa- 
tion, Francis  A.  Walker,  N.  S.  Shaler,  and  R.  H.  Dana  act- 
ing as  the  committee  of  av^^ard.     In  1884,  at  the  end  of  the 
college  term,  he  went  abroad  for  the  summer  with  Bates, 
Dana,  and  Houghton    (a  special   student),  meeting  on  the 
way  Eliot  and  Spelman.     The  journey  included  the  English 
Lake  District,  Scotland,  England,  Holland,  Switzerland,  and 
France.     Upon  his  return  he  completed  a  three  years'  course 
in  the  Harvard  Law  School,  graduating  therefrom  with  the 
degree  of  LL.B.  in  1887,  in  which  year  he  was  also  admitted 
as  a  member  of  the  Suffolk  Bar.     He  then  entered  the  office 
of   Messrs.   IMorse  &   Stone,   subsequently  that  of    Richard 
Stone,  and  later  became  a  partner  of  George  R.  Fowler  (56 
Summer,   then   220  Devonshire,   Street),   who   died   only  a 
short  time  before  Prentiss  himself.     On  June  11,   1895,  he 
was  married  at  King's  Chapel,  in  Boston  (Eliot  assisting), 
to  Edith  S.  Allen,  daughter  of  the  late  Samuel  S.  Allen,  of 
Boston,  who  survives  him.     He  was  a  member  of  the  Cham- 
plain  Society,  University  Club,  Abstract  Club,  and  Boston 
Bar  Association.     The  death  of  Prentiss  was  peculiarly  sad. 
At  the  time  he  was  living  alone  in  rooms  at  42  Pinckney 
Street,  in  the  absence  abroad  of  his  wife,  who  had  left  for 
Europe  four  weeks  before,  and  whom  he  expected  to  join 
during  the  summer.     Hardly  any  of  his  friends  knew  of  his 
illness,  or  realized  its  serious  character,  and  his  mother  and 
brother  (the  latter  of  whom  had  seen  him  in  the  early  stages 
of  his  sickness,  when  no  danger  was  apprehended)   arrived 
in  the  city  only  a  few  days  before  his  death.     The  last  time 
the  writer  saw  him  was  upon  Park  Street,   where  he  was 
walking  briskly,  as  was  his  wont,  apparently  in  the  best  of 
health;    and  in  less  than  two  weeks  the  end  had  come.     He 
was  buried  in  his  native  town.    The  Class  has  suffered  a  deep 
loss  in  Prentiss.     He  had  already  achieved   success   in  his 
profession,  and  gave  high  promise  of  a  useful  and  distin- 
guished life.     He  was  a  loyal  friend,  a  man  of  wide  attain- 
ments, an  industrious  student ;   a  lover  of  history,  of  science, 
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of  art,  with  a  taste,  in  a  degree,  for  politics  (at  least,  in  the 
abstract),  and  an  enthusiasm  unbounded  for  his  Alma  Mater. 
Perhaps  the  most  notable  things  about  him  were  his  powers 
of  observation,  his  intuition,  his  directness,  his  mastery  of  the 
controlling  facts,  and  his  extraordinary,  retentive  memory. 
Based  often  on  the  theoretical,  his  judgments  were  yet  always 
tinged  with  the  practical,  the  real  never  lost  by  him  in  the 
ideal  or  the  essential  in  the  details.  His  affections  were 
strong,  as  sometimes  also  were  his  antipathies;  for  he  was 
a  self-reliant,  positive  man,  possessed  of  convictions,  but  to 
whomsoever  he  was  a  friend,  he  was  a  friend,  in  season  and 
out  of  season,  and,  indeed,  in  all  ways,  where  his  character 
had  unrestricted  play,  one  of  the  most  lovable  of  men.  He 
drew  others  about  him  by  mere  force  of  his  many-sidedness 
and  his  willingness  and  desire  to  share  in  his  friends'  en- 
joyments (such  as  sports,  music,  dancing),  e^en  if  these  were 
not  always  natural  to  him.  His  thoughtfulness  was  specially 
marked  in  respect  of  his  family  (his  wife,  his  mother,  and 
his  brother),  and  here,  if  anywhere,  he  was  most  truly  him- 
self. We  who  are  left,  his  friends,  have  none  to  take  his 
place,  but  we  can  never  forget,  and  are  the  better  for  having 
known,  that  leadership  that  was  his ;  that  spirit  to  which  the 
beautiful  of  the  world  made  always  so  powerful  an  appeal, 
and  that  comradeship  of  boyhood  and  manhood  that  remained 
ever  to  the  last,  in  the  end  as  at  the  beginning,  fine  as  gold 
and  true  as  steel.

BARTOW    BEE    RAMAGE 

Son  of  Burr  Johnstone  and  Sarah  Ann  (Wilson) 
Ram  AGE,  Born  in  Newberry,  South  Carolina,  August  8,  i860. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Newberry  Male  Academy  and  Newberry 
College. 

He  was  engaged  in  newspaper  work  in  Peabody  and  Mel- 
rose, Massachusetts,  for  several  years  after  graduation ;  then 
taught  in  private  schools  and  tutored  in  New  York  City,  in 
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the  meantime  attending  lectures  at  the  Columbia  Law  School. 
He  worked  in  a  law  office  one  year  and  in  1889  was  admitted 
to  the  Bar  in  New  York  City.     He  then  gave  up  the  law  and 
studied  for  the  holy  ministry,  being  ordained  deacon  in  1891 
and  priest  in    1892   by  the  Right   Reverend   Charles  Todd 
Quintard,  second  bishop  of  Tennessee.     He  served  as  his 
chaplain  and  secretary  for  two  years ;    also  assisted  him  in 
writing  his  "  Recollections  of  a  Confederate  Chaplain."     He 
was  rector  of   St.   Peter's   Parish,   Nashville,  and  priest  in 
charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Murfreesboro,  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee, until  1897;  served  as  one  of  the  examining  chaplains 
of  the  diocese ;  was  a  member  of  the  standing  committee,  and 
was  business  manager  of  Hoffman  Hall,  Nashville,  a  training 
school  for  colored  men  preparing  for  the  holy  ministry.

He  has 
built  five  church  buildings,  having  plans  now  drawn  for  the 
sixth.     He  has  presented  and  partly  prepared  three  men  for 
Holy  Orders.    He  has  made  a  number  of  addresses  on  special 
occasions  relating  to  educational  and  civic  improvement.     He 
is  editor  of  St.  Andrczv's  Call,  his  parish  paper. 

He    was    married    in    Chattanooga,    Tennessee,    June    26, 
1894,   to   Ethel,    daughter   of    George   Edward   and    Sarah 
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Sophia  (Searcy)    Purvis.     Children:  Ethel,  born  November 
2,   1896;    Sarah  Thorpe,  born  February  11,   1906. 

FRANCIS   JAMES    RILEY 

Son  of  Patrick  J.  and  Ann  (Markey)  Riley.  Born  in 
Holyoke,  Massachusetts,  June  13,  i8$j.  Prepared  for  college, 
at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy. 

Since  graduation  he  has  been  occupied  in  the  profession 
of  teaching.  In  1885  he  was  a  private  tutor  and  later  taught 
in  Erie,  Pennsylvania.  In  1887  he  became  a  teacher  in  the 
High  School  at  Holyoke,  Massachusetts,  and  subsequently 
principal  of  the  Chestnut  Street  Grammar  School  of  that 
city,  which  position  he  continues  to  hold.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  New  England  Alumni  Association  of  Phillips  Exeter 
Academy,  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  Western  Massachusetts, 
of  the  Holyoke  Country  Club,  and  Park  Lyceum  of  Holyoke.

taken  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  '  College  of 
Pharmacy  of  the  City  of  New  York,'  serving  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  also  holding  the  office  of 
treasurer.  On  March  15,  1904,  being  the  seventy-fifth  an- 
niversary of  the  founding  of  this  college,  a  consolidation 
was  effected  between  it  and  Columbia  University,  and  I 
was  elected  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy,  to  act  under  President  Nicholas  Murray  Butler 
of  Columbia  University,  which  office  I  have  held  ever  since 
by  yearly  election.  In  politics  I  am  a  Republican,  but  in 
municipal  affairs  reserve  for  myself  the  right  to  vote  ac- 
cording to  my  own  views,  irrespective  of  party.  My  life  is 
passed  chiefly  between  my  home  and  my  work,  with  a  short 
vacation  every  year  of  a  few  weeks  in  Europe.  Outside 
interests  I  have,  but  of  a  very  general  nature  and  of  these 
I  find  myself  most  strongly  drawn  to  educational  questions. 
My  home  is  at  1034  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York  City,  and 
I  am  a  member  of  the  following  clubs :  Knickerbocker,  Uni- 
versity, Metropolitan,  Brook,  Harvard,  Down  Town  Asso- 
ciation, of  New  York,  Somerset  of  Boston,  and  Ranelagh 
of  London,  England." 

He  was  married  in  Paris,  France,  April  24,  1897,  to  Mary 
Helen,  daughter  of  ex-Governor  John  Lee  and  Anita 
(Phelps)  Carroll  of  "  Doughregan  Manor,"  Maryland,  and 
had  one  child,  Eleanor  Carroll,  born  March  6,  1898,  died 
November  28,  1904. 

WALTER    CURRIER    ROSE 

Son  of  Augustus  George  Washington  and  Abby  Maria 
(Chase)  Rose.  Born  in  Brooks,  Waldo  County,  Maine,  April 
14,  1861.  Prepared  for  college  at  Fitchbnrg  High  School, 
Fitchburg,  and  dishing  Academy,  Ashbiirnham,  Massachusetts. 

He  writes :  "  I  taught  a  little  more  than  a  year  after 
graduating.  For  about  four  years  I  was  engaged  in  writing 
for  a  Boston  periodical,  the  object  of  which  was  to  advocate 
American  ideas  of  polity,  —  political  sovereignty  and  law 
reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  to  oppose  the  political  transfor- 
mation, which  now  seems  in  a  fair  way  of  accomplishment. 
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Since  then  (1892),  I  have  written  nothing  except  fugitive 
pieces,  mostly  for  the  daily  papers.  I  have  made  a  few 
minor  discoveries  in  metaphysics  and  sociology,  which  have 
not  been  published.  I  have  been  engaged  chiefly  in  real 
estate  and  insurance.  The  first  ten  years  after  graduating 
I  lived  mostly  in  Fitchburg  and  Boston,  the  last  ten  in  Frank- 
lin and  Ashland."

Son  of  Henry  Hermann  and  Mary  Emily  (Domansky) 
Reuter.  Born  in  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  September  26,  i86j. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Roxbury  Latin  School,  Roxbury, 
Massachusetts. 

After  graduation  he  passed  a  year  at  the  Harvard  Law 
School  and  a  year  thereafter  at  the  Boston  University  Law 
School.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Suffolk  County  (Massachu- 
setts) Bar  in  1886.  He  then  spent  a  year  at  the  University 
of  Bonn,  Germany,  studying  Roman  law  and  general  juris- 
prudence. After  he  returned  to  this  country  he  passed  some 
time  in  the  office  of  Augustus  Russ,  with  whom  he  had  also 
been  associated  during  his  course  in  the  Boston  University 
Law  School.  At  the  end  of  a  few  months  he  took  up  private 
practice,  in  which  he  has  been  engaged  ever  since.  He  writes : 
"  Beside  being  a  director  in  several  commercial  enterprises, 
I  have  continued,  under  appointment  of  several  mayors,  a 
trustee  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  acting  as  secretary  of 
the  board  during  all  these  years.

Son  of  James  Osborne  and  Nancy  Maria  (Potter)  Saf- 
FORD.  Born  in  Salem,  Massachusetts,  January  26,  186^.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  the  Salem  High  School. 

After  leaving  college  he  attended  the  Harvard  Law  School 
for  two  years.  Went  abroad  in  July,  1886,  and  did  not  re- 
turn until  about  the  first  of  February,  1887.  He  did  not  finish 
his  course  at  the  Law  School  but  went  into  a  stock  broker's 
office,  where  he  remained  about  six  years.  Since  that  time 
he  has  been  in  the  real  estate  and  bond  brokerage  business,  in 
which  he  is  now  interested.  In  January,  1900,  he  entered  the 
Salem  Common  Council,  where  he  served  five  terms,  at  the  ex- 
piration of  which  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Salem  Board 
of  Health  for  three  years,  and  was  in  January  of  last  year 
re-elected  for  a  second  term.

CHARLES    ROBERTSON    SAUNDERS 

Son  of  Charles  Hicks  and  Mary  Brooks  (Hall)  Saun- 
ders. Born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  November  22,  1862. 
Prepared  for  college  at  the  Washington  Grammar  School,  Cam- 
bridge, and  Cambridge  High  School. 

He  writes:  "Attended  various  private  primary  schools,  kept 
by  individuals,  in  Cambridge,  1867  to  1872;  the  Washington 
Grammar  School,  Cambridge,  1872-74;  the  Cambridge  High 
School,  Cambridge,  the  college  course  in  which,  shortly  be- 
fore my  entering,  had  been  lengthened  to  five  years,  1874- 
79.  Entered  Harvard  in  the  fall  of  1879  and  took  fresh- 
man year  with  Class  of  '83,  receiving  from  the  college  as 
a  detur  for  freshman  work  John  Forster's  '  Life  and  Times 
of  Oliver  Goldsmith '  in  two  volumes.  In  consequence  of 
malaria  contracted  in  the  White  Mountains,  New  Hampshire, 
in  the  summer  of  1880,  was  obliged  to  stay  out  a  year  to 
recuperate.  Began  sophomore  year  in  fall  of  1881  with 
Class  of  '84,  with  which  I  was  graduated  in  1884,  receiv- 
ing a  summa  cum  laudc  upon  both  grounds  —  general  aver- 
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age  of  work  and  highest  honors  in  history.  After  study- 
ing a  few  weeks  at  the  Harvard  Law  School  in  the  fall  of 
1884,  determined  to  take  a  year  out  for  travel.  Accord- 
ingly, spent  the  winter  of  1884-85  in  visiting  Colorado, 
the  Southwest,  and  California.  In  the  summer  of  1885, 
after  a  return  to  Cambridge,  took  a  trip  to  the  Northwest, 
passing  a  month  in  Dakota,  then  a  Territory  and  undivided. 
The  most  interesting  feature  of  that  trip  was  a  drive  of  four 
hundred  miles,  —  from  the  Missouri  River  to  Deadwood  in  the 
Black  Hills,  South  Dakota,  and  return,  —  almost  the  entire 
distance  being  through  the  Sioux  Indian  Reservation.  The 
incidents  of  this  journey  were  published  in  a  series  of  letters 
to  the  Cambridge  Tribune  in  the  fall  of  that  year.  On  the 
eve  of  re-entering  the  Law  School,  was  induced  by  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  Tribune,  which  had  recently  been  purchased  by 
the  editor  of  a  New  York  publication,  to  accept  a  position 
on  it  until  he  could  assume  full  control  in  the  spring.  The 
winter  of  1885-86  was,  therefore,  spent  very  busily  in  a 
journalistic  way.  In  April,  1886,  re-entered  the  Law  School. 
In  December,  1887,  passed  the  examinations  for  admission 
to  the  Suffolk  Bar  of  Massachusetts,  and  in  January,  1888, 
was  admitted  to  practice.  In  June,  1888,  passed  the  final 
examinations  of  the  Law  School.  In  June,  1888,  before  the 
'  finals,'  had  done  some  legal  work  for  R.  M.  Saltonstall,  Esq., 
general  solicitor  of  the  New  York  &  New  England  Rail- 
road, and  on  June  18,  immediately  after  the  examinations, 
entered  the  law  department  of  that  road  as  his  assistant.  Re- 
mained there,  actively  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  railroad 
cases,  until  January,  1890,  when  I  resigned,  to  engage  in 
independent  practice  at  40  Water  Street,  Boston.  In  October, 
1888,  was  appointed  a  justice  of  the  peace  by  Governor 
Ames,  and  in  January,  1890,  a  notary  public  by  Governor 
Brackett.  About  the  first  of  February,  1890,  removed  from 
Cambridge,  where  I  had  passed  my  entire  life,  to  Waltham. 
While  residing  there  my  main  office  was  in  Boston.  In 
February,  1893,  removed  to  Boston.  In  December,  1896, 
was  elected  to  the  Common  Council  of  Boston  for  the 
year  1897  from  Ward  11,  comprising  Beacon  Hill  and  the 
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Back  Bay.  In  November,  1897,  was  elected  from  the  same 
district  to  the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives,  where 
by  virtue  of  this  election  and  successive  re-elections,  served 
for  the  four  years,  1898-1901  inclusive.  During  the  years 
1 896-1 90 1  inclusive  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  City 
Committee  of  Boston.  During  the  same  years  was  also  a 
member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Republican  Club 
of  Massachusetts.  On  the  closing  day  of  the  session  of  the 
Legislature,  June  19,  1901,  resigned  my  seat  as  Representa- 
tive, and  on  the  next  day  was  .appointed  by  Mayor  Hart  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  of  Boston 
for  the  term  of  four  years  ending  April  30,  1905,  and  chair- 
man of  the  board  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1902.  On 
the  expiration  of  the  term  in  1905,  declined  a  re-appointment. 
In  April,  1896,  contributed  to  Donahoe's  Magazine  an  article 
entitled  '  The  Present  Aspect  of  Woman  Suffrage.'  Also 
contribute  occasionally  to  the  newspapers  on  political  and 
social  questions." 

*GEORGE    WILLIAM    SAWIN 

Son  of  George  Lane  and  Jennie  Alice  (Pray)  Sawin. 
Born  in  Natick,  Massachusetts,  October  12,  i860.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire. 
Died  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  December  2p,  i88p. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  Ill :  — 

His  father,  who  died  in  1867,  at  the  age  of  thirty  years, 
had  already  risen  to  prominence  as  a  lawyer,  and  had 
represented  Natick  in  the  General  Court  and  in  the  State 
Senate.  He  died  suddenly  in  Washington,  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, leaving  a  widow  and  four  children,  George  being 
the  only  son.  George's  education  began  at  the  public  schools 
in  Natick.  Throughout  his  boyhood,  however,  his  best  teacher 
was  his  mother,  who,  when  her  boy  began  to  give  evidence 
of  unusual  ability,  entered  eagerly  into  his  ambitions  and  his 
plans  for  going  to  college.  His  home  and  the  public  library 
were  his  school,  and  there  he  pursued  his  studies  until  his 
eighteenth  year.    He  manifested  early  a  peculiar  aptness  for 
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mathematics.  Although  he  had  never  studied  algebra  in 
school,  he  had,  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  completed  a  course 
in  mathematics  as  far  as  analytic  geometry,  and  begun  that 
also.  Mrs.  Sawin's  slender  means  gave  George  no  warrant 
for  hoping  that  his  ambitions  to  go  to  college  might  be  real- 
ized, but  his  courage  and  confidence  were  equal  to  his  hope 
and  ambition.  He  entered  Exeter  at  the  age  of  eighteen, 
where  he  remained  for  two  years,  supporting  himself  while 
there  largely  by  his  own  effort.  In  1880,  having  skipped  the 
senior  year  at  Exeter,  he  entered  Harvard  with  no  conditions 
and  with  five  honors.  His  classmates  do  not  need  to  be 
reminded  of  his  success  in  college,  or  of  the  habitual  cheer- 
fulness, or  the  frank  and  generous  disposition  which  won 
for  him  so  many  friends.  While  in  college  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  n  H  Society,  the  Finance  Club,  and  the  <I>  B  K  So- 
ciety. In  1884  he  received  the  degree  of  A.B.,  summa  cum 
lande.  In  1885  he  became  instructor  in  mathematics  at  the 
University,  a  position  which  he  retained  till  his  death.  In 
September,  1888,  he  became  a  member  of  the  Faculty.  Of 
his  qualities  as  an  instructor  Professor  Peirce,  with  whom 
he  was  closely  associated  in  the  department  of  mathemat- 
ics, says :  "  He  united  ability  as  a  mathematician,  excellent 
practical  judgment  of  men  and  things,  and  a  freshness  and 
unselfishness  of  character  which  gave  him  a  remarkable  in- 
fluence over  his  pupils."  His  influence  over  his  pupils,  and 
their  warm  friendship  and  admiration  for  him,  were  truly 
remarkable,  and  made  him  one  of  the  most  useful  members 
of  the  Faculty.  During  the  last  three  years  he  had  assisted 
Prof.  G.  A.  Wentworth,  of  Exeter,  in  the  preparation  of  the 
Wentworth  series  of  mathematical  text-books.  In  the  city 
election  just  previous  to  his  death  he  was  elected  to  the 
Cambridge  City  Council  by  a  large  vote.  While  in  college 
he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Republican  State  Convention  which 
nominated  Mr.  Robinson.  He  afterwards  became  in  politics 
a  Mugwump,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Boston  Young  Men's 
Democratic  Club.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Mt.  Olivet 
Lodge  F,  and  A.  M.  of  Cambridge.  He  died  on  Sunday, 
December  29,  1889,  at  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital, 
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after  a  brief  illness,  of  inflammation  of  the  bowels.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  college  Faculty,  shortly  after  his  death,  the 
following  minute  was  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  Fac- 
ulty :  "  The  sudden  death  of  George  William  Sawin  has 
deprived  the  college  of  an  unusually  efficient  officer.  Mr. 
Sawin  was  an  earnest  and  successful  student,  a  mathemati- 
cian of  promise,  and  a  teacher  of  singular  ability.  He  ex- 
erted a  strong  influence  for  good  over  his  pupils,  many  of 
whom  became  his  personal  friends.  He  w'as  cheerful,  oblig- 
ing, always  ready  to  sacrifice  himself  for  others  and  to  give 
time  and  labor  without  stint  to  any  good  cause;  a  devoted 
son,  an  active  and  public-spirited  citizen,  a  man  of  high  pur- 
pose, of  enthusiasm,  energy,  and  courage."

LAWRENCE    EUGENE    SEXTON 

Son  of  David  Botsford  and  Caroline  Elizabeth  (Hale) 
Sexton.  Born  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  July  26,  iS§p.  Prepared 
for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire. 

The  following  is  adapted  from  a  sketch  of  Sexton's  life, 
prepared  for  use  at  the  time  of  his  candidacy  in  1906  for  Jus- 
tice of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  for  which  position  he 
was  almost  unanimously  nominated  by  a  committee  composed 
of  seventeen  hundred  of  the  leading  law^yers  of  the  New  York 
Bar,  Hon.  Joseph  H.  Choate  being  chairman  and  Hon.  Alton 
B.  Parker  vice-chairman.  His  nomination  was  indorsed  by 
the  Republican  party  and  in  the  election  he  received  over 
125,000  votes,  but  was  defeated  by  the  Tammany-Hearst 
alliance. 

Sexton,  after  several  years'  residence  abroad,  was  educated 
at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  in  New  Hampshire,  at  Harvard 
University,  where  he  received  the  degree  of  A.B.  cum  laiide, 
with  honors  in  English  Composition  in  1884,  and  at  the 
Harvard  and  Columbia  Law  schools.  From  Columbia  he 
received  the  degree  of  LL.B.  in  1887. 

After  serving  his  clerkship  with  the  firm  of  Stanley,  Clark 
&  Smith,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  New  York  in  June, 
1887.  In  1889  he  became  a  member  of  his  present  firm, 
W^etmore  &  Jenner,  whose  offices  are  at  34  Pine  Street,  New 
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York  City,  his  partners,  the  senior  members  of  the  firm,  being 
Edmund  Wetmore,  well  known  to  all  Harvard  men,  and 
William  A.  Jenner,  both  widely  known  as  among  the  leaders 
of  the  American  bar.  This  firm  has  a  long  established  and 
extensive  practice,  not  only  in  the  State  but  also  in  the  Federal 
Courts.  During  the  past  year  and  a  half  he  has  devoted  most 
of  his  time  to  winding  up  the  business  of  Kessler  &  Co.,  a 
large  banking  house  in  New  York  which  failed  in  1907  and 
of  which  he  was  appointed  receiver  and  subsequently  trustee 
in  bankruptcy. 

During  his  school  and  college  life  and  afterwards  he  took 
an  active  interest  in  class  and  college  matters  and  in  athletic 
sports,  particularly  .rowing.  He  was  president  of  the  Har^^ard 
University  Boat  Club  and  for  a  period  of  some  ten  or  twelve 
years  after  graduation  represented  Harvard  as  judge  at  the 
annual  Harvard- Yale  boat  race  at  New  London.  In  1898,  at 
New  London,  he  was  chairman  of  the  Harvard- Yale-Cornell 
regatta  committee.  Since  graduation  he  has  kept  up  his  in- 
terest in  school  and  college  matters.  In  1 901-2  he  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  Alumni  Association  of 
New  York  and  vicinity,  having  a  large  and  influential  mem- 
bership. In  politics  Sexton  is  an  independent  Democrat. 
Shortly  after  graduating  from  college  he  took  an  active  part 
in,  and  since  that  time  has  kept  more  or  less  in  touch  with, 
matters  of  public  and  political  interest.  He  has  twice  re- 
fused offers  of  appointment  to  important  public  offices,  pre- 
ferring to  devote  his  attention  to  his  professional  work.  Once, 
in  1895,  he  was,  much  against  his  wishes,  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  state  senator  from  New  York  City,  running  as  an 
independent  Democrat.  He  has  spoken  occasionally  at  politi- 
cal meetings,  his  first  effort  of  this  kind  having  been  made 
when  he  was  in  the  Law  School  at  a  Cleveland  and  Hendricks 
"  flag  raising  "  at  Cambridge  in  1884,  gotten  up  by  Mr.  W.  R. 
Hearst,  then  an  undergraduate  at  Harvard.  While  at  the 
Harv^ard  Law  School  Sexton  was  the  author,  promoter,  and 
first  signer  of  the  address  to  Hon.  Grover  Cleveland,  then 
Governor  of  New  York,  which  was  engrossed,  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  undergraduates  at  Harvard,  and  sent  to  him 
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at  Albany  during  the  1884  campaign.  As  a  visitor,  interested 
in  the  party  and  its  work,  and  to  further  the  causes  of  tariff 
reforms  and  sound  currency,  he  has  attended  several  Demo- 
cratic National  Conventions.  For  many  years  he  was  a  trustee 
of  the  Reform  Club  and  chairman  of  its  "  Sound  Currency 
Committee."  He  was  one  of  the  eight  organizers  of  the  great 
mass  meeting  in  favor  of  International  Arbitration  which  was 
held  at  Cooper  Union  in  March,  1897.  For  many  years  Sex- 
ton has  spent  his  vacations  in  the  woods  —  sometimes  with 
Indian  guides  on  the  Nepigon  River,  north  of  Lake  Superior, 
again  in  the  northern  wilds  of  the  Adirondacks  and  of  Maine, 
and  frequently  in  the  Rocky  Mountains  of  Colorado,  Mon- 
tana, and  British  Columbia,  the  Big  Horn  Mountains  of 
Wyoming,  and  the  Yellowstone  region.  He  is  fond  of  fishing 
and  has  shot  "  big  game."  With  his  guide  and  friend,  J.  B. 
Monroe,  of  Montana,  he  has  at  various  times  explored  the 
Rockies  of  Montana  from  the  Canadian  border  on  the  north 
to  the  Sun  River  on  the  south,  and  was  the  first  white  man  to 
explore  the  Red  Eagle  Valley  in  Montana,  blazing  a  trail 
from  Red  Eagle  Lake  to  the  basin  at  the  head  of  the  valley 
and  crossing  the  main  divide  of  the  Rockies.  Sexton's 
Glacier,  near  the  Upper  St.  Mary's  Lake,  in  Montana,  was 
named  after  him.  He  has  made  numerous  and  prolonged 
trips  to  Europe  and  has  travelled  extensively  there,  through- 
out the  United  States,  and  in  Canada  and  British  Columbia, 
and  has  visited  Cuba  and  Mexico.  As  a  boy  he  had  an  ambi- 
tion to  become  an  artist  and  for  a  short  time  studied  in  Julian's 
studio,  in  Paris,  afterwards  made  famous  by  Marie  Bash- 
kirtseff's  widely  read  book.  He  is  a  member  of  the  following 
clubs  and  societies:  University  Club  of  New  York,  in  which 
he  has  served  on  the  Nominating  Committee  and  the  Com- 
mittee on  Admissions;  Century  Club;  Harvard  Club,  in 
which  he  was  secretary  of  the  building  committee  which  built 
Harvard  Hall,  and  was  one  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Literature  and  Art,  secretary  of 
the  Committee  on  Admissions,  and  other  committees ;  Reform 
Club,  of  which  he  was  at  one  time  vice-president,  and  for 
many  years  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  chairman  of 
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the  Sound  Currency  Committee  and  other  committees;  Na- 
tional Arts  Club ;  University  Athletic  Club,  of  which  he  was 
vice-president,  and  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  Rail- 
road Club  of  New  York ;  Ardsley  Club,  Ardsley-on-Hudson, 
New  York ;  Blooming  Grove  Hunting  and  Fishing  Club,  Pike 
County,  Pennsylvania ;  Union  Club,  Cleveland,  Ohio ;  Fox 
Island  Club  (shooting  and  fishing),  Lake  Ontario,  near  Cape 
Vincent,  of  which  he  is  president  and  a  director;  member 
of  the  Bar  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York,  in  which  he 
has  served  on  the  Nominating  and  Executive  Committees  and 
Committee  on  Admissions;  member  of  the  Bar  Association 
of  the  State  of  New  York  and  of  the  American  Bar  Associa- 
tion; member  of  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution, 
and  of  numerous  political,  social,  historical,  charitable,  art, 
scientific,  and  professional  associations  and  societies. 

HENRY    CLAY    SHAW 

Soji  of  Melvin  and  Atlantique  Alloway  (Butler)  Shaw. 
Born  in  East  Abington  (noiv  Rockland),  Massachusetts,  March 
SI,  1862.  Prepared  for  college  at  Rockland  High  School  and 
by  Dr.  E.  R.  Humphreys,  Boston,  MassacJmsetts. 

He  writes :  "  Since  graduation  I  have  devoted  myself  to 
teaching  and  have  held  the  following  positions :  September  i 
to  December  20,  1884,  principal  of  High  School,  Bethlehem, 
New  Hampshire;  January  i  to  April  i,  1885,  principal  of 
High  School,  Petersham,  Massachusetts;  April  i  to  July  i, 
1885,  principal  of  High  School,  South  Dartmouth,  Massa- 
chusetts; September  i,  1885,  to  July  i,  1887,  instructor  in 
sciences  at  Highland  Military  Academy,  Worcester,  Massa- 
chusetts. On  September  i,  1887,  I  was  appointed  junior 
master  in  the  English  High  School,  Boston,  became  master, 
and  in  June,  1902,  was  transferred  at  my  own  request  to 
the  Roxbury  High  School,  Boston,  where  I  am  now  teach- 
ing as  head  master  of  the  Commercial  Department.  Upon 
marrying  I  resided  about  six  years  in  Stoughton,  Massachu- 
setts, and  have  since  lived  in  Newtonville,  Massachusetts, 
and  in  Boston.  Belonged  for  four  years  to  the  Newton  Club, 
twenty  years  to  the  Mercantile  Library  Association,  the  old- 
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est  club  in  Boston.  I  belong  to  the  Harvard  Teachers  Club, 
the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Club,  and  the  High  and  Latin 
Masters'  Club  of  Boston.  Work  has  been  always  in  educa- 
tional lines,  nothing  whatever  in  politics  or  in  publications. 
I  spend  my  vacations  at  Belgrade  Lakes,  Maine,  where  I 
have  a  comfortable  camp,  to  which  I  should  be  happy  to 
welcome  any  '84  man."

*LOUIS    AGASSIZ    SHAW 

Son  of  QuiNCY  Adams  and  Pauline  (Agassiz)  Shaw.  Born 
in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  September  18,  186 1.  Prepared  fof 
college  at  G.  W.  C.  Noble's  School,  Boston.  Died  in  Chestnut 
Hill,  Massachusetts,  July  2,  i8pi. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  IV:  — 

Thirteen  years  ago,  when  the  "  CEdipus  Basileus  "  was 
given  in  Sanders  Theatre,  there  appeared  in  the  proces- 
sion of  Greek  youths  a  young  man  noticeable  for  his  tall 
and  graceful  figure,  erect,  stag-like  carriage,  and  noble 
face.  His  features  were  regular  and  distinguished  in  mould ; 
the  brow  full;  large,  thoughtful  eyes;  a  straight,  finely- 
modeled  nose,  small  mouth,  and  chin  round  and  firm.  The 
square  but  lightly  built  shoulders  supported  his  Theban 
mantle  with  unusual  grace.  This  was  Louis  Shaw.  Bom 
September  18,  1861,  he  inherited,  on  his  father's  side,  the 
characteristics  of  the  Shaws  and  Parkmans,  names  long  and 
honorably  known  in  the  commerce  of  an  older  Boston,  and 
on  his  mother's  the  Swiss  and  Latin  blood  of  the  family 
of  Agassiz.  His  boyhood  was  passed  in  Europe  and  in 
Jamaica  Plain,  from  whence  he  attended  Noble's  School  in 
Boston,  entering  Harvard  in  the  Class  of  '84.  In  the  college 
life  he  took  a  marked  and  singular  position.  Older  than  the 
majority  of  his  friends  by  some  months,  and  in  character 
many  years  their  senior,  there  was  found  in  him  no  sym- 
pathy for  those  strange  enthusiasms  and  excesses,  the  boyish 
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revolts  against  convention  and  good  breeding,  which  usually 
distinguish  the  freshman.  From  the  day  he  entered  college 
till  graduation  he  pursued  an  even  course  of  upright,  cleanly, 
and  high  living,  both  in  word  and  deed,  with  courtesy  and 
consideration  for  all,  smiling  (perhaps  a  little  scornfully  at 
times)  at  the  frolics  or  foibles  of  his  mates,  and  steadfastly 
a  law  unto  himself  in  good  report  and  evil.  In  all  matters 
of  taste  or  art  he  was  a  refined  and  cultivated  judge,  and 
everything  that  was  about  him  spoke  clearly  of  his  person- 
ality. He  was  devoted  to  sport  and  an  open-air  life  so  far 
as  his  physique  permitted ;  while  beauty,  breeding,  gameness, 
in  horse,  dog,  or  bird,  were  to  him  sources  of  great  delight. 
In  literature  he  was  a  wide  but  discriminating  reader,  and 
before  graduation  he  had  already  collected  a  considerable 
and  well-chosen  library.  In  his  junior  year  he  became  a 
member  of  the  A.  D.  Club,  and  as  a  senior  he  was  elected 
and  served  as  a  manager  of  the  Harvard  Assemblies ;  but 
these  college  matters  had  then  little  attraction  for  him,  for 
in  the  spring  of  1882  he  had  become  engaged  to  Miss  Mary 
Saltonstall,  and  his  thoughts  and  wishes  were  naturally  cen- 
tred in  the  new  life  to  begin  after  graduation.  Directly  after 
Commencement  he  was  married,  and  with  his  wife  lived  in 
the  country,  first  on  a  farm  at  Newton  Centre,  and  then  at 
Chestnut  Hill,  the  remaining  seven  short  years  of  his  life. 
Two  lovely  children  were  born  to  them,  Quincy,  the  first 
baby  of  the  Class,  and  Louis ;  and  surely  no  more  charming 
and  touching  sight  could  be  seen  than  the  sweet  relation  be- 
tween that  kind,  wise  father  and  his  little  sons.  Early  in 
1 89 1  a  long  debility  at  length  declared  itself  as  consump- 
tion. He  made  a  gallant  fight,  bearing  his  sufferings,  which 
were  great,  with  nobility  and  fortitude,  but  all  was  vain. 
On  July  2  he  died,  not  yet  thirty  years  of  age,  at  his  home 
in  Chestnut  Hill,  leaving  his  widow  and  sons  to  mourn  an 
irreparable  loss;  and  with  more  sorrowing  friends  than  he, 
in  his  modesty,  ever  realized  were  his.  To  them  his  memory 
is  precious.

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THOMAS    STANLEY    SIMONDS

der)  Simonds.  Born  in  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  September  i, 
18^6.

Simonds  is  one  of  the  five  regular  members  of  the  Class 
who  have  paid  no  attention  whatever  to  communications  ad- 
dressed to  them  by  the  secretary  and  by  others  with  a  view 
of  attempting  to  interest  them  in  Class  matters.  According 
to  the  sixth  report  of  the  secretary,  Simonds,  after  gradua- 
tion, taught  Greek  and  Latin  for  two  years  at  Southboro, 
Massachusetts,  then  studied  classical  philology  at  Johns  Hop- 
kins University,  after  which  he  taught  at  the  head  of  the 
Latin  department  in  the  Lamb  School  in  Baltimore,  Maryland. 
He  then  taught  Greek  and  Latin  at  Hobart  College,  Geneva, 
New  York,  and  in  1901  became  assistant  professor  of  Latin 
at  the  University  of  California.  Since  that  time  no  informa- 
tion concerning  him  has  been  obtained. 

*DUNLAP    SMITH 

Son  of  Perry  Hiram  and  Emily  Amelia  (Smith)  Smith. 
Born  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  July  14,  1863.  Prepared  for  college 
with  Dr.  E.  R.  Humphreys,  tutor.  Died  in  Chicago,  December 
25,  ipoi. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

He  was  the  youngest  of  four  children,  three  sons  and 
a  daughter,  and  came  of  substantial  American  stock.  His 
father,  Perry  H.  Smith,  was  born  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  was  a  descendant  of  Commodore  Perry,  of  Lake 
Erie  fame,  and  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the  Northwestern 
country.  He  was  a  man  of  very  marked  ability  and  learn- 
ing, being  a  graduate  of  Hamilton  College  at  the  age  of 
eighteen.  He  settled  in  Wisconsin,  and,  almost  immediately 
upon  attaining  his  majority,  became  County  Judge,  then 
a  member  of  the  Assembly  and  of  the  State  Senate.  He 
was  very  actively  interested  in  the  construction  of  the  Chi- 
cago &  Northwestern  Railroad,  and  for  many  years  was 
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vice-president  and  practical  manager  of  that  corporation, 
coming  to  Chicago  to  take  charge  of  its  affairs.  Dunlap's 
mother  was  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Reeder  Smith,  who 
was  for  a  long  period  the  head  of  Lawrence  University,  one 
of  the  leading  educational  institutions  of  Wisconsin.  Our 
classmate,  Dunlap,  was  born  in  Chicago  July  14,  1863,  and 
was  therefore  not  quite  twenty-one  years  of  age  upon  his 
graduation  from  college.  Much  of  his  early  life  was  spent 
in  Europe.  For  two  years  he  attended  school  in  Brussels; 
then,  returning  home,  he  began  active  preparation  for  en- 
trance to  college  at  the  Barnes  Private  School  in  Chicago. 
His  final  preparatory  work  for  college  was  done,  together 
with  R.  F.  Howe,  of  our  Class,  under  Dr.  Humphreys,  of 
Boston,  as  a  tutor,  with  whom  he  remained  for  some  months 
immediately  prior  to  taking  his  entrance  examination. 
Throughout  his  entire  college  course  he  roomed  in  Weld 
Hall,  No.  16,  with  our  classmate,  Jesse  Fletcher,  as  his 
room-mate  during  the  last  three  years.  While  in  college 
Dunlap  maintained  an  excellent  standing,  obtaining  an  hon- 
orable mention  in  philosophy,  and  receiving  his  degree  cum 
laude.  He  was  particularly  fond  of  the  philosophical  courses, 
for  which  he  displayed  great  aptitude,  as  he  did  also  for 
some  of  those  in  higher  mathematics.  He  was  essentially 
thorough  and  conscientious  in  his  work,  and  gained  the  full 
benefit  from  his  course,  although  he  was  by  no  means  in- 
different to  the  social  side  of  college  life.  Upon  graduation 
he  prepared  a  commencement  part,  to  which  he  was  entitled 
by  his  rank,  a  disquisition  upon  the  subject  "  Our  Civiliza- 
tion Contrasted  with  that  of  Greece."  This,  however,  was 
not  delivered.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Institute  of  1770, 
Hasty  Pudding,  Z  '^,  Philosophical,  and  other  college  socie- 
ties. After  the  close  of  his  college  course  he  returned  to 
Chicago,  and  entered  almost  at  once  upon  an  active  public 
and  private  career.  He  engaged  at  first  in  the  real  estate 
business,  but  left  it  in  1887  to  take  charge  of  the  Chicago 
(Grain)  Elevator  Company,  a  corporation  in  which  his  family 
had  large  interests.  In  a  year,  however,  he  returned  to  the 
former  business  of  real  estate,  and,  remaining  in  it  until  the 
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day  of  his  death,  achieved  a  very  marked  success.  In  1895 
he  was  elected  President  of  the  Real  Estate  Board  of  Chicago, 
a  prominent  and  powerful  organization,  the  youngest  member 
ever  chosen  to  occupy  that  position.  During  his  term  of 
office,  he  was  influential  in  securing  the  passage  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Torrens  Law,  a  statute  simplifying  the  transfer 
of  real  estate.  He  also  gave  great  help  in  the  revision  of  the 
revenue  laws  pertaining  to  Chicago,  and  the  creation  of  a 
general  Board  of  Assessors  and  a  Board  of  Review,  a  matter 
of  large  moment  to  the  City  of  Chicago.  He  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  the  Merchants'  Club,  an  organization  com- 
posed of  the  younger  leading  business  men  of  Chicago,  and 
as  a  member  of  that  body  assisted  in  forming  the  State 
Pawners'  Society,  which  proved  a  highly  successful  public 
corporation,  in  the  relief  of  the  needy  small  borrower  from 
usurious  exactions.  He  served  as  the  representative  of  the 
Merchants'  Club  upon  its  directory.  In  fact,  from  the  day 
of  his  graduation  in  Cambridge  to  the  hour  of  his  last  ill- 
ness, he  took  an  active  and  irrepressible  interest  in  everything 
that  concerned  the  well-being  and  advancement  of  the  com- 
munity of  which  he  was  a  citizen.  In  1899  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  Chicago;  in  1901,  the  year 
of  his  death,  he  w^as  serving  as  the  president  of  the  Univer- 
sity Club  of  that  city.  He  was  a  member  of  the  University, 
Chicago,  Merchants',  and  other  leading  clubs  of  the  City 
of  Chicago.  He  was  a  loyal  son  of  Harvard,  and  in 
respect  to  his  memory  the  Harvard  Club  of  Chicago  has 
founded  the  Dunlap  Smith  scholarship  in  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  the  income  of  which  is  available  for  the 
education  of  his  sons  and  those  of  the  members  of  that 
organization.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that,  not  only  the 
Class  of  '84,  but  the  City  of  Chicago  and  the  entire  North- 
western country  have  suffered  a  loss  in  the  death  of  Dunlap 
Smith.  He  was  but  thirty-eight  years  of  age,  yet  the  effect 
of  his  passing  away  upon  the  community  at  large  was  as 
that  of  a  man  of  national  character  and  importance.  Few 
men  accomplish  in  long  lives  of  usefulness  what  Dunlap  Smith 
achieved  in  his  brief  years.     By  a  success  born  of  high  am- 
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bition  and  tireless  energy,  he  built  his  own  monument  —  the 
example  of  a  high-minded,  brave,  and  useful  life  —  an  in- 
heritance for  his  children  and  an  inspiration  for  his  friends. 
His  affections  were  strong,  as  were  also  his  antipathies.  He 
scorned  a  sham,  and  had  no  sympathy  for  a  weakness  to 
face  the  situation  and  to  do  that  which  mind  and  conscience 
declared  to  be  the  right.  This  was,  perhaps,  his  most  strik- 
ing characteristic.  To  his  family  in  his  home,  he  gave  the 
best  that  he  had,  a  consideration  without  limit,  and  a  com- 
radeship which  was  ideal.  Here  with  them  he  was  most 
truly  himself.  It  is  difficult  fittingly  to  express  our  tribute 
of  respect  to  the  memory  of  one  with  whose  friendship  we 
were  so  honored  and  for  whose  character  and  ability  we 
have  such  sincere  regard  and  esteem.

HENRY    MUNSON    SPELMAN 

Son  of  Israel  Munson  and  Martha  Hubbard  (Choate) 
Spelman.  Born  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  November  5, 
1861.  Prepared  for  college  at  John  P.  Hopkinson's  School, 
Boston,  Massachusetts. 

He  entered  the  Harvard  Law  School  in  the  fall  of  1884, 
and  left  at  the  end  of  his  second  year  to  go  into  the  office  of 
Ropes,  Gray  &  Loring,  Boston,  where  he  remained  until  June, 
1888.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Suffolk  Bar  in  August,  1887. 
After  spending  a  few  months  with  the  Massachusetts  Title 
Insurance  Company  he  opened  an  office  for  the  general  prac- 
tice of  law  at  50  State  Street,  Boston.     In  January,  1892,  he 
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formed  a  partnership  with  Charles  Almy,  '72,  under  the 
name  of  Almy  &  Spelman,  and  has  since  continued  in  the 
practice  of  his  profession,  devoting  himself  more  especially 
to  those  branches  pertaining  to  real  estate  and  the  care  of 
property,  the  present  offices  of  the  firm  being  at  1023  Tremont 
Building,  Boston.  He  acted  as  treasurer  of  the  Sawin  Memo- 
rial Fund  and  has  been  connected  with  various  charitable 
organizations.

Pre- 
pared for  college  at  Cotting  High  School,  Arlington,  and  Boston 
Latin  School. 

He  writes :  "  I  have  taught  at  Canandaigua,  New  York,  at 
San  Jose,  California,  and  have  tutored  at  Stanford  University. 
I  have  been  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Boston  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  I  was  a  candidate  for  public  office  twice 
but,  rather  than  submit  to  the  annoyance  of  technicalities 
and  trickery,  I  never  fully  qualified  for  office."  He  lives  in 
Palo  Alto,  California. 

He  was  married  in  Arlington,  Massachusetts,  October  11, 
1888,  to  Georgiana,  daughter  of  William  H.  and  Caroline  E.

*GEORGE    ANDREW    STEWART 

Son  of  James  and  Rebecca  Dean  (Graham)  Stewart. 
Born  in  South  Boston,  Massachusetts,  September  26,  1862.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  the  Boston  Latin  School,  Boston,  Massachu- 
setts.   Died  in  Boston,  June  21,  18Q4. 
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The    following   sketch   is   reprinted    from   the   secretary's 
report  No.  V :  — 

At  the  early  age  of  five  years  he  entered  the  Ticknor 
primary  school,  and  after  a  number  of  double  promotions, 
was  graduated,  at  the  head  of  his  class,  from  the  Andrew 
Grammar    School,    at    the    age    of    eleven    years    and    nine 
months.     In  September,  1874,  he  entered  the  Boston  Latin 
School,    from  which,   after   leading  his   class,   fifty-six   out 
of  a  possible  sixty  months,  he  was  graduated,  receiving  the 
first    Franklin   medal.      He  entered   the    freshman   class   of 
Harvard  College  in  1880,  and  led  his  class  in  the  freshman 
year.     He  took  highest  second-year  honors  in  classics  in  the 
sophomore  year,  and  highest  second-year  honors  in  mathe- 
matics in  his  junior  year.     It  had  early  been  his  intention 
to  pursue  a  classical  course  with  the  object  of  teaching  in 
a  classical  school  or  a  college,  but  ill  health,  which  overtook 
him  at  the  end  of  his  freshman  year,  obliged  him  to  change 
his  purpose  and  to  adopt  a  more  general  course  of  study. 
He  took  several  courses  in  history,  political  economy,  the  fine 
arts,  and  philosophy,  and  almost  at  the  close  of  his  college 
career  he  expressed  a  regret  that  he  had  been  unable  to  take 
more  courses  in  philosophy.     He  was  a  member  of  the  Har- 
vard Athletic  Association,  of  the  St.  Paul  Society,  the  Everett 
Atheneum,  the  II  H  Society,  and  was  the  second  man  selected 
for  the  <l>  B  K  from  the  Class  of  '84.     As  an  evidence  of 
the  high  regard   in  which   Stewart  was  held  by  his  class- 
mates, it  may  be  well  to  mention  that  he  was  Class  secre- 
tary throughout  the  college  course.     Very  early  in  life  he 
showed  a  marked  adaptation  to  athletics.     He  played  on  his 
school  nine  and  eleven,  and  when  he  entered   college  was 
kept  from  athletic  sports  only  by  an  exalted  idea  of  the  pro- 
ficiency of  Harvard  athletes  and  the  excellence  necessary  for 
admission,  and  the  fact  that  his  parents  did  not  favor  his 
entrance  into  athletics,  and  his  own  idea  that  athletics  would 
interfere  too  much  with  his  studies.    His  interest  in  athletics, 
however,  continued  strong,  and  in  the  winter  of  1885-86  he 
studied  naval  architecture  and  began  to  write  descriptions 
of  yacht  races  for  the  Boston  Globe.    For  the  following  three 
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years  he  was  yachting  editor  for  the  Boston  Globe  and  a 
yachting  broker,  associated  with  Edward  Burgess,  the  famous 
builder.  From  1891  to  1894  he  continued  the  business  under 
the  firm  name  of  Stewart  &  Binney,  and  among  other  boats, 
built  the  "  Pilgrim,"  the  cup  defender  of  1889.  As  a  coach 
for  the  Harvard  football  eleven,  Stewart  had  few  equals,  and 
was  the  coach  of  the  successful  eleven  in  1890.  During  his 
whole  career,  which  was  so  untimely  cut  off,  Stewart  worked 
at  a  very  high  level.  Whether  in  school  or  in  college,  in 
athletics  or  in  business,  he  strove  with  all  his  might  to  excel, 
and  those  who  were  his  most  intimate  friends  have  known 
that  his  success  was  due  not  only  to  his  excellent  abilities, 
but  to  the  energy  and  the  consecration  which  he  brought  to 
everything  which  he  undertook  to  do.  He  was  a  most  duti- 
ful son,  a  firm  friend,  a  lovable  schoolmate  and  classmate, 
a  rare  scholar,  and  a  Christian  gentleman.  His  loyalty  to 
his  college  was  almost  a  religion  with  him.  At  the  close  of 
his  senior  year,  in  speaking  of  the  influences  that  had  helped 
to  make  and  control  his  career,  he  placed  the  influence  of 
his  college  second  only  to  that  of  his  mother  —  high  praise 
surely  from  one  who  was  so  devoted  a  son.  His  life  was 
a  short  one;  but  if  the  lives  of  men  are  to  be  measured,  not 
by  years,  but  by  the  good  which  a  man  does,  surely  the  life 
of  George  Andrew  Stewart  was  grandly  successful.

He  writes :  "  After  graduation  I  studied  law  for  two  years 
at  the  Harvard  Law  School,  entering  the  office  of  Brooks  & 
Nichols,  Boston,  in  July,  1886.  I  was  admitted  to  the  Suf- 
folk Bar  in  February,  1887,  and  remained  in  the  office  of 
Henry  G.  Nichols,  'yy,  until  1890,  when  I  began  practice  on 
my  own  account.  In  July,  1893,  I  became  a  member  of  the 
firm  of  Storey  &  Thorndike,  withdrawing  in  July,  1898,  and 
I  am  to-day  in  active  practice  without  partner  or  associate.

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He  writes :  "  After  leaving  college,  I  concerned  myself 
with  the  manufacture  of  paper  and  have  been  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  S.  D.  Warren  &  Company  of  Boston  since 
1889.  In  1 89 1  I  operated  an  electric  carriage  in  Waltham, 
the  first  in  Massachusetts,  and,  possibly,  the  first  in  the 
United  States.  In  1893  I  won  the  prize  in  tennis  for 
amateurs  in  the  court  of  the  Boston  Athletic  Association. 
In  1890,  1892,  1899,  and  1904,  I  travelled  in  Europe.  In 
1906  and  1907,  I  studied  law  for  two  terms  at  Oxford.  I 
have  put  a  girdle  around  the  earth  four  times,  viz.,  in  1897, 
1901,  1905,  and  1907-8,  varying  the  route  each  time,  and 
on  the  last  trip  including  Australia,  Siberia,  and  Russia. 
On  the  last  three  of  these  trips  I  visited  the  Philippine 
Islands,  for  in  1899,  I  joined  the  Anti-imperial  League.  In 
1900  Sixto  Lopez  and  his  secretary,  Thomas  Patterson, 
landed  on  these  shores,  and  since  then  I  have  been  intimately 
involved  in  the  Philippine  question.  In  1901  a  so-called 
*  oath  of  allegiance '  was  exacted  of  me,  in  my  opinion 
illegally,  on  entering  Manila.  That  visit  dispelled  for  me 
the  claim  our  government  was  then  making  that  the  great 
body  of  the  Filipinos  desired  our  sovereignty.  My  second 
visit,  1905,  enabled  me  to  assist  in  obtaining  an  acquittal 
for  the  editors  of  the  Renacimicnto,  who  had  correctly  ex- 
posed the  horrors  of  reconcentration,  and  who  had  there- 
upon been  prosecuted  by  the  government  for  libel.  My 
last  visit  enabled  me  to  witness  the  workings  of  the  first 
session  of  the  Assembly,  which,  as  the  popularly  elected  lower 
chamber,  made  a  creditable  record,  considering  the  extreme 
difficulty  of  a  situation  where  the  upper  chamber,  holding 
half  the  legislative  power,  has  also  the  whole  of  the  executive 
power  and  is  appointed  from  Washington.  My  literary 
work  has  been  practically  confined  to  occasional  articles  for 
the  newspapers,  of  which  three,  written  during  my  last  stay 
in  the  Philippines,  appeared  in  the  Springfield  Republican 
of  December  10,  1907,  December  16,  1907,  and  January  29, 
1908.  I  am  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Anti-imperial  League;  director  of  the  American  Peace 
Society;  member  of  the  American  Paper  and  Pulp  Asso- 
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ciation;  of  the  Boston  Paper  Trade  Association;  the  Society 
of  Chemical  Industry;  Union  Club,  Boston  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation, Boston  City  Club,  Twentieth  Century  Club,  Economic 
Club  of  Boston,  and  the  Massachusetts  Reform  Club." 

He  was  married  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  May  14,  1891, 
to  Gretchen,  daughter  of  Hamilton  and  Margaret  Cushing 
(Pearmain)  Osgood.  Children:  Rachel,  born  November  i, 
1892;  Marjorie,  born  August  9,  1899;  Hamilton,  born 
November  3,  1903. 

*GERRIT    ELIAS    HAMBLETON    WEAVER 

Son  of  Elias  Bowman  and  Lucretia  Grace  (Hambleton) 
Weaver.  Born  in  Millersville,  Pennsylvania,  September  14, 
1861.  Prepared  for  college  at  Szvarthniore  College,  Szvarth- 
more,  Pennsylvania.  Died  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  Feb- 
ruary 21,  IP04. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

Weaver  was  born  at  the  State  Normal  School,  Millers- 
ville, Pennsylvania,  where  his  father  was  professor  in  the 
School  of  Science.  His  father  died  in  1863  from  fever 
contracted  on  the  battlefield  at  Gettysburg,  where  he  had 
been  caring  for  the  wounded  of  both  armies.  In  his  young 
years  Weaver's  health  would  not  permit  continued  school 
work.  He  was  kept  by  his  mother  in  the  country,  roam- 
ing the  fields  and  woods,  and  was  instructed  in  every 
branch  of  natural  history.  He  was  also  made  familiar  with 
English  classics,  elementary  mathematics,  Latin  and  German 
grammar.  Of  systematic  school  work  he  had  nothing  until 
he  entered  Swarthmore  College  in  1878,  but  before  entering 
college  he  had  been  taken  by  his  mother  to  Germany  and 
had  studied  the  German  and  French  languages,  and  had 
travelled  in  Switzerland  a  year  to  recuperate  his  health.  He 
was  graduated  from  Swarthmore  in  1882,  and  entered  the 
Class  of  '84  of  Harvard  at  the  beginning  of  its  junior  year, 
graduating  with  us  June  25,  1884.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  IT  H  Society  and  also  of  the  Historical  Society.  He 
received  his  degree  magna  ami  laiide  at  graduation,  and  also 
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was  awarded  final  honors  in  history.  For  two  years  after 
graduation  he  was  instructor  in  history  at  Swarthmore  Uni- 
versity. During  the  year  1886-87  he  was  instructor  in  his- 
tory at  Harvard  University.  The  following  two  years  he 
was  assistant  professor  of  French  and  German  at  Swarth- 
more, and  from  1889  to  1893  was  professor  of  French  and 
German  at  Swarthmore.  In  1893  he  was  appointed  profes- 
sor of  history  in  the  Manual  Training  High  School  of 
Philadelphia,  and  continued  to  fill  that  position  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  Throughout  all  the  years,  both  as  pupil 
and  teacher,  he  devoted  his  leisure  time  to  studying  botany 
and  entomology.  From  the  year  1890  it  was  his  habit  to 
make  clippings  from  the  New  York  and  Boston  papers  of 
all  items  that  he  considered  of  importance  in  the  making 
of  history,  especially  those  relating  to  the  subject  of  eco- 
nomics. He  did  this  with  the  intention  of  publishing  a 
work  on  that  subject  in  which  there  was  nothing  extant  that 
to  him  seemed  satisfactory,  but  ill-health  prevented  the  com- 
pletion of  this  work.  Whatever  he  did  represented  hard 
labor,  and  he  devoted  himself  to  everything  with  assiduity 
and  with  attention  to  the  smallest  detail.  While  at  college 
his  leisure  time  outside  his  studies  was  devoted  to  his  friends 
in  the  Medical  School,  his  interest  extending  even  so  far 
as  attendance  at  the  dissecting  room.  His  love  of  science 
was  indeed  so  great  that  to  many  of  his  intimate  friends, 
as  well  as  to  his  family,  it  was  a  matter  of  comment  and 
surprise  that  he  did  not  select  medicine  as  his  profession. 
He  was  all-rounded  in  his  reading,  and  avoided  that  special- 
ization which,  considering  his  work  as  a  teacher,  was  almost 
unavoidable.  He  was  sociable  by  nature  and  endowed  with 
a  highly  cultivated  and  aesthetic  taste.  He  was  faithful  to 
every  duty  that  he  undertook.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
American  Historical  Association,  the  Modern  Language  As- 
sociation, the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science,  the  Academy  of  Natural  Science  of  Philadelphia, 
and  was  for  twelve  years  the  president  of  the  Swarthmore 
College  Alumni  Association.  His  lungs  had  been  impaired 
for  several  years  before  his  death,  his  heart  had  caused  him 
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trouble  for  a  year  before,  yet  he  continued  to  teach  until 
the  end,  even  until  Friday  preceding  the  Sunday  evening  of 
his  death.  He  was  out  as  usual  on  Saturday  and  Sunday 
morning,  and  died  very  suddenly  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, on  the  evening  of  Sunday,  February  21,  1904,  the 
twentieth  loss  by  death  the  Class  has  suffered  during  these 
twenty  years.  He  had  frequently  been  urged  to  have  a  sub- 
stitute or  to  resign  his  position  entirely,  but  he  would  not 
do  so.  A  letter  from  a  near  relative  says :  "  He  was  very 
anxious  to  complete  this  his  twentieth  year  of  teaching,  and 
was  also  looking  forward  with  pleasant  anticipation  to  the 
Class  reunion  at  Harvard.  He  had  been  under  the  care  of 
a  physician  for  some  three  months,  who  was  surprised  at  the 
sudden  close,  having  seen  him  the  day  before." 

MOLLIS    WEBSTER 

Son  of  Joseph  Rowe  and  Priscilla  Hayden  (Hollis)  Web- 
ster. Born  in  Milton,  Massachusetts,  September  22,  1862.  Pre- 
pared for  college  at  Miss  Heard's  School  and  Miss  Westojt's 
School  in  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  and  at  the  Roxbury  Latin 
School. 

He  writes :  "  My  early  school  days  were  spent  in  Boston. 
As  an  indirect  consequence  of  the  Boston  fire,  Milton  became 
my  residence  in  1875,  and  I  was  living  there  when  I  joined 
the  Class  of  '84  in  Harvard  College.  At  school  my  career 
was  marked  only  by  my  services  for  one  year  as  captain  in 
the  Boston  School  Regiment.  In  college  I  was  a  member  of 
the  Everett  Athenseum,  A  T.TI  H,  Harvard  Natural  History 
Society,  Harvard  Chess  Club,  and<I>  B  K.  I  took  my  A.B. 
summa  cum  laude  and  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Class 
committee.  After  graduation  I  engaged  regularly  in  teach- 
ing in  the  school  of  Browne  and  Nichols,  Cambridge,  from 
1885  to  1890,  and  was  for  two  years,  1885-87,  instructor  in 
botany  in  the  Harvard  Veterinary  School.     From   1890  to 

1893  I  travelled  with  a  Philadelphia  family  as  a  private  tutor, 
visiting  the  southern  States,  the  Northwest,  Alaska,  Canada, 
and  Europe.  In  1893  I  returned  to  Cambridge,  entered  the 
Graduate  School,  and  was  appointed  to  a  proctorship.     In 

1894  I  took  the  degree  of  A.M.  in  English  and  the  classics. 
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For  several  years  I  remained  enrolled  as  a  graduate  student, 
and  meanwhile  established  myself  as  a  private  tutor  in  Cam- 
bridge, where  I  am  at  present  engaged  in  the  preparation  of 
boys  for  college,  teaching  Latin,  French,  and  German  in  the 
Manter  Hall  School.  For  six  years,  1899  to  1904,  I  was  a 
teacher  of  botany  in  the  Alstead  School  of  Natural  History, 
Alstead,  New  Hampshire,  a  school  which  has  a  session  of 
five  weeks  in  July  and  August.  For  eight  years,  in  connection 
with  the  Lowell  Institute  of  Boston,  I  have  conducted  classes 
in  botany  in  the  Teachers'  School  of  Science.  These  consist 
of  field  lessons  in  the  spring  and  autumn  and  of  laboratory 
lessons  (a  four  years'  course)  in  the  winter.  These  occupy 
thirty-five  out  of  fifty-two  Saturdays.  As  a  graduate  student 
I  was  elected  to  the  Harvard  English  Club  and  to  the  Harvard 
Classical  Club.  In  1895  I  ^^^^  o"^  o^  the  founders  of  the 
Boston  Mycological  Club,  of  which  I  am  corresponding  sec- 
retary. I  have  occasionally  lectured  in  public  on  mycology. 
For  ten  years  and  more  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  New 
England  Botanical  Club,  and  am  one  of  the  editors  of 
Rhodora,  the  monthly  journal  of  the  club.  I  am  a  member 
of  the  Boston  Chess  Club.  With  my  fellow  members  of  the 
Appalachian  Mountain  Club  I  have  several  times  tramped  the 
White  Mountains  in  winter,  I  am  a  member  of  the  Boston 
Society  of  Natural  History,  a  life  member  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Horticultural  Society,  and  a  life  member  of  the  Harvard 
Union.  I  have  never  been  able  to  afford  membership  in  any 
purely  social  men's  club  or  to  own  an  automobile  or  a  yacht, 
I  am  a  member  of  the  Cambridge  Branch  of  the  American 
Folklore  Society.  I  am  a  director  of  the  Coal  Treating  Com- 
pany of  Arizona.  My  present  residence  is  in  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts;  my  office,  10  Fairfax  Hall,  Cambridge.  My 
summers  are  spent  in  Georgetown,  Maine,  where  I  own  a 
small  cottage  at  the  head  of  Sagadahoc  Bay." 

He  was  married  in  Auburndale,  Massachusetts,  October  6, 
1903,  to  Helen  Maria,  daughter  of  Albert  Franklin  and  Helen 
Mar  (Fordham)  Noyes.  Children:  Priscilla  Hollis,  born

college  at  Chauncy  Hall  and  Hopkinson's  Schools. 

He  writes:  "In  1884,  entered  business,  South  American 
trade  and  shipping,  with  E.  WilHams  &  Company,  Boston.  In 
1896,  accepted  position  of  Superintendent  of  Streets,  city  of 
Boston,  having  charge  of  streets,  —  paving,  sewers,  bridges, 
ferries,  watering,  sanitary,  and  cleaning,  —  under  Mayor 
Josiah  Quincy.  Retired,  1900,  on  election  of  Mayor  Thomas 
N.  Hart.  1900-5,  real  estate  and  mining.  Spent  some  time 
in  Idaho.  March  20,  1905,  appointed  Fire  Commissioner  by 
Mayor  Patrick  A.  Collins  for  unexpired  term  of  the  late 
Col.  Henry  S.  Russell ;  reappointed  by  Mayor  John  F.  Fitz- 
gerald; removed  by  Mayor  George  A.  Hibbard,  January  31, 
1908."

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

White  was  born  at  6  Phillips  Place,  Cambridge,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  had  no  other  home  than  the  house  in  which 
he  was  born  until  after  his  graduation  from  college.  The 
only  school  which  he  ever  attended  was  that  of  Mr.  Noble 
in  Boston,  at  which  he  was  prepared  for  Harvard.  From 
early  childhood  he  was  absorbed  in  his  books  and  pas- 
sionately fond  of  reading.  Entering  with  the  Class  in  the 
freshman  year,  he  graduated  entitled  to  write  a  disquisi- 
tion at  Commencement  and  received  honorable  mention  in 
Sanscrit.  While  in  college  he  was  a  member  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  1770,  and  of  the  Hasty  Pudding  Club.  He  pursued 
post-graduate  studies  at  Harvard  for  the  year  following 
graduation,  and  received  the  degree  of  A.M.  in  1885.  He 
engaged  in  teaching  at  the  University  of  the  South  in  Ten- 
nessee, and  in  September,  1886,  became  professor  of  Eng- 
lish language  and  literature  and  political  economy  and  his- 
tory at  that  institution.  The  following  year  he  spent  at 
Gambler,  Ohio,  engaged  in  teaching  history  and  English  at 
Kenyon  College.  He  devoted  a  year's  time  to  foreign  travel 
prior  to  1890,  and  in  September  of  that  year  entered  the 
Episcopal  Theological  School  at  Cambridge,  graduating  there- 
from in  June,  1892.  In  November  of  1890  he  had  published 
a  sketch  of  the  Philosophy  of  American  Literature,  the  aim 
of  which  was  to  explain  the  principles  of  the  development 
of  our  literature.     In  1892  he  also  published  "  A  Plea  for 
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Expansion  in  the  Teaching  of  American  History,"  in  which 
it  was  argued  that  notices  of  rehgious  movements,  Hterature, 
architecture,  and  painting  should  be  woven  with  the  military 
and  political  history  of  our  country,  to  make  it  at  once  more 
attractive  and  more  profitable  to  young  people.  In  August, 
1893,  he  was  appointed  professor  of  ecclesiastical  history 
and  polity  in  the  University  of  the  South,  and  was  granted 
a  leave  of  absence  for  a  year  to  teach  at  Trinity  College. 
In  the  fall  of  1894  he  returned  to  Sewanee,  Tennessee,  to 
take  up  his  position  as  professor  there.  The  winter  of  1895 
he  spent  in  Charleston,  assisting  in  various  churches  and 
lecturing  on  our  history.  During  that  year  he  published 
"  An  Outline  of  the  Philosophy  of  English  Literature."  In 
September,  1896,  he  was  advanced  to  the  priesthood  of  the 
Episcopal  Church,  In  1897  he  also  published  "  A  Saint  of 
the  Southern  Church,  Bishop  Cobbs,  and  His  Contempora- 
ries." He  had  been  continuously  engaged  in  teaching  at  the 
University  in  Sewanee  after  his  return  there,  but  his  health 
was  never  strong,  and  he  died  suddenly  in  Sewanee,  July  i, 
1901.  He  was  much  beloved  by  the  pupils  of  the  university 
as  well  as  by  his  associates  in  the  Faculty.  By  nature  he 
was  very  retiring  and  reserved.  He  did  not  have  many 
intimate  friends  among  his  classmates,  and  preferred  rather 
to  devote  his  leisure  to  reading.  His  tastes  were  refined  and 
cultivated;  his  writing  choice  in  diction  and  very  pleasing. 
The  circumstances  of  his  death  were  very  sad,  and  called 
forth  the  sympathy  of  all  his  classmates,  including  those 
who  knew  him  but  a  little. 

*JOHN    ALLISON    WHITE 

Son  of  John  and  Emily  (Weaver)  White.  Born  in  Wil- 
liams port,  Pennsylvania,  October  24,  186 1.  Prepared  for  college 
at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire.  Died  in 
Nezv  York  City,  June  10,  IQ04. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

On  the  13th  day  of  June,  1904  —  one  of  those  "rare 
days  "  of  which  the  poet  speaks  —  high  up  on  the  crest  of 
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one  of  the  hills  overlooking  his  native  city  and  the  wind- 
ing valley  of  the  west  branch  of  the  Susquehanna  River, 
in  sight  of  the  old  home  which  he  loved  so  dearly,  sur- 
rounded by  most  of  those  who  were  nearest  and  dearest 
to  him  in  life,  all  that  was  mortal  of  John  Allison  White 
was  laid  away  to  rest.  But  a  few  days  before,  —  on  the  loth 
day  of  June,  —  while  on  a  short  visit  to  the  City  of  New 
York,  apparently  in  better  health  than  for  some  years  past, 
almost  without  warning,  he  was  suddenly  stricken  down  by 
heart  disease  at  the  early  age  of  forty-two  years.  John  Alli- 
son White  was  born  October  24,  1 861,  at  Williamsport,  Penn- 
sylvania, a  son  of  John  White,  born  November  4,  18 18,  in 
Lycoming  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  Emily  Weaver,  born 
March  11,  1824,  at  Freeport,  Pennsylvania.  He  began  school 
at  the  age  of  eight  and  studied  at  various  small  schools  in 
Williamsport  until  the  fall  of  1877,  when  he  entered  the 
junior  class  of  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  graduating  in  1880. 
Admitted  to  the  freshman  class  at  Harvard  in  the  summer 
of  1880,  he  pursued  the  prescribed  course,  including  German, 
in  the  freshman  year;  during  the  sophomore  year  he  studied 
chemistry,  Greek,  history,  German,  and  rhetoric.  In  his 
junior  and  senior  years  he  studied  natural  history  and  his- 
tory, taking  also  in  his  senior  year  a  course  in  fine  arts.  Both 
at  school  and  at  college  he  took  an  active  interest  in  athletic 
sports,  particularly  baseball,  in  which  he  was  doing  effective 
work  until  an  injury  received  in  an  accident  at  the  Harvard 
boat-house  in  October,  1883,  prevented  his  continuing  with 
the  University  baseball  team  and  compelled  him  to  give  up 
the  more  active  forms  of  competitive  exercises.  He  rowed 
No,  2  on  the  winning  crew  of  the  freshman  scratch  races 
in  October,  1880,  and  played  on  the  university  nine  of  1883 
as  change  pitcher.  He  was  a  member  of  many  of  the  col- 
lege clubs,  societies,  and  associations,  including  the  Porcel- 
lian  Club,  the  Hasty  Pudding  Club,  the  A  K  E  or  "  Dickey," 
the  Art  Club,  the  Natural  History  Society,  and  was  the 
business  editor  or  manager  of  the  Harvard  Lampoon  from 
his  class.  In  the  summer  of  1884,  after  receiving  his  de- 
gree, he  travelled  in  Europe,  after  which  he  began  the  study 
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of  the  law  at  Williamsport  in  the  office  of  Henry  C.  Par- 
sons, Esq.  Before  completing  his  law  studies  ill-health  com- 
pelled him  to  spend  most  of  his  winters  in  the  South,  and  from 
1889  on  he  lived  much  of  the  time  for  several  years  in  Ashe- 
ville,  North  Carolina,  where  for  a  brief  period  he  renewed  his 
law  studies  in  the  office  of  Charles  McNamee,  Esq.  Prior 
to  1894  he  spent  one  winter  travelling  in  Europe.  Of  late 
years  most  of  his  time  has  been  spent  at  home  in  Williams- 
port,  with  frequent  visits  to  friends  in  Philadelphia,  New 
York,  Boston,  and  other  places.  For  some  years  prior  to 
his  death  he  had  been  taking  a  gradually  increasing  interest 
in  matters  of  business,  and  devoted  much  of  his  time  thereto. 
Among  the  more  conspicuous  and  responsible  positions  filled 
by  him  were  those  of  director  of  the  Pennsylvania  Telephone 
Company,  director  of  the  Williamsport  Water  Company,  and 
Trustee  of  the  Savings  Institution  of  Williamsport.  He  was 
a  member  of  a  number  of  clubs,  including  the  Ross  Club 
of  Williamsport,  the  Harvard  and  University  clubs  of  New 
York  City,  and  the  Harvard  and  University  clubs  of  Phila- 
delphia. In  religion  he  was  an  Episcopalian,  regularly  at- 
tending Christ  Church  in  Williamsport,  of  which  he  was  a 
vestryman.  In  politics  he  was  a  conservative  Democrat,  be- 
longing to  what  is  known  as  the  "  Cleveland  wing  "  of  the 
party.  Though  influential  in  party  matters  at  home,  he  never 
sought,  nor  would  he  accept,  public  office.  He  was  unmarried. 
His  mother,  now  over  eighty  years  of  age  and  in  unimpaired 
possession  of  all  her  faculties,  and  the  following  brothers  and 
sisters  to  whom  he  was  unusually  devoted,  survive  him : 
Henry  W.  White,  of  Williamsport;  Mrs.  H.  H.  Cummin, 
now  residing  with  her  son  John  in  Boston ;  Mrs.  George  L. 
Sanderson,  Lochabar;  Hugh  L.  White,  Mrs.  N.  L.  Johnson, 
and  Mrs.  Edward  P.  Almy,  of  Williamsport,  and  Mrs.  Jennie 
P.  Almy,  of  Philadelphia.  His  has  been  a  well-known  face 
and  figure  about  Cambridge  and  Boston,  and  at  college  and 
class  reunions  and  events  where  Harvard  men  were  gathered, 
during  the  past  twenty  odd  years.  To  those  who  have  seen 
much  of  him  and  have  been  close  to  him  in  the  friendly  and

He  writes:  "In  1885  I  was  instructor  in  the  classics  at 
Drury  College,  Springfield,  Missouri.  In  1887,  I  entered 
Yale  Theological  Seminary,  graduating  in  1890.  In  the 
same  year  I  was  appointed  a  missionary  of  the  American 
Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions.

He  came  to  America  in  1862  and  returned  to  France 
November  2,  1867,  where  he  remained  six  years,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  year,  which  was  spent  in  Brussels  and  Spa, 
Belgium,  during  the  Franco-Prussian  War.  His  education, 
begun  in  1868  at  the  Institution  Sainte  Marie,  in  Paris, 
France,  was  continued  at  the  Lycee  de  Vanves,  near  Issy,  a 
suburb  of  Paris,  and  was  supplemented,  during  the  war,  by 
private  instruction  and  attendance  for  a  few  months  at  the 
College  Chaptal  in  Paris.

He  has  given 
special  attention  to  fuels  and  combustion  and,  at  considerable 
expense,  has  more  or  less  persistently  conducted  during  the 
past  eighteen  years  exhaustive  investigations  of  the  nature, 
composition,  and  fuel  value  of  coals,  chiefly  American,  and 
perfected  instruments  and  methods  for  obtaining  reliable  data 
in  this  difficult  and  perplexing  subject.  The  knowledge  so 
gained  found  practical  application  during  the  summer  of  1907, 
when  it  was  his  privilege  to  have  a  hand  in  aiding  the  in- 
vestigation of  the  Boston  Finance  Commission  in  connection 
with  the  city  coal  frauds.  At  his  suggestion,  the  plan  of  con- 
ducting all  large  purchases  of  steaming  coal  on  a  heat  unit 
basis  and  at  the  right  time  was  adopted,  and  when  tried 
proved  so  successful  that  during  the  past  two  years  he  has 
had  entire  supervision  of  the  quality  of  practically  the  whole 
supply  of  steaming  coal  delivered  to  the  city  of  Boston  in 
cargo  lots,  all  of  such  coal  being  purchased  under  a  form  of 
specification  drawn  up  by  him,  at  the  request  of  the  Finance 
Commission,  which  fully  safeguards  the  interests  of  the  city. 
As  a  consequence  the  city  is  now  receiving  everywhere,  at  a 
reasonable  price,  uniform  coal  of  excellent  quality,  such  as  it 
never  obtained  before,  while  incidentally  all  sources  of  plunder 
in  connection  with  coal  purchases  have  been  cut  off,  some  dis- 
honest coal  dealers  have  been  detected  and  made  an  example 
of,  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  saved,  the  atmosphere  has 
been  cleared,  and  the  system  "  still  goes  on."  In  other  direc- 
tions his  attention  has  been  given  to  problems  affecting  com- 
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bustion,  one  of  which  has  been  to  perfect  an  economical 
chemical  process  for  treating  the  useless  and  practically  in- 
combustible Rhode  Island  anthracite  coal  in  such  manner  as 
to  make  it  burn  readily  and  be  available  for  immediate  indus- 
trial use.  This  problem  appears  to  have  been  successfully 
solved,  and  Rhode  Island  coal  will  soon  be  offered  for  sale 
in  the  New  England  market.  Other  problems  in  the  line  of 
decreasing  or  eliminating  smoke  from  soft  coal  fires  are  re- 
ceiving attention  and  seem  to  promise  success,  but  much  re- 
mains to  be  done  before  this  part  of  the  subject  is  under  full 
control.  His  publications  have  been  confined  to  a  few  tech- 
nical papers  as  follows :  "  Tribromisobutan,"  with  L.  M.  Nor- 
ton, American  Technical  Journal,  9-87;  "  The  Determination 
of  Silicon  in  Ferro-Silicons,  etc.,"  Transactions  American 
Institute  of  Mining  Engineers,  Vol.  xvii,  p.  542 ;  "  Smoke 
Prevention,"  a  paper  read  before  the  Society  of  Arts,  pub- 
lished in  the  Technology  Quarterly,  1894,  Vol.  vii,  p.  122; 
"  Combustion  and  Calorimeters,"  Transactions  of  the  New 
England  Railroad  Club,  1898;  "The  Advantage  of  a  Scien- 
tific Basis  for  Determining  the  Value  of  Fuels,"  Journal  of 
the  Nezv  England  Water  Works  Association,  Vol.  xix,  p.  90, 
1905.  He  is  at  present  a  member  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society,  the  Society  of  Arts,  The  American  Institute  of  Min- 
ing Engineers,  the  British  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  the 
American  Society  for  Testing  Materials,  the  New  England 
Water  Works  Association,  and  the  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science,  also  of  the  Cottage  Park  Yacht 
Club.

He  then  entered  the  em- 
ploy of  the  Bank  of  New  York,  N.  B.  A.,  of  which  he  has 
been  for  several  years  assistant  cashier,  holding  that  position 
at  the  present  time.  He  has  been  much  interested  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Englewood,  New 
Jersey,  where  he  lives,  and  has  served  as  president  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  that  city  for  several  years.  He  was 
also  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  City  Club,  having  for  its 
purpose  the  arousing  of  a  broader  interest  in  the  government 
and  affairs  of  the  city.  He  is  a  member  of  the  vestry  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Englewood,  trustee  of  the  Public  Library, 
and  member  of  several  local  clubs.

Son  of  Elkan  and  Hannah  (Browning)  Baum.  Born  in 
Conzvaysborough,  South  Carolina,  December  5,  1862.  Prepared 
for  college  zvith  Dr.  E.  R.  Humphreys.  Died  in  Hendersonville, 
North  Carolina,  August  21,  1882. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  H  :  — 

"  When  he  was  five  years  old  his  parents  removed  to 
Georgetow^n,  South  Carolina,  He  attended  school  at  George- 
town until  he  was  eleven  years  old,  when  he  was  sent  by 
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his  parents  to  New  York  City  to  complete  his  education.  As 
he  had  from  childhood  expressed  a  desire  to  be  a  physician, 
his  parents  sent  him  to  Joshua  Kendall's  preparatory  school 
for  Harvard  College.  He  entered  college  with  the  Class  of 
'84  in  the  fall  of  1880  and  was  a  member  of  our  Class  a  year, 
when  he  began  to  study  medicine.  In  the  summer  of  1882 
he  went  to  Hendersonville,  North  Carolina,  where  he  was 
stricken  down  with  typhoid  fever  and,  after  a  painful  illness 
of  three  weeks,  passed  away  August  21,  1882.  The  night 
of  his  death,  realizing  his  condition,  he  said  to  his  physician : 
*  Doctor,  to-night  I  must  die.  Can  you  not  save  a  young 
man  ?  Is  it  not  a  pity  a  young  man  of  nineteen  years  should 
pass  away?  I  thought  I  would  be  of  great  use  to  this  world.' 
Had  God  spared  him  to  his  family,  classmates,  and  friends 
he  would  have  been  of  use  to  the  world.  He  would  have  left 
his  chosen  profession  better  than  when  he  entered  it.  Among 
his  intimate  college  friends  he  was  beloved  for  his  manly, 
generous  character,  and  the  remembrance  of  his  faithful, 
unassuming  life  remains  behind,  the  true  interpretation  of 
our  classmate's  character." 

♦FREDERICK    GEORGE    BEMIS 

Son  of  Jonathan  Wheeler  and  Lucy  Coolidge  (Wyeth) 
Bemis.  Born  in  Charlcstoivn,  Massachusetts,  May  10,  186 1. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Cambridge  High  School,  Cambridge, 
Massachusetts.  Died  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  November 
18,  1890. 

Bemis  entered  college  with  the  Class  of  '83.  His  studies 
being  continually  interrupted  by  illness,  he  was  enrolled  in 
our  Class  for  a  time,  but  left  it  during  the  sophomore  year. 
Subsequently  he  returned  to  the  Harvard  Law  School,  and 
was  admitted  to  practise  law  in  Massachusetts  in  1887,  but  his 
impaired  health  necessitated  a  change  of  residence,  and  in  the 
autumn  of  1890  he  started  for  Colorado,  where  he  died  after 
having  been  there  a  month. 

EMANUEL    GONZALES    BULLARD 

Son  of  Edward  Fitch  and  Phebe  Ann  (Consalus)  Bul- 
LARD,     Born  in  IVaterford,  Nezv  York,  October  22,  1861.    Pre- 
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pared  for  college  at  High  School  at  Saratoga  Springs,  Union 
Classical  Institute^  Schenectady,  New  York,  and  Phillips  Exeter 
Academy. 

He  writes :  "  On  account  of  poor  health  I  spent  five  years 
in  Humboldt  County,  Iowa,  on  a  prairie  farm,  from  1882  to 
1888;  was  active  in  politics  there;  member  of  the  Repub- 
lican County  Committee ;  delegate  to  all  county  conventions, 
and  delegate  one  year  to  State  convention.  Admitted  to  the 
Bar  in  Minnesota  in  1889;  in  New  York,  at  my  old  home, 
Saratoga,  in  September,  1890.  Came  to  New  York  City  in 
April,  1 89 1,  and  have  practised  law  ever  since,  I  took  up 
my  residence  at  Richmond  Hill,  Long  Island,  in  1896;  have 
been  very  active  in  civic  organizations  there  ever  since ;  have 
spoken  before  the  various  commissions  for  better  transit, 
and  am  recognized  as  conversant  with  the  needs  and  desires 
of  our  citizens  in  that  regard.  Am  president  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  of  Richmond  Hill ;  treasurer  and  on  Executive  and 
Transit  Committees  of  Allied  Civics  Associations  of  the 
fourth  ward  of  Queens,  this  ward  comprising  the  old  town 
of  Jamaica,  almost  half  the  territory  of  Queens.  Am  actively 
engaged  in  real  estate  operations  in  that  section,  being  presi- 
dent or  managing  director  of  several  realty  companies  and 
syndicates.  Am  president  of  the  Richmond  Hill  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  For  services  rendered  in  improving  our  sec- 
tion have  received  votes  of  thanks  from  civic  bodies,  etc. 
Have  taken  no  active  part  in  politics  of  late  years ;  am  a  firm 
believer  in  open  or  direct  primaries,  and  should  the  day  ever 
come  when  that  system  is  adopted,  and  office  seeking  and 
holding  is  no  longer  a  system  of  bargain  and  sale  and  hand- 
ing out  judicial  and  other  plums  by  a  boss,  I  may  go  back 
into  politics." 

He  was  married  in  Dows,  Iowa,  August  29,  1888,  to 
Louise  Helen,  daughter  of  William  Francis  and  Antoinette 
M.  (Cook)  McLean,  and  has  one  child,  Lawrence  Emanuel, 
born  December  8,  1895.

♦ARTHUR    LANGMAID    CALHOUN 

Son  of  John  Reuben  and  Sarah  Granville  (Langmaid) 
Calhoun.  Born  in  St.  John,  New  Brunswick,  August  i§,  1861. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Acadia  College,  Nova  Scotia.  Died  in 
Wolfville,  Nova  Scotia,  January  10,  i8pp. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

"  (The  secretary  has  the  permission  of  Mr.  Williams,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Class  of  '85,  to  reprint  from  his  last  Class  Report 
the  following  excellent  obituary  notice  of  Calhoun.) 

"  On  his  father's  side  he  was  related  to  the  Calhouns  of 
South  Carolina.     His  mother's  ancestors  came  from  Devon- 
shire, England.    His  early  education  was  received  at  Horton 
Academy  and  Acadia  College,  Nova  Scotia.    He  entered  Har- 
vard as  a  junior  with  the  Class  of  '84.    After  an  absence  of 
a  year,  during  which  he  was  at  work  in  other  lines,  he  re- 
turned to  college  as  a  senior  and  graduated  with  '85.    In  1887 
he  became  associated  with  the  Boston  Evening  Traveler,  and 
in  the  following  year  he  made  a  trip  through  Eastern  Europe, 
reports  of  which  were  contributed  to  the  Traveler,  the  New 
York  Sun,  and  other  papers.     Several  incidents  connected 
with  this  trip  will  ever  be  of  interest  to  Harvard  men.     In  a 
little  boat,  which  he  fitted  out  at  Constance  and  named  '  Fair 
Harvard,'  he  started  on  a  cruise  down  the  Danube  to  the 
Black  Sea.     At  Stein,  above  Vienna,  the  boat  was  wrecked 
and  he  was  nearly  drowned.     Though  the  Danube  expedition 
was  not  completed  according  to  the  original  plan,  the  '  Fair 
Harvard  '  had  won  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  American 
boat  to  enter  certain  German  ports  along  the  course.    In  1891 
he  moved  to  Tacoma,  where  he  held  for  two  years  an  editorial 
position  on  the  Daily  Ledger.    The  close  confinement  of  office 
work  began  to  tell  on  his  health,  and  he  left  the  paper  to 
accept  an  appointment  as  English  master  in  the  City  High 
School.     In  1894,  owing  to  the  failing  health  of  his  father, 
he  returned  to  St.  John  and  entered  business.    Upon  the  death 
of  his  father  in  1898  he  disposed  of  his  interests  in  St.  John, 
moved  to  Wolfville,  Nova  Scotia,  and  established  there  the 
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Beaver  Mills.  The  business  had  just  started  and  was  an  as- 
sured success,  when  on  the  morning  of  January  lo,  1899,  while 
superintending  some  work  at  the  grain  elevator,  he  met  with 
a  fall  which  resulted  in  his  instant  death. 

"  He  was  married  November  20,  1889,  to  Miss  Margaret 
Ellis,  daughter  of  John  V.  Ellis,  Esq.,  of  St.  John.  His  wife 
and  two  children,  Margaret  and  Sarah,  survive  him.  Honest, 
manly  endeavor  was  the  tribute  he  paid  to  life,  and  when 
difficulties  presented  themselves  they  were  met  with  a  reso- 
lute spirit.  Thoroughness  and  integrity  marked  all  his  busi- 
ness relations,  leaving  upon  his  associates  a  lasting  impression 
for  good.  He  was  fond  of  art,  literature,  and  travel;  no 
one  could  have  drawn  from  the  full  gratification  of  these 
tastes  a  keener  or  a  nobler  delight.  He  was  devoted  to  his 
family,  true  to  his  friends,  courteous  to  all.  His  was  a  soul 
of  singular  purity  and  fidelity,  and  to  those  who^  knew  him 
there  has  come  a  deep  and  abiding  sense  of  loss.

*GEORGE  STUART  CARTER 

Son  of  Walter  Steuben  and  Antoinette  (Smith)  Carter. 
Born  in  Mihvankec,  Wisconsin,  August  75,  1861.  Prepared  for 
college  at  the  Polytechnic  Institute,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and 
Hopkins'  Grammar  School,  New  Haven,  Connecticut.  Died  in 
Kansas  City,  Missouri,  November  11,  i88y. 

He  entered  the  Class  of  '82  in  Yale  College  in  September, 
1878.  In  October,  1880,  he  entered  the  junior  class  in 
Columbia  College  and  graduated  June  15,  1882.  In  October 
following  he  entered  the  Harvard  Law  School,  where  he  re- 
mained one  year;  but  desiring  to  take  a  course  of  advanced 
historical  studies,  he  suspended  work  in  the  Law  School,  and 
in  October,  1883,  entered  the  Class  of  '84  in  the  Academic 
Department.  His  health  having  failed  before  graduation,  he 
removed  to  Denver,  Colorado,  where,  having  somewhat  re- 
covered his  health,  he  resumed  his  law  studies  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  in  June,  1887.  In  the  autumn  of  that  year 
he  removed  to  Kansas  City  and  entered  the  law  office  of 
Messrs.  Austin  &  Austin,  where  he  remained  until  his  death. 
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*WILLIAM    HANSON    CAUGHEY 

Son  of  Byron  C.  and  Agnes  (Howell)  Caughey.  Born  in 
Erie,  Pennsylvania,  May  ii,  i86^.  Prepared  for  college  at  the 
Central  High  School,  Erie,  Pennsylvania.  Died  in  East  Grand 
Forks,  Minnesota,  December  12,  i8g2. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

Caughey  was  born  in  Erie,  Erie  County,  Pennsylvania, 
May  II,  1863.  His  father,  Byron  Caughey,  died  when 
he  was  four  years  old  and  his  children  were  taken  care  of 
by  their  grandfather  and  given  a  home  with  him.  At  the 
age  of  sixteen,  he  graduated  from  the  Erie  High  School 
with  highest  honors,  valedictorian  of  his  class.  He  entered 
in  our  freshman  year  with  the  intention  of  completing  his 
college  course  and  then  pursuing  the  course  at  the  Law  School. 
Upon  his  grandfather's  death  in  1883  it  became  imperative 
for  him  to  abandon  his  studies.  He  accepted  a  position  as 
cashier  with  the  Erie  Gas  Company  with  which  his  grand- 
father had  been  identified  for  years.  In  the  autumn  of  1889 
he  went  to  Seattle  with  the  intention  of  engaging  in  business, 
but  finally  moved  to  Grand  Forks,  Minnesota,  and  entered  the 
lumber  firm  of  J.  J.  Howe  &  Company,  at  the  same  time 
doing  some  magazine  work  for  which  he  was  admirably 
adapted.  The  climate  there  proved  too  rigid  for  him  as  he 
always  had  been  troubled  with  throat  trouble  and  weak  lungs. 
He  contracted  pneumonia,  and  after  being  in  a  private  hos- 
pital for  three  days,  he  died  the  twelfth  day  of  December, 
1892,  at  East  Grand  Forks,  Minnesota,  alone  and  among 
strangers.  He  was  buried  with  the  remainder  of  his  family 
at  Erie,  Pennsylvania,  and  a  bright  life  at  the  prime  of  its 
manhood  was  blotted  out. 

*AARON    ROGERS    CRANE 

Son  of  Moses  Griffin  and  Emma  Hills  (Rogers)  Crane. 
Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  March  18,  1861.  Prepared  for 
college  at  Newton  High  School,  Newton,  Massachusetts.  Died 
in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  June  4,  1884. 
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The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  I :  — 

In  1866  Crane's  parents  moved  to  Newton.  At  the  age 
of  eight  he  was  sent  to  Chauncy  Hall  School  and  remained 
a  pupil  of  that  institution  for  six  years.  In  1875  he  en- 
tered the  Newton  High  School  and  fitted  there  for  Har- 
vard, entering  in  the  fall  of  1880.  During  his  course  he 
made  friends  of  all  whose  privilege  it  was  to  know  him  well. 
He  was  strong  and  warm  hearted,  a  young  man  of  fine  char- 
acter and  high  aims,  good  sense,  and  mature  judgment.  Al- 
ways dutiful,  never  despondent,  he  looked  forward  to  an 
active  and  useful  life.  Singularly  pure  minded,  free  from 
any  selfish  thought,  a  picture  of  health,  he  seemed  about  to 
graduate  with  most  bright  prospects.  On  June  4,  1884,  his 
roommate  and  classmate,  Charles  T.  Hardwick,  becoming 
alarmed  at  Crane's  not  rising,  went  to  his  bed  and  found 
him  dead.  He  had  passed  away  some  hours  before,  probably 
from  apoplexy.  Crane  always  evinced  great  interest  in  the 
athletics  of  the  college.  He  played  on  the  football  eleven. 
Only  two  weeks  before  his  death  he  had  been  a  member  of 
the  tug-of-war  team  that  represented  Harvard  at  the  intercol- 
legiate contest.  He  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  Sargent  the  sec- 
ond strongest  man  in  the  University.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  first  ten  of  the  Everett  Athenaeum  and  of  the  first  eight  of 
the  n.  H. 

EDWARD    ALDRICH    CUDWORTH 

Son  of  James  Winchell  and  Emeline  (Aldrich)  Cud- 
WORTH.  Born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  December  11,  1861. 
Prepared  for  college  at  Roxhury  Latin  School,  Roxbury, 
Massachusetts. 

He  writes :  "  As  I  look  back  at  my  college  days  it  is  with 
a  different  pair  of  eyes  from  the  ones  with  which  I  looked  at 
the  present  and  future  at  that  time.  I  thought  that  study  was 
hard  and  work  was  easy  and,  moreover,  work  was  connected 
with  a  salary,  and  it  must  be  confessed  that  I  thought  more 
of  the  salary  than  the  work.  On  leaving  college  I  went  to 
work  for  Brown,  Durrell  &  Company  of  Boston,  wholesale 
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dealers  in  small  wares.  I  got  one  hundred  dollars  a  year, 
and  for  a  year  and  a  half  packed  and  unpacked  boxes  until 
it  dawned  upon  me  that  I  was  a  round  peg  in  a  square  hole. 
I  could  n't  sell  a  quarter  for  twenty-four  cents.  I  left  at 
the  invitation  of  one  of  the  firm,  who  told  me  that  I  would 
not  make  a  salesman  in  a  million  years  and  advised  me  to 
learn  carpentering.  I  compromised  on  architecture.  I  took 
the  two-year  course  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology and  came  away  with  what  I  thought  at  the  time  a 
full  knowledge  of  the  profession.  I  worked  with  H.  H. 
Richardson  in  Brookline,  Cummings  &  Sears  in  Boston,  then 
went  with  Clarence  S.  Luce  of  New  York.  By  this  time  I 
began  to  realize  that,  while  I  might  know  all  there  was  to  be 
known  about  architecture,  there  were  some  things  still  to 
be  learned  about  the  work  in  an  architect's  office.  From  New 
York  I  came  to  Norwich,  Connecticut,  and  opened  an  office 
with  Mr.  J.  A.  Hiscox,  and  we  did  business  under  the  firm 
name  of  Cudworth  &  Hiscox  for  two  years  and  a  half  and 
earned  about  enough  to  pay  our  office  rent,  for  the  reason, 
possibly,  that,  while  I  knew  very  little  of  the  business,  my 
partner  knew  less.  From  there  I  went  to  Boston  and  was 
with  the  Boston  Terra  Cotta  Company  as  draughtsman  and 
estimator.  I  was  with  E.  A.  Buss,  mill  engineer,  a  short  while, 
also  with  the  General  Electric  Company  in  Lynn.  I  returned 
to  Norwich,  Connecticut,  and  worked  for  C.  H.  Preston,  archi- 
tect, of  that  place,  for  some  four  years,  and  then  once  more 
started  an  office  of  my  own.  After  two  years  I  formed  a 
partnership  with  Mr.  Woodworth  and  for  the  last  eight  years 
w^e  have  been  in  business  together,  and  at  present  have  a  very 
good  practice  for  a  country  town.  We  have  designed  the 
Norwich  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  on  which  the  State  has  spent 
about  one  million  dollars,  the  addition  to  the  Court  House 
in  this  city,  the  Converse  Art  Gallery,  a  new  building  for  the 
Norwich  Free  Academy,  the  M.  E.  Trinity  Church,  the 
Thames  Loan  and  Trust  Company  Building,  and  a  number  of 
residences,  seashore  houses,  etc.,  factories,  and  city  blocks. 
I  am  a  thirty-second  degree  Mason  and  a  member  of  the 
Sphynx  Temple,  A.  A.  O.  N.  M.  S." 
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He  was  married  in  Preston,  Connecticut,  June  i,  1891,  to 
Lillian  Helen,  daughter  of  Rowland  Smith  and  Elizabeth 
Frances  (Bushnell)  Denison,  and  has  one  son,  James  Row- 
land, born  September  23,  1898. 

*JAMES    COLEMAN    FORD 

Son  of  Robert  Trimble  and  Marie  Elouise  (Gordon)  Ford. 
Born  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  July  ij,  1861.  Prepared  for  col- 
lege zvith  private  tutor,  Jason  Chenault.  Died  in  New  YorU 
City,  November  26,  1885. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  II :  — 

The  family  of  James  C.  Ford  came  from  England  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century  and  settled  near 
Dumfries,  on  the  Occoquan  River,  in  Prince  William  County, 
Virginia,  where  some  of  their  descendents  yet  reside.  Ed- 
ward Ford,  the  great-grandfather  of  our  classmate,  re- 
moved with  a  numerous  family,  in  1797,  to  Kentucky  and 
settled  in  what  is  known  as  the  "  Blue  Grass  "  region  of 
that  State,  near  Lexington.  James  Coleman  Ford  was  born 
at  the  home  of  his  grandfather,  after  whom  he  was  named. 
Born  at  the  opening  of  the  Civil  War,  his  earliest  years  were 
passed  in  the  mountains  of  North  Carolina,  at  the  country 
seat  of  Governor  Bennett  of  Charleston.  At  the  close  of  the 
war  he  accompanied  his  father  and  family  abroad,  residing 
for  three  years  in  France,  when,  returning  to  America,  they 
remained  until  1873,  chiefly  on  a  country  place  near  the  Hud- 
son River  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  where  James  was 
instructed  at  home  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Olmstead,  rector  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  at  Rhinebeck.  His  family  again  going 
abroad,  James  spent  two  years  in  Dresden,  returning  to  go  to 
St.  Paul's  School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  re- 
mained until  suddenly  recalled  to  Kentucky  by  the  death  of 
his  mother.  His  preparation  for  college  was  at  home  with  a 
private  tutor  until  the  autumn  of  1880,  when  he  came  up  to 
Cambridge  and  was  admitted  to-  the  freshman  class.  He  left 
college  in  the  middle  of  junior  year  and,  having  passed  a  year 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  engaged  in  cotton  planting  at  "  Buck- 
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meadow,"  an  estate  on  Lake  Providence,  Louisiana,  which  his 
father  and  grandfather  had  cultivated  for  sixty  years.  He 
came  north  and  spent  the  summer  and  early  autumn  of  1885, 
and  died  suddenly  of  heart  disease  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
November  26,  1885,  in  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  his  age.  The 
Class  of  '84  could  have  lost  few  men  whose  death  would  be 
more  deeply  felt  and  by  so  large  a  circle  of  friends.  In  every 
gathering  his  tall,  manly  figure  and  bright  face  were  a  wel- 
come sight,  and  wherever  he  came  cheerfulness  and  high 
spirits  seemed  to  accompany  him.  His  fund  of  humor  ap- 
peared to  be  inexhaustible,  and  to  all  but  his  most  intimate 
friends  he  seemed  a  man  who  could  never  know  the  meaning 
of  a  dark  hour.  Those  who  were  nearest  to  him,  however, 
knew  that  he  was  at  times  subject  to  a  profound  melancholy 
from  which  it  was  almost  impossible  to  rouse  him.  These 
periods  of  depression  were  as  often  caused  by  some  misfor- 
tune to  a  friend  as  by  anything  that  concerned  himself,  for, 
with  his  singularly  sympathetic  and  affectionate  nature,  the 
cause  of  a  friend  always  became  his  own.  In  the  social  life 
of  Cambridge  he  was  very  prominent,  being  elected  to  the 
first  ten  of  the  Institute  of  1770,  the  A.  D.  Club,  and,  after 
he  had  left  college,  as  an  honorary  member  of  the  Hasty 
Pudding  Club.  He  was  one  of  the  best  boxers  in  college,  a 
good  shot,  and,  like  all  Southern  gentlemen,  a  thorough  horse- 
man. Though  not  in  the  college  sense  a  student,  he  was  well 
read  in  English  classics  and  fond  of  discussing  new  books 
and  poetry,  beside  taking  a  considerable  interest  in  art  and 
music.  Occasionally  he  himself  wrote  very  creditable  verses, 
but  made  no  attempt  to  publish  them.  In  all  his  ways  he  was 
thoroughly  manly,  upright,  and  straightforward,  and  his 
sunny  disposition  won  for  him  friends  in  every  class  in  Cam- 
bridge in  his  time.  It  is,  perhaps,  not  too  much  to  say  that 
there  was  no  man  in  '84  for  whom  so  many  felt  a  real  affec- 
tion nor  any  whose  untimely  death  could  have  brought  such  a 
painful  sense  of  personal  loss  as  his.

Son  of  Joseph  and  Ann  Bicknell  (Russell)  Garratt. 
Born  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  August  22,  1862.  Prepared 
for  college  at  the  English  High  School  and  Boston  Latin  School, 
Boston,  Massachusetts.  Died  in  Zurich,  Switzerland,  January 
29,  1885. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  II,  being  copied  from  secretary's  report  No.  II, 
Class  of  '83  :  — 

"  James  Newton  Garratt  was  born  in  Providence,  Rhode 
Island,  August  22,  1862.  At  an  early  age  he  came  to  East 
Boston  and  there  received  his  youthful  education.  He  en- 
tered the  English  High  School,  Boston,  in  1876,  but,  having 
decided  to  go  to  college,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Boston  Latin 
School  September  3,  1877.  Upon  his  graduation  from  there 
in  1880  he  was  awarded  a  Franklin  medal,  and  in  the  autumn 
of  the  same  year  entered  Harvard  without  conditions  and 
with  credit  in  mathematics.  Of  him  Mr.  Moses  Merrill,  head 
master  of  the  Latin  School,  said :  '  He  stood  high  in  a  class 
quite  remarkable  for  its  scholarship.  He  was  an  earnest  and 
faithful  student;  punctual  and  prompt  in  the  execution  of 
every  duty,  an  attentive  and  thorough  scholar.  Unobtrusive, 
gentle,  and  amiable,  he  was  the  love  of  his  teachers  and 
fellow  pupils.  His  integrity  was  above  question.  He  was 
a  graduate  of  more  than  usual  promise.'  The  following 
tribute  from  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Fiske  will  be  appreciated  by 
those  fortunate  enough  to  have  been  under  his  instruction : 
'  I  am  often  troubled  to  find  that  names  and  faces  of  our 
pupils  have  no  longer  any  place  in  my  mind,  and  that  re- 
garding too  many  who  have  recited  to  me  for  a  consider- 
able time  I  could  give  but  a  very  brief  account.  No  such 
obscurity  clings,  in  the  minds  of  any  who  ever  knew  him, 
to  the  name,  the  brilliant  scholarship,  the  charming  face,  and 
beautiful  character  of  James  Newton  Garratt.  He  gained 
my  unstinted  admiration  while  he  was  with  us,  and  now  that 
he  is  gone  I  mourn  the  loss  the  world  has  sustained.'  His 
college  record  was  extremely  creditable.     Entering  with  the 
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Class  of  '84,  he  succeeded,  by  doing  extra  work,  in  graduat- 
ing with  the  Class  of  '83,  receiving  his  degree  magna  cum 
laude.  He  remained  at  Harvard  one  year  more,  taking  the 
degree  of  A.M.  in  1884.  During  the  summer  following 
graduation  he  was  assistant  in  qualitative  analysis  in  the 
summer  course  in  chemistry,  and  in  the  winter  of  1883-84  he 
received  a  Boylston  prize  of  $100  for  a  dissertation  on  the 
*  Origin  of  Meteorites.'  His  ambition  and  love  of  study  being 
not  yet  satisfied,  he  determined  to  continue  his  work  abroad, 
hoping  to  take  the  degree  of  Ph.D.  in  chemistry  from  a 
German  university.  In  August,  1884,  he  started  for  Zurich, 
Switzerland,  and  entered  the  Polytechnic  Institute  there.  His 
letters  to  his  parents  and  friends  at  this  time  express  the 
pleasure  afforded  him  by  the  opportunity  offered  for  the  pur- 
suit of  his  favorite  study,  chemistry.  On  Thursday,  January 
29,  1885,  he,  in  company  with  a  fellow  student,  Mr.  Hugh 
Binney,  of  St.  Helen's,  England,  went  to  the  Griefensee  to 
skate,  and  while  thus  engaged  the  ice  gave  way  and  both 
young  men  were  drowned.  Our  classmate's  body  was  not 
recovered  until  the  following  Monday;  that  of  his  friend  not 
for  some  time  afterwards.  Resolutions  of  sympathy  and  re- 
gret were  passed  at  a  gathering  of  the  English  and  American 
residents  of  Zurich.  Garratt's  funeral  took  place  from  East 
Boston  March  4,  1885,  and  he  was  buried  at  Woodlawn 
Cemetery,  Massachusetts.  At  the  ceremony  a  quartet  from 
the  Harvard  Glee  Club,  composed  of  Eaton  and  Lilienthal,  '83, 
and  Eliot  and  Paul  Thorndike,  '84,  rendered  appropriate 
music.  Of  the  eight  pall-bearers,  four  were  from  the  Sunday 
school  he  attended  and  four  from  the  college,  —  Morse,  '83 ; 
Frost  and  Darling,  '84;  and  Peterson,  '85.  Although  not 
identified  with  the  Class  of  '83  throughout  its  college  course, 
the  warm  friends  he  possessed  among  its  members  will  mourn 
the  untimely  close  of  so  blameless  and  promising  a  young 
life." 

*WILLIAM    HALSEY    GARRISON 

Son    of  Joseph    Fithian   and   Elizabeth    Van    Arsdale 
(Grant)  Garrison.    Born  in  Camden,  New  Jersey,  November 
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23,  i8jp.  Prepared  for  college  at  the  public  schools  in  Camden, 
Nezv  Jersey,  and  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Academy  in  Phila- 
delphia, Pennsylvania.  Died  in  Liberty,  New  York,  April  2y, 
ipo8. 

He  entered  college  with  the  Class,  but  during  the  course 
anticipated  one  year  and  graduated  with  the  Class  of  '83. 
For  two  years  after  graduation  he  was  principal  of  the  Clas- 
sical School  in  Helena,  Montana.  The  following  autumn  he 
returned  to  Cambridge  and  entered  the  Law  School  where  he 
remained  until  Christmas,  when  he  accepted  the  position  of 
Latin  and  Greek  master  in  the  Porter  Academy  at  Charleston, 
South  Carolina,  which  position  he  held  until  June.  During 
that  summer  he  was  connected  for  two  months  with  the  local 
staff  of  the  Press  in  Philadelphia.  Some  time  after  the 
autumn  of  1886  he  was  a  master  in  the  Academy  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Philadelphia,  but  during  the 
last  years  of  his  life  his  work  was  almost  entirely  in  connec- 
tion with  the  public  press,  his  attention  being  given  principally 
to  newspaper  writing.

Son  of  John  Gottlieb  and  Leah  (Kieler)  Geissel.  Born 
in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  September  jo,  i860.  Prepared 
for  college  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Philadelphia.  Died 
in  Philadelphia  in  August,  i8pj. 

He  received  the  degree  of  M.D.  from  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  on  May  i,  1885,  and  began  the  practice  of  medi- 
cine at  Jeddo,  Luzerne  County,  Pennsylvania,  assisting  Dr. 
George  W.  Wentz.  In  April,  1886,  he  opened  an  office  in 
Philadelphia,  where  he  practised  his  profession  by  himself 
until  his  death  in  August,  1893. 

He  was  married  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  April  21, 
1886,  to  Ida,  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Akins)  Eppels- 
heimer.

In  the 
spring  of  1887  I  founded  the  Gill  Engraving  Company,  now 
at  140  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York.  I  have  been  president  of 
that  company  from  the  date  of  its  incorporation.  I  am  vice- 
president  of  the  Colorplate  Engraving  Company,  311  West 
Forty-third  Street,  New  York.  I  have  fought  for  the  '  open 
shop '  idea  in  my  business  for  many  years,  having  resisted 
successfully  two  very  severe  strikes.  The  last  one,  in  1907, 
resulted  in  a  strictly  non-union  shop  of  about  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  men,  the  only  business  of  any  size  in  New 
York  in  my  line  not  controlled  by  unions.  I  am  also  in- 
terested in  the  development  of  suburban  property  near  New 
York  in  a  rather  small  way.

He  writes :  "  I  withdrew  from  college  at  the  beginning  of 
our  sophomore  year.  Very  shortly  thereafter,  probably  three 
months,  I  went  to  Mexico  into  a  mining  camp  in  which  my 
father  had  a  large  interest.  I  remained  there  until  March, 
1888,  when  I  returned  to  Syracuse,  New  York.  I  then 
secured  employment  in  the  Registry  Department  of  the  Post 
Office  and  was  appointed  secretary  of  the  local  Civil  Service

Prepared 
for  college  at  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord,  New  Hampshire. 

He  left  college  during  the  junior  year.  He  writes :  "  From 
the  time  I  left  Harvard  until  June,  1903,  I  was  associated 
with  the  firm  of  Harrison  Brothers  &  Company,  an  old 
family  concern.  As  I  gradually  learned  the  business,  that 
of  manufacturing  heavy  acids  and  chemicals  and  white  lead 
and  paints,  I  was  successively  advanced  until  I  became 
general  superintendent  and  vice-president.  Since  the  busi- 
ness was  sold  to  outside  parties  and  the  Harrison  interests 
withdrawn,  I  have  been  without  occupation  further  than 
such  as  an  idle  man  can  find  for  himself  in  his  various  in- 
terests.

He  entered  college  with  the  Class  in  1880,  and  left  at  the 
end  of  the  freshman  year,  going  into  business.     For  a  num- 
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ber  of  years  he  was  associated  with  the  house  of  Jones, 
McDuffee  &  Stratton,  pottery  merchants,  in  Boston,  until 
1895,  when  he  went  to  New  York  and  became  associated 
with  the  firm  of  Gerard,  Dufraisseix  &  Abbot,  selhng 
agents  for  china  manufacturers  of  Limoges,  France.  In

Prepared 
for  college  with  Mr.  Albro  Chase,  principal  of  the  Portland  High 
School  at  that  time. 

At  the  time  of  the  publication  of  the  sixth  report  of  the 
secretary  he  wrote  that  the  ilhiess  which  had  cut  short  his 
college  course  had  been  with  him  ever  since  in  varying  de- 
grees of  intensity,  but  that  for  the  previous  four  years  he 
had  been  able  to  have  classes  —  adult  —  at  which  he  had 
"  talked  "  with  some  success  of  the  history,  architecture,  and 
art  of  Athens,  Rome,  Florence,  Ravenna,  etc.  He  writes  now 
that  he  has  nothing  further  to  add  to  that. 


HERBERT    EDWIN    MILES 

Son  of  Henry  H.  and  Harriet  E.  (Roberts)  Miles.  Born 
in  Waupaca,  Wisconsin,  November  21,  i860.  Prepared  for  col- 
lege at  Waupaca  public  schools  and  Lazvrence  University,  Ap- 
pleton,  Wisconsin. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Class  during  the  junior  and 
senior  years  only  and  did  not  take  his  degree  with  the  Class. 
He  writes  as  follows :  "  On  leaving  Harvard  I  took  a  small 
interest  in  the  Racine  Wagon  and  Carriage  Company,  electing 
manufacturing  as  my  vocation,  and  brought  that  up  to  a  very 
successful  and  large  business,  and  then  merged  it  with  a 
plough  business  under  the  present  name  of  the  Racine-Sattley 
Company,  the  new  company  making  a  large  line  of  agricul- 
tural implements  and  vehicles,  including  in  the  latter  car- 
riages, express  wagons,  and  farm  wagons.  I  have  been  some- 
what actively  interested  in  local  matters  always,  as  a  member 
of  the  school  board,  public  improvement  committees,  etc. 
For  some  years  I  have  been  at  the  head  of  national  organiza- 
tions, or  committees  thereof,  of  a  general  commercial  and 
political  character.  I  do  not  like  to  say  it  myself,  but  I  sup- 
pose it  is  conceded  generally  that  I  am  particularly  responsible 
for  the  present  movement  in  this  country  which  has  for  its 
object  the  taking  of  the  tariff  out  of  politics  and  placing  it 
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in  the  hands  of  a  non-partisan,  semi-judicial  tariff  commission 
or  board  of  experts,  which  shall  study  each  schedule  and  item 
thoroughly,  impartially,  and  scientifically,  and  shall  submit 
their  findings  in  the  form  of  recommendations  to  Congress 
and  the  Executive.  The  present  tariff  is  full  of  dishonesty. 
I  am  a  sort  of  clearing  house  for  all  sorts  of  committees,  who 
are  bringing  in  evidence  to  this  effect.  I  am  very  close  to  Mr. 
Taft,  President  Roosevelt,  and  other  '  progressive '  Repub- 
licans, all  of  them  thoroughly  believing  that  the  tariff  must 
be  taken  out  of  politics  and  made  a  matter  of  scientific  and 
semi- judicial  determination.  The  greatest  man  in  the  cabinet 
said  to  me :  '  We  must  have  a  tariff  commission,  it  is  only  a 
matter  when.'  As  it  is,  the  public  has  always  declared  for 
protection,  but  never  gone  further  until  just  now  it  has  '  con- 
sidered '  the  measure  of  principle  of  measurement.  As  a 
matter  of  practical  politics  I  certainly  introduced  this  prin- 
ciple of  measurement,  though  it  has  doubtless  been  stated 
many  times  before  in  an  academic  way.  The  principle  is,  of 
course,  that  the  protective  tariff  should  measure  with  reason- 
able accuracy  the  difference  in  cost  of  production  here  and 
abroad.  So  far  as  it  does  this  it  is  protective.  If  it  goes 
beyond  this  it  is  discriminatory.  I  have  prepared  what  I  call 
a  trust  table,  which  shows  that  every  industrial  trust  in  the 
United  States  has  exploited  the  people  through  Congress.  It 
has  secured  a  tariff  rate  exceeding  many  times  its  total  wage 
cost.  It  has  almost  exclusive  control  of  the  home  market,  as 
evidenced  by  the  smallness  of  importations  (and  when  there 
are  importations  they  are  usually  for  re-export  with  a  draw- 
back of  99  per  cent  of  the  duty,  and  therefore  give  no  relief 
to  the  domestic  consumer  and  no  income  to  the  government). 
The  last  column  in  this  trust  sheet  shows  that  many  of  these 
trusts  ship  abroad  freely.  When  they  do  they  make,  of 
course,  the  international  price,  which  is  20  to  40  per  cent 
less  than  the  domestic  price,  and  in  so  doing  they  show 
they  have  no  need  for  protection.  The  people  were  pretty 
well  asleep  as  a  practical  matter  on  the  entire  tariff  problem 
when  I  took  it  up  three  years  ago  and  brought  out  the  prin- 
ciple of  measurement  and  then  by  use  of  that  measure  showed 
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that  protection  is  not  protection  at  this  time  but  in  the  main 
only  graft  and  discrimination.  Tliis  has  helped  great  num- 
bers of  Republicans  and  Democrats  alike  to  turn  against  the 
present  tariff  and  the  methods  by  which  it  was  made,  and  at 
no  distant  time  we  will  have  the  entire  proposition  cleaned 
up  through  a  commission.  I  address  frequently  gatherings 
of  business  men,  political  economy  clubs,  etc.,  always  on  the 
tariff.  My  magazine  and  other  articles  have  been  only  upon 
this  subject  of  the  tariff,  in  the  North  American  Review, 
January,  1908 ;  The  Annals  of  American  Society  of  Political 
and  Social  Science,  September,  1908;  Review  of  Reviews, 
January,  1909.  I  am  trustee  of  Lawrence  University,  Apple- 
ton,  Wisconsin;  ex-member  of  the  Racine  Board  of  Educa- 
tion ;  ex-president.  National  Association  of  Implement  and 
Vehicle  Manufacturers;  member  of  executive  committee. 
National  Council  of  Commerce;  chairman  of  its  committee 
on  Foreign  Commerce  (this  being  a  semi-official  organization 
recently  constituted  as  a  means  of  communication  and  advice 
between  the  executive  arm  of  the  Federal  Government  and 
the  general  business  interests  of  the  country,  something  like 
the  National  Board  of  Trade  of  Germany,  which  has  been 
a  very  important  factor  in  bringing  together  business  and 
political  Germany  in  the  furtherance  of  domestic  and  foreign

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  VI :  — 

The  greater  part  of  Noble's  boyhood  was  spent  in  the 
South  and  West,  but  he  attended  a  private  classical  school 
in  Nice  and  had  been  a  year  in  each  of  the  universities 
of  Florida,  California,  and  Princeton  before  entering  our 
Class  in  our  freshman  year.  During  our  senior  year  his 
health  broke  down,  his  illness  culminating  in  a  severe  attack 
of  nervous  prostration,  so  that  he  was  unable  to  complete 
his  course  with  us,  although  his  standing  was  always  ex- 
cellent. He  graduated  the  following  year,  and  received  his 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  magna  cum  laiide  with  the  Class 
of  '85 ;  but,  as  he  frequently  stated,  he  always  considered 
himself  a  member  of  '84.  He  was  identified  with  these 
organizations  of  the  college:  a  member  of  his  Class  football 
eleven,  captain  of  the  lacrosse  twelve,  for  two  years  an  editor 
of  the  Crimson,  serving  as  its  secretary,  a  member  of  the 
Finance  Club,  the  Harvard  Union,  the  Institute  of  1770,  the 
Hasty  Pudding  Club,  the  O.  K.,  St.  Paul's  Society,  and  an 
associate  member  of  the  Pierian  and  Glee  Club.  In  our 
Sophomore  year  he  was  the  recipient  of  one  of  the  Lee  prizes 
for  reading,  and  he  delivered  at  Commencement  a  disserta- 
tion upon  the  subject  of  "  Faith."  In  1888  he  returned  to 
the  Episcopal  Theological  School  at  Cambridge,  intending  to 
enter  the  ministry,  and  remained  there  for  two  years,  but  his 
health  again  gave  way  and  he  abandoned  his  studies.  He 
had  previously  been  married,  on  November  30,  1887,  to  Miss 
Nannie  Yulee,  daughter  of  the  late  Senator  Yulee  of  Florida, 
and  on  November  23,  1888,  in  Cambridge,  a  daughter,  Yulee 
Noble,  his  only  child,  was  born.  After  leaving  the  Theolog- 
ical School,  he  lived  for  some  years  at  Washington  and  then 
travelled  abroad  for  his  health,  but  the  last  few  months  of

his  life  were  spent  on  a  ranch  in  Colorado,  in  an  effort  to  re- 
cover his  strength  and  health.  He  died  there,  in  Glenwood, 
suddenly,  on  July  2y,  1896.  Noble  was  an  enthusiastically 
earnest  Harvard  man.  Of  commanding  presence  and  vigor- 
ous personality,  he  embodied  all  that  was  best  and  manly  in 
life.

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  H  :  — 

Sargent  was  brought  up  in  New  York  City  and  was 
fitted  for  college  at  the  school  of  Arthur  H.  Cutler.  He 
entered  with  the  Class  of  '84,  but  after  remaining  in  Cam- 
bridge two  years,  went  into  his  fathers  New  York  store 
to  learn  the  business,  his  natural  tastes  leading  him  in  that 
direction.  While  at  college  he  was  fond  of  athletic  exercise 
and  excelled  in  running.  His  circle  of  immediate  friends 
esteemed  most  highly  association  and  companionship  with 
one  so  loyal  to  his  friends,  so  generous  and  sympathetic  to 
all.  His  life  was  one  of  happiness,  and  he  bade  fair  to  be 
of  service  to  the  world.  But  it  was  not  to  be.  In  company 
with  his  brother,  Leicester  Sargent,  of  the  Class  of  '79,  and 
two  other  friends,  our  classmate  started  from  New  Haven 
on  a  yachting  trip  to  Nantucket.  The  second  day  out  they 
were  last  seen  starting  across  Vineyard  Sound.  A  few  days 
afterward  the  wreck  was  found  and,  later  on,  young  Mr. 
Sargent's  body.  Our  classmate,  strong  and  self-reliant,  had 
been  suddenly  taken  from  the  world  when  everything  had 
seemed  bright  and  full  of  promise  to  him.

Died  in  Fort  Popham,  Maine,  August  i^,  1882. 

The  following  sketch  is  reprinted  from  the  secretary's 
report  No.  I :  — 

Smith  wished  to  acquire  from  his  college  studies  broad 
culture  rather  than  proficiency  in  a  narrow  field  of  learning. 
And  he  studied  with  much  zeal  history,  political  economy, 
natural  history,  and  fine  arts.  He  was  looking  forward 
with  much  pleasure  to  his  junior  year  when  he  was  to  re- 
side at  the  University  and  to  have  as  his  roommate,  E.  H. 
Hatch,  a  classmate  and  townsman.  In  company  with  some 
intimate  friends  he  went  to  spend  the  summer  at  Fort  Pop- 
ham,  Maine.  When  the  party  had  been  there  but  a  few  days 
Smith  suggested  to  a  companion  that  they  should  visit  the 
fort.  An  open  port  hole  offered  them  the  most  inviting  way 
of  entrance.  They  were  met  by  the  commanding  officer  who 
waved  his  pistol  at  them  and  ordered  them  out.  The  pistol 
was  discharged,  accidentally,  the  sergeant  claims,  and  Smith 
fell  to  the  ground  shot  through  the  thigh.  He  was  taken  to 
a  neighboring  cottage  and  lived  for  a  few  days.  On  August 
13,  1882,  the  wound  proved  fatal.  Smith  did  not  have  many 
friends  at  college  because,  living  at  home,  he  did  not  have 
opportunities  of  meeting  his  fellow  students.  But  in  Charles- 
town  he  had  a  large  circle  of  friends  who  were  much  attracted 
to  him.  His  integrity  of  character,  his  quick  sympathy,  his 
cultured  mind  and  manners,  would  have  done  constant  honor 
to  the  college  he  loved.

SHUNG    KIH    TING 

Son  of  Ting  Cheong  Hsiu  and  Chen  Shih.  Born  in  Ting- 
hai,  near  Ningpo,  China,  April  26,  i860.  Prepared  for  college  at 
High  School,  Holyoke,  Massachusetts. 

Shung  Kih  Ting,  or  Ting  I-hsien,  as  he  is  familiarly 
known  in  China,  acting  assistant  statistical  secretary,  Im- 
perial Maritime  Customs,  Shanghai,  was  born  on  the  26th 
April,  i860,  in  Tinghai,  the  chief  city  of  the  Chusan 
Islands,  near  Ningpo.  His  father,  named  Cheong  Hsiu 
(meaning  longevity),  was  born  on  the  26th  August,  1813, 
and  died  at  the  age  of  87,  on  the  nth  September,  1900,  the 
year  of  '  Boxer  Rising.'  His  mother  died  in  1866.  His 
family  was  respectable  in  descent  but  humble  in  point  of 
means.  During  his  childhood,  his  father  was  so  poverty 
stricken  that  his  large  family  subsisted  solely  on.  rice  for  a 
number  of  years,  but  they  are  now  quite  prosperous,  hav- 
ing a  large,  flourishing  foreign  business  at  Shanghai,  estab- 
lished in  1866,  and  owning  two  steamers  which  ply  between 
Shanghai  and  Chusan  and  along  the  coast  near  Ningpo.  His 
father's  family  consisted  of  eight  sons  and  two  daughters, 
Ting  being  the  sixth  son.  He  commenced  to  study  Chinese  at 
the  age  of  nine  and  at  thirteen  he  entered  the  Chinese  Gov- 
ernment School,  established  at  Shanghai  for  the  purpose  of 
sending  one  hundred  and  twenty  students  to  be  educated  in 
America.  After  remaining  in  this  school  for  eight  months,  he 
was  selected  as  one  of  the  thirty  students  sent  to  America  in 
1873.  Immediately  on  arrival  at  Springfield,  Massachusetts, 
he  and  his  chum,  Wong  Liang  Tun,  went  to  Holyoke,  Massa- 
chusetts, under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  H.  S.  Dickerman.  Under 
the  careful  direction  and  instruction  of  that  most  worthy  lady 
he  was  able,  in  the  autumn  of  1876,  to  enter  the  Holyoke 
High   School,   where  he  completed  the   four  years'   course 
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without  missing  a  school  day,  and  graduated  third  in  his  class. 
He  entered  Harvard  because  he  considered  it  was  the  most 
liberal  institution  in  America,  but  by  command  of  the  Chinese 
Government  he  was  obliged  to  return  to  China  at  the  end  of 
his  freshman  year.  He  reached  Shanghai  on  the  ist  of  Octo- 
ber, 1 88 1,  and  soon  afterwards  went  to  Tientsin  where,  in 
company  of  about  fifty  returned  students,  he  underwent  an 
examination  and  came  out  first  in  the  list.  He  studied  tor- 
pedo warfare  under  Major  Mannix,  a  graduate  of  West 
Point,  during  1882  and  1883,  at  Taku  Fort,  which  was 
destroyed  in  1900  by  the  Allied  Forces.  Finding  that  his 
government  was  not  making  proper  use  of  him,  he  obtained 
leave  of  absence  and  returned  in  the  winter  of  1884  to  Shang- 
hai, where  he  engaged  in  business  for  a  short  time  with  his 
elder  brother,  a  leading  merchant.  In  the  early  part  of  1885 
he  joined  the  staff  of  the  Shanghai  Courier,  an  evening 
paper  (now  defunct),  as  a  reporter.  In  September,  1885,  his 
name  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Sir  Robert  Hart,  inspector- 
general  of  customs,  by  Mr.  E.  B.  Drew,  a  graduate  of  the 
Class  of  '65,  Harvard  College.  On  the  21st  of  October, 
1885,  he  entered  the  statistical  department  of  the  Imperial 
Maritime  Customs,  as  a  supernumerary  clerk,  and  reached  the 
rank  of  principal  clerk  in  January,  1904,  In  January,  1908, 
he  received  his  present  appointment  (acting  assistant  statis- 
tical secretary),  acting  deputy  commissioner  of  customs,  a 
position  which  is  considered  unique,  as  it  has  never  been 
given  to  his  countrymen  before.  He  has  the  rank  of  sergeant- 
major  conferred  by  his  government  for  services  during  the 
Franco-China  war,  1884;  brevet  rank  of  sub-prefect,  con- 
ferred in  1890  for  contribution  toward  the  Coast  Defence 
Fund.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Shanghai  Literary  and  De- 
bating Society.  He  is  a  member  of  the  China  Branch  of  the 
Royal  Asiatic  Society,  of  the  committee  of  the  World's  Chi- 
nese Students  Federation,  and  of  the  committee  of  the  Cus- 
toms Chinese  Clerks  Club.  In  his  letter  to  the  secretary, 
accompanying  the  account  of  his  life,  he  writes:  "It  would 
certainly  be  gratifying  to  me  if  I  could  be  present  to  join  you 
in  the  Class  celebration  next  June,  but  I  fear  there  is  no  pos- 
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sibility  of  doing  so.  I  thank  you,  however,  for  your  kind 
invitation,  and  in  the  meantime  I  beg  to  be  remembered  to 
my  Class  and  v^^ish  you  all  every  success  and  happiness." 

He  was  married  in  Chusan,  China,  September  24,  1882, 
to  May  Hsien.  Children:  A  son  born  November  3,  1885;  a 
daughter  born  September  11,  1888;  a  son  born  February  11, 
1893;  also  a  daughter  who  died  at  the  age  of  four  years. 
His  wife  died  September  20,  1893.  He  was  married  in 
Shanghai,  China,  April  13,  1894,  to  Ching  May.  Children: 
A  daughter  born  April  7,  1899;  a  son  born  April  11,  1902; 
a  son  born  September  21,  1903;  a  son  born  October  17, 
1906;  also  two  daughters  who  died  at  the  ages  of  seven 
and  nine. 

GILBERT    HUBBARD    TURNER 

Son  of  J.  Spencer  and  Cornelia  J,  (Eddy)  Turner.  Born 
in  Chicago,  Illinois,  October  22,  1861.  Prepared  for  college  at 
Professor  Overheiser's  School  for  Boys  in  Brooklyn,  Nezv  York, 
and  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire. 

He  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Brinckerhoff,  Turner 
&  Company,  manufacturers  of  cotton  duck,  in  the  year 
1885,  New  York  office  No.  109  Duane  Street,  and  continued 
a  member  of  that  firm  until  1899,  when  he  retired  from  busi- 
ness. He  resided  thereafter  in  the  Adirondack  Mountains 
until  1907,  when  he  removed  to  New  Rochelle,  and  now  re- 
sides there.

Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society.  I  have  in  preparation  a 
memoir  on  Palaeozoic  Echini,  which  I  hope  will  be  published 
soon.  Am  a  member  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  Geological  Society  of  America,  and  various 
other  scientific,  historical,  and  horticultural  societies,"

THE   TWENTIETH    ANNIVERSARY 

The  following  account  of  the  celebration  of  the  twentieth 
anniversary  of  graduation  of  the  Class  was  prepared  by 
Secretary  Hibbard  and  published  in  the  Harvard  Graduates' 
Magacine  for  September,  1904:  — 
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"  June  27,  28,  and  29  were  given  up  to  the  celebration  of 
the  twentieth  anniversary  festivities  of  the  Class,  and  during 
these  days  a  reception  parlor  was  open  to  the  Class  at  the 
Hotel  Bellevue,  and  at  various  times  a  large  number  of  class- 
mates assembled  there. 

"  The  Class  turned  out  in  large  numbers  at  the  Graduates' 
Night  concert  at  Symphony  Hall.  It  was  especially  interest- 
ing to  the  members  that  P.  H.  Goepp  led  the  orchestra  when 
his  march  was  played,  as  did  T.  M.  Osborne,  also,  later  in 
the  evening. 

"  On  Tuesday  84  members  spent  the  day  at  the  New  Eng- 
land Kennel  Club  at  Braintree,  going  and  returning  by  a 
special  train.  The  time  was  devoted  to  baseball,  pigeon 
shooting,  and  other  festivities,  and  a  delightful  collation  was 
served  on  the  veranda  of  the  clubhouse. 

"  In  the  evening  118  members  attended  the  Class  dinner  at 
the  Algonquin  Club.  Gordon  Abbott  presided  and  T.  M. 
Osborne  and  C.  R.  Clapp  acted  as  toastmasters.  R.  S.  Min- 
turn  read  a  very  felicitous  sketch  recalling  incidents  of  our 
college  life,  which  was  at  times  extremely  witty  and  then 
shaded  into  a  most  tender  allusion  to  those  of  our  number 
who  have  died  during  the  twenty  years.  W.  A.  Gardner 
prepared  a  light  poem  for  the  occasion.  The  sketch  and 
the  poem  were  published  and  sent  to  members  of  the  Class. 

"  Remarks  were  made  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Fenn,  who  spoke 
on  the  Harvard  of  to-day  as  compared  with  the  Harvard  of 
twenty  years  ago,  by  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Drown,  by  G.  U.  Crocker, 
by  J.  H.  Mcintosh,  and  by  Dr.  J.  T.  Bullard. 

"  There  were  ten  classmates  present  who  had  not  been  at 
any  Class  dinner  since  graduation. 

"  On  Commencement  Day  the  Class  met  in  Upper  Massa- 
chusetts and  at  the  close  of  the  Class  meeting  a  substantial 
luncheon  was  served.  All  the  arrangements  for  the  festivi- 
ties were  in  charge  of  the  Class  Committee,  and  its  chairman 
labored  most  effectively  to  bring  out  a  large  attendance  and 
to  make  the  reunion  the  pronounced  success  that  it  was."
